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SELECTMEN'S  REPORT. 


Poor. 

The  poor  whom  the  town  has  to  make  permanent  provision  for,  have 
been  boarded  ont  as  heretofore ;  and  in  some  few  cases  temporary 
relief  has  been  a£fbrded  to  persons  whom  the  Overseers  considered  suita- 
ble objects  of  assistance,  and  the  expenses  have  been  kept  within  the 
appropriation. 

Highways. 

The  streets  of  the  town  have  been  kept  in  their  nsoal  repair  daring 
the  past  year.  The  amount  expended  has  exceeded  the  appropriation 
bj  a  small  amount.  This  excess  is  caused  in  part  by  tbe  increased 
cost  of  labor,  and  partly  by  the  fact  that  we  have  been  obliged  to  pur- 
chase the  greater  portion  of  the  materials  used  in  repairing  the  street& 
We  have  also  been  obliged  to  put  in  some  new  cesspools  and  drains 
which  were  not  anticipated. 

The  sum  of  $1,500  was  appropriated  for  the  improvement  of  Walnut 
and  Washington  streets,  as  laid  out  and  ordered  by  the  County  Com- 
missionerSk  The  changes  in  Walnut  Street  have  been  made.  Upon  an 
examination  of  Washington  Street  it  was  deemed  advisable  to  lower 
the  grade  from  the  junction  of  Walnut  Street  to  a  point  near  the  Qas- 
House.  This  has  not  been  done  because,  in  the  opinion  of  your  Board, 
the  work  could  be  done  to  a  better  advantage  in  connection  with  the 
grading  of  Pond  Street,  than  if  the  two  were  done  separately ;  and  the 
order  to  make  Pond  Street  not  being  received  from  the  County  Commis- 
sioners until  midwinter,  the  proposed  change  could  not  be  carried  out. 
The  cost  of  grading  Pond  Street  will  probably  be  somewhat  above  the 
estimate  of  last  year,  as  the  culvert  at  the  junction  of  Pond  and  Wash- 
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ington  Streets  Has  fallen  in  and  must  be  rebuilt ;  and  as  tbe  material 
owned  by  tbe  Town  for  making  roads  is  nearly  exhausted,  we  advise  that 
some  action  be  taken  to  secure  more  immediately,  and  also  to  inquire 
into  the  expediency  of  procuring  a  stone-crushing  machine  for  the  use 
of  the  Town. 

In  answer  to  a  petition  of  citizens  sent  in  to  the  County  Commissioners 
five  years  ago,  for  the  laying  out  and  widening  of  Harvard  Street,  the 
Commissioners  have  ordered  that  said  street  be  widened  on  the  east  side, 
from  Aspinwall  Avenue  to  a  point  opposite  the  residence  of  Nathaniel 
Harris,  Esq^ 

Sbwbb  in  thb  Yillagb. 

The  brook  from  the  railroad  depot  across  the  Hilldam  road,  having 
been  laid  out  as  a  sewer,  proposals  for  building  the  same  were  adver- 
tised for,  and  the  work  placed  under  contract  Operations  hayp  been 
commenced  and  considerable  progress  made  in  the  execution  of  the 
work. 

In  May  last,  application  was  made  to  the  Commissioners  of  Public 
Lands  for  an  additional  culvert  across  the  Milldam  road,  which  they 
have  since  put  in.  This,  it  is  hoped,  may  prove  sufficient  to  carry  off 
the  water.  Should  it  not,  the  remedy  will  be  to  construct  a  sewer  on 
the  western  side  of  the  Milldam  road,  as  proposed  in  last  year's  report 

POLIOB. 

The  number  of  arrests  made  during  the  year  has  been  one  hundred 
and  thirty-six.  Number  of  travellers  lodged  at  station  house,  one 
hundred  and  two. 

There  is  an  increasing  necessity  that  this  Department  be  well  filled 
and  properly  attended  to.  We  consider  it  prudent  to  use  preventive 
measures  where  there  is  any  probability  that  the  law  will  be  violated. 
We  therefore  recommend  the  same  appropriation  for  this  purpose  as 
last  year. 

FiBB  Dbpabtmbnt. 

No  serious  fires  have  occurred  within  the  town  during  the  past  year. 
The  rolls  of  the  Engine  and  Hose  companies  are  full,  and  the  Depart- 
ment is  believed  to  be  in  as  efficient  condition  as  in  former  years. 
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Bbsbbyoirb. 

In  accordance  with  a  vote  passed  at  the  last  annual  Town  Meeting,  a 
Beseryoir  holding  thirty  thousand  gallons  has  heen  hnilt  at  the  comer  of 
Harvard  and  Beacon  Streets ;  and  in  view  of  the  fact  that  in  the  greater 
portion  of  the  town  there  is  no  adequate  supply  of  water  in  case  of  fire 
we  suggejst  the  importance  of  increasing  the  numher. 

LioHTiRG  Towir  BuiLDiNas  AND  Stbbbts. 

Fifteen  new  lamp-posts  have  heen  erected  during  the  year,  making 
in  all  one  hundred  and  six  gas  lights,  and  there  are  also  twelve  fluid 
lights.    Total,  one  hundred  and  eighteen  lights. 

Bbpaibs  0?  Town  Buildings. 

No  changes  have  been  made  in  any  of  the  buildings.  The  necessa- 
ry expenditures  of  this  Department  have  exceeded  the  appropriation, 
although  nothing  has  been  done  but  what  was  absolutely  necessary, 
and  more  might  have  been  done  to  advantage. 

STAri   Am   AND    MiLITABT    PURPOSES. 

The  amount  expended  has  been  $1,134  25,  the  whole  of  which  will 
be  received  from  the  State  Treasury  for  account  of  State  Aid. 

PuBOHASiNG   Land  and    Building    Sohoolhousi  fob    the  South 

PbIMABT  SOHOOTi. 

Under  the  vote  passed  at  a  Town  Meeting,  in  November  last,  we 
have  purchased  of  £.  0.  Emerson,  Esq.,  a  lot  of  land  on  Boylston 
street,  containing  about  one  acre. 

Plans  and  specifications  for  the  building  have  been  prepared,  and 
the  work  will  be  put  under  contract  and  commenced  as  soon  as  the 
weather  permit& 

In  conformity  with  the  vote  of  the  Town,  passed  December  6,  1867, 
we  have  also  purchased  of  Messrs.  Collins  &  Chase,  John  Gibbs,  and 
George  S   Gushing,  the  several  lots  of  land  as  recommended  by  the 
Committee  on  Land,  for  a  Public  Library  Building. 
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Bbquest. 

Our  late  citizen,  J.  Sallivan  Warren,  Esq.,  left  to  the  town  in  his 
will  the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars,  under  the  following  provisions, 
to  wit :  '*  I  give  and  bequeath  to  the  Town  of  Brookline,  the  sum  of 
one  thousand  dollars;  the  income  is  from  time  to  time  to  be  expended 
in  planting  trees  along  the  highways  of  said  town.  And  I  authorize 
the  disbursement  of  said  income  through  the  agency  of  any  Society  for 
planting  trees,  if  said  Town  shall  so  decide."  This  sum,  less  the  gov- 
ernment tax,  has  been  received  into  the  Treasury,  and  now  awaits  the 
action  of  our  citizens,  and  we  hope  that  this  is  not  the  only  donation 
we  shall  receive  from  our  liberal  citizens,  for  the  various  public 
improvements  of  the  Town. 

Cbmbtbbt. 

The  lots  in  the  cemetery  are  all  sold,  and  there  is  no  vacant  land  for 
the  burial  of  those  unable  to  purchase  lots ;  and  we  recommend  the 
purchase  of  some  place  in  which  such  interments  can  be  made.  The 
number  of  interments  in  the  cemetery,  during  the  past  year,  are 
twenty-nine. 

Guide  Posts  and  Boards  are  erected  and  maintained  in  all  places  in 
the  town  required  by  law.

The  number  and  general  organization  of  the  schools  has  not 
been  changed  during  the  past  year.  The  number  of  pupils  has 
somewhat  increased  on  the  whole,  though  the  attendance  is  still 
extremely  irregular  in 'some  cases.* 

The  buildings  in  which  the  schools  are  held  have  been  kept 
in  good  repair,  and  afford  ample  accommodation  for  the  pres- 
ent, except  the  stone  schoolhouse,  occupied  by  the  South  Pri- 
mary School.  We  are  happy  to  say  that  the  Selectmen,  as 
will  appear  by  tiieir  Report,  have  already  secured  a  lot  of  land 
on  which  to  erect  another  building  for  the  accommodation  of 
this  district,  and  there  is  every  reason  to  suppose  that  this 
school  will  soon  be  well  accommodated. 

The  instruction  and  discipline  of  the  several  schools  has  been 
made  the  subject  of  the  usual  nK)nthly  inspection,  and  we  feel 
gratified  in  observing  a  general  improvement  in  the  standard 
aimed  at,  inasmuch  as  less  reliance  than  before  has  been  placed 
upon  the  letter  of  the  text-books,  and  more  pains  taken  in  im« 
parting  ideas  in  a  form  that  may  be  at  once  intelligible  and  at- 
tractive to  the  minds  of  the  pupils. 

£arly  in  the  past  year  your  Committee  qndertook  the  re- 
vision of  their  by-laws  and  district  boundaries,  and  during  the 
month  of  September  last  the  revised  code  was  adopted  and 
printed. 

An  unusual  number  of  vacancies  has  occurred  during  the 
year,  among  the  corps  of  Primary  School  teachers,  and,  as 
your  Committee  have  always  considered  this  one  of  their  most 
responsible  and  important  duties,  they  have  endeavored  to  be 
guided  in  the  selection  of  candidates  for  filling  these  vacancies, 
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by  the  real  worth,  intelligence,  and  training  of  the  applicants. 
Preference  has  been  given,  generally,  to  graduates  from  the 
State  Normal  Schools,  believing  that  the  training  given  in 
these  institutions  is  well  qualified  to  produce  the  desired  results. 
At  the  suggestion  of  several  ladies  of  the  town  who  had  been 
active  for  several  years  in  the  gratuitous  teaching  of  sewing  to  a 
large  class  of  girls  at  the  Ward  School,  an  experimental  at- 
tempt has  been  made  to  introduce  the  teaching  of  sewing  into 
our  public  schools.  Two  teachers  of  the  Ward  Primary 
School,  Miss  Magoon  and  Mrs.  White,  have  been  employed, 
for  a  few  weeks  past,  in  teaching  sewing  to  such  girls  as  chose 
to  avail  themselves  of  the  privilege,  during  two  hours  after 
the  short  session  on  Wednesdays  and  Saturdays.  There  is  no 
special  provision  made  in  the  Statutes  of  the  Commonwealth  for 
teaching  sewing  in  common  schools,  neither  is  there  for  the  teach- 
ing of  music  and  drawing,  for  which  purposes  we  have  em- 
ployed teachers  for  several  years.  We  trust,  however,  that 
the  experiment  now  being  made  in  regard  to  the  teaching  of 
sewing,  will  conmaend  itself  to  the  good  sense  of  every  one  in- 
terested in  the  welfare  of  the  children.  In  the  city  of  Boston 
the  teaching  of  sewing  in  the  public  schools  is  no  longer  an  ex- 
periment, having  been  regularly  taught  in  all  theur  grammar 
schools  for  some  years  past.  The  Superintendent  of  the  Bos- 
ton schools  recently  expressed  it  as  his  opinion,  to  the  writer, 
that  this  was  one  of  the  most  important  branches  there  taught  to 
all  the  girls  attending  those  schools.  It  is  certainly  very  evi- 
dent that  a  large  number  of  our  school  girls  have  no  more 
chance  of  learning  how  to  make  their  own  clothing  at  home 
than  they  have  opportunity  to  receive  instruction  in  arithmetic, 
grammar  or  geography,  while  their  position  in  after  life  will 
probably  render  it  by  far  more  important  that  they  should  know 
how  to  make  a  shirt  than  to  enumerate  the  rivers  of  Asia.  In- 
deed, it  may  be  important  for  many  who  may  never  be  re- 
quired to  apply  their  own  hands  to  the  needle,  to  become  ac- 
quainted with  the  details  in  early  life,  in  order  to  be  better 
qualified  to  supply  their  wants  through  the  hands  of  others. 
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Such  an  acquaintance  with  detail  is,  in  our  opinion,  quite  as 
likdj  to  conduce  to  their  usefulness  in  after  life,  as  a  superficial 
knowledge  of  other  **  accomplishments,"  sometimes  thought 
more  ornamental  and  more  desirable  than  the  ability  to  cut  and 
make  simple  garments.  The  experiment  in  our  schools  has  not 
yet  had  sufficient  time  to  prove  how  far  it  may  succeed,  or  how 
important  it  may  become,  but  we  hope  it  may  meet  the  ap- 
proval of  our  fellow-citizens,  and  be  allowed  a  fair  trial. 

In  accordance  with  the  views  expressed  in  the  last  Report  of 
your  Committee,  concerning  the  importance  of  abandoning  the 
routine  of  text-books  and  ^ving  more  oral  instruction,  the  ge- 
ographies of  Prof.  A.  Ghiyot  have  been  lately  introduced  into 
our  schools.  The  system  of  this  author  leads  the  teacher  to 
depend  less  on  the  letter  of  the  text-book  than  in  any  other  sys- 
tem of  school  geographies  that  has  come  to  our  notice,  and  at 
the  same  time  presents  the  facts  that  are  usually  so  dry  and  dis- 
tasteful, in  a  way  that  renders  them  somewhat  attractive,  and 
Ekely  to  make  a  lasting  impression  on  the  pupil's  mind. 

In  their  last  Beport,  your  Committee  spoke  of  their  disap- 
pointment in  not  finding  the  inhabitants  of  Longwood  disposed 
to  avail  themselves  of  the  schoolhouse  then  recently  erected 
there,  to  an  extent  that  justified  the  expense  of  the  school  and 
building.  The  resignation  of  Miss  Fanny  Smith,  who  taught 
there  at  that  time,  gave  the  Committee  an  opportunity  to  trans- 
fer to  this  point  one  of  their  best  tried,  and  most  faithful  pri- 
mary school  teachers,  firom  a  school  of  much  greater  numbers, 
hoping  that  this  teacher.  Miss  Emily  Beed,  would  draw  to  her 
class  some  larger  portion  of  the  children  of  the  numerous  peti- 
tioners at  whose  request  the  school  was  founded.  But  we  have 
again  been  disappointed  in  this  respect,  and  have  to  report  the 
school  as  still  maintained  for  the  benefit  of  a  mere  handful  of 
children,  and,  of  course,  at  an  expense  wholly  disproportionate 
to  their  numbers. 

The  subjoined  tables  show  the  average  attendance  at  the 
several  sdiools,  and  the  present  position  of  the  teachers. 
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The  Town  will  be  called  upon  at  the  March  meeting  to  elect 
three  members  of  the  Board  of  School  Committee,  to  fill  the 
places  of  Messrs.  Geo.  Brooks,  Rev.  Francis  Wharton,  and 
Edward  S.  Philbrick,  whose  term  expires  with  the  present 
fiscal  year ;  also  to  fill  the  vacancy  for  the  coming  year,  occa- 
sioned by  the  resignation  of  Rev.  C.  C.  Carpenter,  whose  as- 
sistance and  co-operation  your  Committee  ^have  been  very  sorry 
to  lose  during  the  past  few  months.

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SELECTMEN'S'  REPORT. 


Poor. 

Those  \rhom  the  town  has  to  make  permanent  provisions  for,  have 
been  boarded  out  as  heretofore.  Temporary  relief  has  been  afforded  in 
such  cases  as  the  Overseers  deemed  worthy  objects  of  such  assistanoe. 

Highways. 

Extensive  repairs  and  improvements  have  been  made  that  were  not 
contemplated ;  having  material  that  could  only  be  used  for  filling,  we 
improved  the  opportunity  to  raise  the  grade  and  widen  L^eacon  Street 
between  the  highland  and  the  railroad  crossing. 

Washington  Street  has  been  widened  and  made,  between  the  railroad  • 
biidge  and  the  Roxbury  line,  as  ordered  by  the  County  Commissioners, 
and  other  improvements  which  were  necessary  have  been  made  on  said 
street,  including  the  widening  of  the  railroad  bridge  at  its  southerly  end. 
These  improvements  have  increased  the  cost  of  making  the  same,  bat 
could  be  done  cheaper  now  than  at  any  future  time. 

Fond  Avenue  has  been  made  as  ordered  by  the  County  Commissioners, 
and  a  good  opportunity  of  procuring  materials  offering,  we  graded  and 
made 'side  walks;  this,  with  the  unexpected  expense  of  making  an  en- 
tirely new  stpne  culvert  where  said  Avenue  crosses  the  brook,  has  con* 
siderably  increased  the  cost  of  making,  but  was  in  our  judgment  necessary 
and  best  to  be  done,  and  was  money  wel^  expended.  Five  hundred 
dollars  of  the  cost  of  making  the  culvert,  and  a  part  of  said  Avenue, 
has  been  repaid  by  the  city  of  Boston,  as  will  be  seen  in  the  receipts  of 
the  Treasurer's  report 

The  material  for  making  roads  is  now  exhausted. 

It  will  be  necessary  for  the  Town  to  purchase  a  gravel  bank,  a  ledge 
of  stone  and  a  stone  crashing  machine. 
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Harvcad  Street  has  not  blen  widened,  as  it  is  evident  there  is  some 
error  in  tbe  lines,  and  in  onr  opinion  the  street  should  be  re-located  from 
Washington  Street  t9  the  Town  line. 

A  plank  sidewalk  has  been  luid  from  near  the  meeting-house  of  the 
First  Parish,  to  the  estate  of  John  W.  Warren,  the  road. not  being  wide 
enough  to  construct  one  of  gravel. 

The  eastern  and  western  branches  of  the  Mill  Dam  road  have  been 
laid  out  as  public  town  ways  in  conformity  with  the  act  of  the  JiOgisla- 
ture,  passed  at  its  last  session,  and  the  poriion  of  the  tolls  awarded  the 
Town  for  its  part  of  the  fund,  has  been  received  into  the  treasury,  and 
the  roads  are  now  free  from  tolls. 

SswsE. 

The  Sewer  in  the  Village  has  been  completed  for  about  seven  hundred 
feet,  and  gives  entire  satisfaction ;  the  remainder  is  under  contract  and 
will  be  completed  early  in  the  season. 

As  the  town  increases,  and  the  vacant  land  over  which  drainage  has 
been  on  the  surface  is  being  now  rapidly  built  upon,  the  time  has  come 
in  which  a  settled  plan  of  sewerage  should  be  fixed  upon,  and  sewers 
i^ould  be  built  in  all  our  main  streets  to  conduct  our  drainage  into 
Muddy  Biver,  the  town  having  always  enjoyed  a  legal  right  so  to  da 

POLICB. 

The  number  of  arrests  made  during  the  year  is  one  hundred  and 
sixteen.  Number  of  travellers  lodged,  one  hundred  and  forty-five. 
The  Department  has  been  well  conducted  and  the  general  peace  well 
maintained. 

FiBB  Dbpabtment. 

We  are  glad  to  record  that  no  serious  fires  have  occurred  within  the 
town  during  the  past  year,  owing  in  a  great  measure  to  the  promptness 
and  active  energy  of  our  firemen,  who  seem  determined  to  be  them- 
selves masters  of  the  field. 

The  Rolls  of  the  companies  are  now  full,  with  a  good  set  of  apparatus. 

It  was  voted  by  the  Town  at  the  adjourned  Annual  Meeting,  held 
April  last,  to  procure  a  hose  carriage  and  hose,  and  place  them  in  tho 
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Village  to  be  used  at  the  hydrants ;  but  after  getting  a  carriage  for 
the  hose,  the  Selectmen  were  unable  to  procure  a  suitable  place  to  keep 
the  same,  and  nothing  further  has  been  done  in  relation  thereto. 

BSSBBYOIB. 

In  pursuance  of  the  vote  of  the  Town,  a  reservoir  of  a  capacity  of 
thirty  thousand  gallons  has  been  built  at  the  junction  of  Washington 
and  Cypress  streets. 

We  would  recommend  the  making  of  a  new  reservoir  at  or  near  the 
junction  of  Beacon  and  Garleton  streets  the  present  year. 

Lighting  Town  Buildihos  and  Stbbbts. 

Twenty  new  lamp-posts  have  been  erected  during  the  year,  making 
one  hundred  and  twenty-six  gas  lights  and  twelve  oil  lamps.  Total, 
one  hundred  and  thirty-eight. 

Bbpaibs  Of  Town  Buildinos. 

A  much  needed  and  important  change  has  been  made  in  the  Ward 
Schoolhouse  the  past  season,  which  the  growing  wants  of  the  school 
required.  Upon  examination,  it  was  found  necessary  to  put  a  new 
furnace  in  the  Pierce  Grammar  School,  and  to  add  other  repairs  to  said 
schoolhouse,  and  to  the  High  Schoolhouse,  and  as  we  now  have  twenty- 
three  schools,  it  will  be  necessazy  to  increase  our  appropriations  for  the 
Bepairs  of  Town  Buildings,  or  to  make  a  separate  appropriation  for  the 
care  of  sohoolhousea 

Ebbotino  Sohoolhousb  fOB  South  Pbimabt  School. 

A  new  brick  schoolhouse  has  been  erected  on  the  lot  on  Boylston 
Street,  capable  of  accommodating  one  hundred  and  fifty  scholars,  which 
was  handed  over  to  the  School  Committee  in  October  last 

In  pursuance  of  the  vote  of  the  town,  the  old  Town  House  situated 
on  Walnut  Street,  which  has  been  occupied  for  several  years  as  a  school- 
house,  has  been  sold. 
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Obmbtbbt. 


We  again  call  the  attention  of  the  Town  to  the  £act  that  there  are  no 
plaoes  within  the  limits  of  the  oemeteiy  for  the  bnrial  of  those  who 
are  unable  to  purchase.  The  number  of  interments  during  the  past 
year  was  thirfy. 

The  Onide-FostB  and  Boards  are  all  in  good  order  and  at  all  points 
where  the  lav  requires  them  to  be  maintained  by  the  town.

Under  the  authority  of  the  following  ^oles  of  the  Town,  the 
Trustees  have  procured  plans  and  specifications,  issued  proposals, 
and  made  contracts,  for  the  erection  of  a  suitable  building  for  a 
Public  Library.  The  great  number  of  rainy  days  during  the 
fall  months,  impeded  the  progress  of  the  work,  but  the  Library 
will  be  ready  for  occupancy,  it  is  hoped,  early  in  the  sum- 
mer. 

Appointment  and  report  of  special  committee  on  Public  Li-, 
brary  building:  — 

At  the  adjourned  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Town,  held  April 
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3d,  A.  D.9  1867,  on  motion  of  Gren.  James  S.  Whitney,  it 
was 

*«  Voted,  That  a  committee  of  seven  be  appointed  by  the  chair 
(to  report  at  a  future  meeting)  to  examine  other  sites  for  a  Li- 
brary Building,  and  to  receive  subscriptions  for  the  several  lots. 
Also,  to  procure  plans  for  a  building  to  be  erected  upon  the 
Town  Hall  lot,  either  with  or  without  a  Town  Uall  connected, 
and  that  the  sum  of  five  hundred  dollars  be  appropriated  there- 
for."

At  a  special  meeting  of  the  Town  of  Brookline,  held  for  that 
purpose  on  the  5th  of  December,  A.  D,,  1867,  the  above  named 
Committee  presented  the  following  report,  viz :  — 

The  Committee  appointed  at  a  Town  Meeting  holden  at  the 
Town  ^all  on  the  3d  day  of  April,  1867,  to  examine  sites  upon 
which  to  erect  a  building  for  the  Town  Library,  have  attended 
to  the  duty  assigned  them,  and  ask  leave  to  submit  the  following 
report :  — 

Your  Committee,  acting  upon  the  intimation  given  them  at 
the  time  of  their  appointment,  Jirst  considered  the  question  of 
building  in  connection  with  the  Town  Hall.  After  careful  ex- 
amination of  this  matter,  the  Committee  decided  almost,  if  not 
quite,  unanimously,  that  it  would  be  unwise  to  attempt  to  com- 
bine a  Public  Library  with  a  Town  Hall  in  one  building.  The 
Committee,  in  the  exercise  of  their  judgment,  being  forced  to

abaodon  the  idea  otone  building  for  a  Town  Hall  and  the  Library, 
proceeded  to  act  in  reference  to  a  location  and  plan  for  a  suitable 
independent  building.  Through  our  sub-committeey  we  address- 
ed to  those  of  our  citizens  who  were  supposed  to  feel  a  special 
interest  in  the  Library  question  the  following  circular :  — 

Brooklinb,  19th  April,  1867. 

Sir, — ^The  undersigned  have  been  appointed  a  sub-committee 
to  ascertain  what  suitable  sites  may  be  proposed  for  the  erection 
of  a  building  for  a  Public  Library,  and  what  sums  of  money  may 
be  subscribed  by  individuals  toward  the  purchase  of  the  several 
sites,  or  the  erection  of  a  building  thereon. 

There  are  at  present  only  four  sites  proposed  for  the  Library, 
viz :  — 

!•     The  lot  now  occupied  in  part  by  the  Town  House. 

2.  The  lot  on  Prospect  Street,  southwest  of  the  Pierce 
Schoolhouse. 

3.  The  lot  on  the  corner  of  Cypress  Street  and  Cypress 
Place. 

4.  The  lot  bounded  by  Harvard  Avenue,  Harvard  Street 
and  Auburn  Street. 

Will  you  oblige  us  by  answering  the  following  questions :  — 

How  much  will  you  subscribe  toward  the  erection  of  a  Library 
Building,  on  either  of  the  above-named  lots  ? 

What  other  lot  would  you  suggest  as  suitable  for  the  build- 
ing? 

How  much  would  you  subscribe  toward  the  purchase  of  the 
lot  you  suggest,  or  the  erection  of  a  building  thereon? 

An  early  answer,  addressed  to  either  of  the  undersigned,  will 
oblige

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To  this  circular  the  Committee  received  several  responses, 
coveriDg  suggestions,  and  expressed  preferences  as  to  different 
sites,  and  propositions  of  liberal  subscriptions  in  aid  of  the 
purchase  of  their  several  favorite  sites,  were  also  received  from 
several  gentlemen. 

Your  Committee,  in  view  of  these  propositions,  and  the  prob- 
abilities of  receiving  further  aid,  should  the  Town  adopt  any  of 
the  sites  named,  conferred  personally,  as  individuals,  with  many 
of  our  citizens  in  relation  to  the  different  sites  proposed.  The 
investigation  thus  made  forced  your  Committee  to  the  conclusion 
that  there  was  a  very  general  concurrence  of  Opinions  in  favor 
of  the  location  which  the  Committee  had  agreed,  by  a  unanimous 
vote,  to  recommend,  condidonalbj^  to  the  Town.  The  Com- 
mittee therefore  recfommend  to  the  Town  to  purchase  about 
twenty-five  thousand  feet  of  land  adjoining  the  lands  of  the 
Town,  west  and  north  of  Prospect  Street,  agreeably  to  a  plan, 
and  at  the  prices  herewith  submitted.  iSuch  land  being  obtain- 
ed, we  recommend  to  the  Town  to  erect  a  suitable  Library 
Building  upon  the  land  now  owned  by  the  Town,  known  as  the 
**  Fay  Lot." 

The  Committee,  in  further  pursuance  of  their  duty,  have, 
through  their  sub-committee,  obtained  Plans  from  several 
architects,  which  Plans  are  now  in  the  hands  of  the  Com- 
mittee, subject  to  the  order  of  the  Town.  In  reference  to 
these  Plans  the  Committee  have  to  remark  that  they  deemed  a 
more  careful  estimate  of  the  cost  of  two  or  more  of  the  pro- 
posed buildings  requisite,  before  an  absolute  decision  could  be 
reached,  so  as  to  establish  fullu  the  preference  of  your  Com- 
mittee for  any  one  plan.  In  order  that  definite  action  may 
now  be  taken  by  the  Town  upon  this  matter,  your  Committee 
will  ask  leave  to  submit,  for  the  action  of  this  meeting,  after  thia 
report  is  disposed  of,  certain  votes  in  pursuance  of  the  object 
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for  which  they  were  appointed.     All  of  which  is  very  respect- 
fully submitted.

•'  Voted,  That  the  Town  purchase  from  Messrs.  John  Gibbs, 
George  S.  Cushing,  and  Collins  &  Chase,  so  much  of  their 
several  lots  of  land  as  are  described  as  nearly  as  practicable 
upon  the  plan  referred  to  in  the  report  of  the  special  committee 
on  the  subject  of  a  Library  Building,  and  the  Selectmen  are 
hereby  instructed  to  carry  this  vote  into  effect. 

Voted,  That  the  sum  of  Seven  Thousand  Dollars  be  appro- 
priated for  the  purchase  of  the  land  specified  in  the  foregoing 
vote,  and  that  the  Treasurer  be  authorized  to  borrow  said  sum 
under  the  direction  of  the  Selectmen,  giving  the  Notes  of  the 
Town  therefor,  for  such  amounts,  and  on  such  time  as  may  be 
for  the  interests  of  thq  Town.

At  the  commencement  of  the  year  the  Board  of  School  0)m- 
mittee  organized  by  the  election  of  Mr.  Thomas  Parsons,  Chair- 
man, and  F.  W.  Prescott,  Secretary. 

The  Town  will  be  called  upon,  at  the  March  meeting,  to  elect 
three  members  of  the  Board,  to  fill  the  places  of  Stephen  Salis- 
bury, M.  D.,  T.  E.  Francis,  M.  D.,  and  JohnRuggles,  Esq., 
whose  terms  expire  with  the  present  fiscal  year. 

The  opening  of  the  new  South  Primary  Schoolhouse,  on 
Boylston  Street,  the  sixth  room  of  the  Ward,  and  the  fourth 
room  of  the  Pierce  Primary  Schoolhouses  during  the  year  just 
passed,  would  seem  naturally  to  suggest  a  brief  retrospective 
view  of  our  Schools  as  they  were  only  a  few  years  ago,  and  a 
comparison  of  their  then  condition  with  their  present  one. 

In  the  summer  of  1854,  less  than  fifteen  years  since,  the 
whole  educational  apparatus  of  the  Town  of  Brookline  consisted 
of  a  High  School,  a  Grammar  School,  an  Intermediate,  and 
four  Primary  Schools.  The  High  School,  however,  must  have 
been  so  called  merely  by  courtesy,  and  because  the  Town  had 
nothing  else  to  which  it  could  apply  the  name,  and  felt  the 
necessity  of.  assuming  the  virtue  of  being  on  a  par  with  its 
neighbors.  • 

The  Grammar  School  had  hardly  a  right  to  the  name,  though 
Mr.  Daniels  was  doing  what  he  could  to  gain  it  such  a  right, 
in  two  rooms,  occupying  a  part  of  the  space  of  the  present  Li- 
brary room,  under  the  Town  Hall.  The  Intermediate  School 
contained  pupils  too  old  for  the  Primary,  and  too  ignorant  for 
any  other  school ;  and  of  the  four  Primary  or  District  Schools,

To  this  circular  the  Committee  received  several  responses, 
covering  suggestions,  and  expressed  preferences  as  to  different 
sites,  and  propositions  of  liberal  subscriptions  in  aid  of  the 
purchase  of  their  several  favorite  sites,  were  also  received  from 
several  gentlemen. 

Your  Committee,  in  view  of  these  propositions,  and  the  prob- 
abilities of  receiving  further  aid,  should  the  Town  adopt  any  of 
the  sites  named,  conferred  personally,  as  individuals,  with  many 
of  our  citizens  in  relation  to  the  different  sites  proposed.  The 
investigation  thus  made  forced  your  Committee  to  the  conclusion 
that  there  was  a  very  general  concurrence  of  Opinions  in  favor 
of  the  location  which  the  Committee  had  agreed,  by  a  unanimous 
vote,  to  recommend,  condilionaltij,  to  the  Town.  The  Com- 
mittee therefore  recfommend  to  the  Town  to  purchase  about 
twenty-five  thousand  feet  of  land  adjoining  the  lands  of  the 
Town,  west  and  north  of  Prospect  Street,  agreeably  to  a  plan, 
and  at  the  prices  herewith  submitted.  iSuch  land  being  obtain- 
ed, we  recommend  to  the  Town  to  erect  a  suitable  Library 
Building  upon  the  land  now  owned  by  the  Town,  known  as  the 
*•  Fay  Lot." 

The  Committee,  in  further  pursuance  of  their  duty,  have, 
through  their  sub-committee,  obtained  Plans  from  several 
architects,  which  Plans  are  now  in  the  hands  of  the  Com- 
mittee, subject  to  the  order  of  the  Town.  In  reference  to 
these  Plans  the  Committee  have  to  remark  that  they  deemed  a 
more  careful  estimate  of  the  cost  of  two  or  more  of  the  pro- 
posed buildings  requisite,  before  an  absolute  decision  could  be 
reached,  so  as  to  establicjh  fftl/y  the  preference  of  your  Com- 
mittee for  any  one  plan.  In  order  that  definite  action  may 
now  be  taken  by  the  Town  upon  this  matter,  your  Committee 
will  ask  leave  to  submit,  for  the  action  of  this  meeting,  after  this 
report  is  disposed  of,  certain  votes  in  pursuance  of  the  object 
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for  which  they  were  appointed.     All  of  which  is  very  respect- 
fully submitted.

The  Town  will  be  called  upon,  at  the  March  meeting,  to  elect 
three  members  of  the  Board,  to  fill  the  places  of  Stephen  Salis- 
bury, M.  D.,  T.  E.  Francis,  M.  D.,  and  John  Huggles,  Esq., 
whose  terms  expire  with  the  present  fiscal  year. 

The  opening  of  the  new  South  Primary  Schoolhouse,  on 
Boylston  Street,  the  sixth  room  of  the  Ward,  and  the  fourth 
room  of  the  Pierce  Primary  Schoolhouses  during  the  year  just 
passed,  would  seem  naturally  to  suggest  a  brief  retrospective 
view  of  our  Schools  as  they  were  only  a  few  years  ago,  and  a 
comparison  of  their  then  condition  with  their  present  one.

The  Grammar  School  had  hardly  a  right  to  the  name,  though 
Mr.  Daniels  was  doing  what  he  could  to  gain  it  such  a  right, 
in  two  rooms,  occupying  a  part  of  the  space  of  the  present  Li- 
brary room,  under  the  Town  Hall.  The  Intermediate  School 
contained  pupils  too  old  for  the  Primary,  and  too  ignorant  for 
any  other  school ;  and  of  the  four  Primary  or  District  Schools, 
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two  were  kept,  not  accommodatedy  in  dark,  ill-ventilated  one- 
story  shanties,  a  third  in  a  two-story  building,  no  better, 
which  had  been  altered  from  a  stable,  and  a  fourth  was  in  a  loft 
over  an  old  harness  shop  in  the  Village. 

These  schools  were  under  the  charge  of  ten  teachers  and  as- 
sistants, whose  united  salaries  amounted  to  less  than  $5,000.00 
per  annum,  and  in  them  wei*e  placed  for  education  three  hundred 
and  seventy-nine  pupils. 

Let  it  not  be  supposed  that  we  would  reflect  upon  the  teachers. 
Several  of  them  are  with  us  now,  and  among  our  most  faithful 
and  valued.  They  did  all  that  could  be  expected  under  the 
circumstances. 

In  regard  to  the  condition  of  these  schools,  we  get  a  tolerably 
correct  idea  from  the  School  Committee's  report  for  the  year 
1852 — 3  ;  between  which  time  and  the  fall  of  1854,  no  mate- 
rial change  took  place,  and  we  will  make  a  few  extracts. 

Referring  to  the  South-west  Primary  School,  now  called  the 
Newton  Street  School,  and  the  only  one  of  the  old  schools  still 
occupied  for  educational  purposes,  they  say  **  The  house  be- 
longing to  this  school  is  the  one  exception  to  the  rule  in  the 
Town,  inasmuch  as  it  is  sufficient  to  meet  the  wants  of  the  Dis- 
trict." This  house  has  had  the  roof  raised,  and  the  windows 
enlarged,  and  been  otherwise  much  improved  since  that  day. 

Of  the  South  or  middle  district  Primary  School,  the  prede- 
cessors of  the  present  Heath  Street  School,  they  say  '<  Here 
the  house  is  too  bad  to  be  even  attended  to  without  pain."  *  * 
**  The  character  of  the  schoolhouse,  its  unsightliness,  its  un- 
deanliness,  and  its  unwholesomeness,  form  obstacles  hard  to  be 
overcome,"  &c. 

Of  the  North  Primary  Schoolhouse,  which  stood  at  the  comer 
of  School  and  Prospect  streets,  nearly  opposite  the  site  of  the 
present  High  School,  <<The  North  Primary  School  continues  in 
its  unpleasing  and  uncomfortable  house."  *  •  •  •«  The 
Bchoolhouse  we  are  aware  is  in  the  way  of  all  improyements.'' 
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Of  the  Intermediate  School,  *<  After  being  suspended  for 
some  weeks,  at  the  beginning  of  the  year,  the  school  was  re- 
opened under  its  present  name  in  Washington  Hall,"  (the  hall 
over  Mr.  Seaman's  store.)  '*  Here  it  proved  so  great  an  an- 
noyance to  the  owners  and  lessees  of  the  building,  that  we  have 
lately  been  obliged  to  remove  the  school  to  a  room  in  the  Town 
Hall.  The  room  is  so  close  that  the  greater  part  of  the  pupils 
can  be  provided  with  seats  only  by  being  disposed  in  the  rooms 
oocnpied  by  the  Grammar  School." 

**  The  Grammar  School  comprises  the  two  schools  formerly 
called  the  Intermediate.  The  School  remains  in  the  un:)ui table 
rooms  under  the  Town  Hall." 

Concerning  the  High  School,  we  will  take  some  extracts  from 
the  School  Committee's  report  for  1855  —  6.  ••  The  report  for 
1853  —  4,  reveals  the  anomalous  position  in  which  the  High 
School  then  stood.  *  It  is  in  fact/  says  the  report,  *  nothing 
more,  at  present,  than  a  grammar-school  in  which  a  few  ad- 
vanced studies  are  partially  and  imperfectly  taught.'  •  •  • 
The  question  may  well  come  up,  whether  it  is  for  the  interest  of 
the  Town  to  continue  such  a  school ;  and  whether,  if  a  High 
School  is  maintained,  the  tax-payers  have  not  a  right  to  expect 
a  better  return  for  their  outlay." 

*^  To  this  heterogeneous  school,  which  was  not  slandered  in 
these  quotations,  Mr.  Horr  was  invited  from  the  High  School 
in  Cambridge.  With  the  highest  testimonials  from  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  University,  and  several  Professors,  and  the  most 
flattering  commendations  regarding  his  success  as  a  teacher,  he 
.  was  entrusted  with  the  care  of  the  pupils  in  the  venerable  stone 
building.  The  report  of  the  Committee  for  1854  —  5  makes 
acknowledgment  of  his  fidelity,  and  after  alluding  to  some  of 
the  embarrassments  with  which  he  was  obliged  to  contend,  ex- 
presses the  hope  that  the  school  would  in  due  time  take  its 
proper  rank,  and  be  enabled  to  carry  out  a  full^cc^urse  of  High- 
school  studies." 
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One  extract  from  Mr.  Uorr'a  report  to  the  Committee  of  th»t 
year,  1855  —  6,  and  we  have  done  with  tlie  picture. 

<*  This  leads  me  to  speak  of  the  inconveniences  of  our  school- 
house.  I  hardly  know  how  or  where  to  begin ,  for  there  is  no  light 
in  which  the  subject  can  be  viewed  favorably.  In  his  late  report 
to  the  B6ard  of  Education,  Prof.  Crosby  must  have  had  partio* 
ular  reference  to  our  house,  when  he  says  of  some  schoolhouses 
still  to  be  found  In  the  Commonwealth,  *  They  are  wretchedly 
contrived,  wretchedly  built,  wretchedly  furnished,  wretchedly 
ventilated  and  warmed,  and  are  themselves  abundant  sources  of 
wretchedness.  Their  condition  is  amazing ;  abhorrent  to  every 
sentiment  of  propriety,  taste,  comfort,  health,  and  would  be 
incredible  were  it  not  attested  by  the  eyes,  and  other  no  less 
credible  witnesses.'" 

So  much  for  the  condition,  in  1854,  of  the  schools  and 
schoolhouses  of  Brookline,  one  of  the  richest  country  towns, 
in  proportion  to  its  population,  in  the  United  States. 

The  removal  of  the  South  Primary  School  from  the  old 
building,  with  nut  u  foot  of  play-ground  around,  or  belonging 
to  it,  to  the  fresh,  clean,  lofty,  well-ventilated  rooms  in  the 
new  one,  on  Boylston  Street,  dismisses,  we  hope  forever  from 
our  sight,  the  last  of  these  abominations. 

If  any  one  doubts  the  moral  effect,  on  children  of  any  age  or 
nationality,  of  such  a  change  alone,  we  beg  of  him  to  go  and 
stand  five  minutes  in  the  old  building,  and  then  pay  a  visit  to 
the  school  in  the  new  one,  and  we  are  sure  he  will  be  convinced. 

It  is  worthy  of  remark  that  the  members  of  the  School  C<Hn- 
mittee  of  1852-3  who  told  the  town  these  wholesome  but  unpal- 
atable truths,  announced  their  determination  not  to  be  candi- 
dates for  re-election  ;  disgusted,  we  presume,  with  the  endeavor 
to  make  bricks  for  people  who  would  not  furnish  them  straw, 
and,  perhaps,  fearful  that  the  standstills,  the  hold-backs  would 
still  be  sufficiently  numerous  to  prevent  any  good  coming  from 
their  efforts  to  arouse  the  town  to  a  sense  of  its  condition. 

Fortunately,  in  this  fear,  they  were  mistaken.     They  sowed 
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good  seed,  whiohf  at  laet,  bore  fruit  in  our  present  school 
system.  Their  report  created  great  excitement;  so  much  so, 
that  the  opponents  of  all  progress  and  improvement  were,  for 
a  time  silenced,  or,  at  least,  overcome  by  the  universal  excla- 
mation that  these  blots  on  our  town's  fair  fame  must  be  washed 
out. 

The  merer  refined  and  wealthy  citizens  —  those  who  pay  the 
principal  part  of  the  taxes — had  simply  been  negligent.  They 
had  been  contented  to  send  their  children  to  Boston  or  else- 
where to  be  educated,  and  had  permitted  another  class  to  have 
their  own  way  and  keep  the  town  in  the  condition  of  an  old, 
poverty-strichen,  backwoods  countr3r  town.  Now,  however, 
the  attention  of  all  wtis  attracted  to  the  state  of  afiairs,  and 
nothing  more  was  necessary. 

At  the  Town  meeting,  where  this  report  of  1852-3  was  pre- 
sented, a  Committee  was  appointed  to  look -into  the  matter  who 
confirmed  all  the  School  Committee's  statements,  and  recom- 
mended that  steps  be  taken  to  remedy  the  evils.  The  result 
was  that,  in  October,  1854,  the  Harvard  Street  Schoolhonse 
was  opened.  This  was  followed  by  the  opening,  in  November, 
of  the  Ileath  Street,  and,  in  December,  of  the  Pearl  Place 
Schoolhouses,  each  of  them  a  respectable  plain  building,  con- 
taining two  well-lighted,  well-ventilated,  convenient,  modem 
adiool-rooms,  with  sufficient  blackboards  and  the  other  appur- 
tenances of  orderly  schools. 

In  May,  1855,  the  improvements  culminated  for  the  present 
in  the  opening,  and  dedicating  to  educational  purposes,  of  the 
Pierce  Schoolhouse,  a  handsome  brick  structure,  which  would 
be  creditable  to  any  town,  and  which,  containing  four  large 
rooms,  with  as  many  recitation  rooms,  &c.,  was  then  supposed 
to  be  large  enough  to  accommodate  all  the  Primary  and  Gram- 
mar pupils  in  the  central  part  of  the  Town  for  a  generation  to 
come.  That  this  was  an  error,  and  that  the  School  Committee 
of  1852-^  were  right  in  prophesying  a  large  increase  in  the

number  of  pupils  as   a  necessary  consequence  of  fumidnng 
suitable  accommodations,  we  have  a]l  seen. 

Let  it  not  be  supposed  that  all  this  improvement  was 
brought  about  without  difficulty  and  opposition*  The  grum- 
blers and  standstills  held  up  their  hands,  in  holy  horror,  at 
the  reckless  extravagance  of  the  Town,  and  vehemently  asserted 
that  these  splendid  buildings  never  would  be  filled,  but  would 
stand  as  monuments  of  wastefulness  and  folly.  But,  alas, 
for  their  prognostications,  the  schools  have  filled  and  been 
enlarged,  *and  others  built,  and  still  the  call  is  for  more  room. 

Were  it  not  aside  from,  and  beneath  the  dignity  of  an  educa- 
tipnal  report,  we  might  draw  some  conclusions  from  all  this, 
and  from  an  examination  of  the  Assessors'  books,  in  regard  to 
the  financial  benefits  which  the  Town  has  received  from  good 
and  sufficient  schools;  but  we  forbear,  only  remarking  that 
such  an  examination  would,  we  think,  acquit  the  friends  of 
education  of  extravagance  in  any  outlay  which  they  may  have 
persuaded,  or  may  persuade,  the  Town  to  make  for  educational 
purposes. 

But  to  return.  The  Committee's  and  Mr.  Kerr's  representa- 
tions had  such  an  effect  that,  on  the  31st  of  October,  1856 » 
the  new  High  Schoolhouse  was  opened  and  dedicated,  and,  on 
Monday,  Nov.  3,  was  regularly  occupied;  the  **  venerable'* 
stone  building,  on  Walnut  Street,  being  still  considered,  hy 
many,  as  too  good  to  be  thrown  aside,  and  good  enough  for 
Primary  Schools,  small  children  not  requiring  much  air,  or 
light,  or  cleanliness,  or  any  room  to  play. 

In  1857,  an  addition  containing, two  rooms,  similar  to  the 
original  ones,  was  made  to  the  Pearl  Place  Schoolhouse,  which 
were  soon  filled. 

In  1858,  the  Pierce  Schoolhouse  being  already  found  insuf- 
ficient to  accommodate  the  Grammar,  and  both  the  Primary 
Schools,  a  room  was  fitted  up  in  the  lower  hall  of  the  High 
Schoolhouse,  and  one  of  the  Pierce  Primary  Schods  was  moved 
into  it. 
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Id  1859,  it  was  foand  that  the  Pierce  Grammar  School 
required  the  whole  of  that  buildiDg,  and  accommodation  must 
be  found  for  the  Primary  Schools  elsewhere.  One  wing  of  the 
projected  Pierce  Primary  Schoolhouse  was  therefore  built,  con- 
taining two  large  rooms. 

In  1863,  the  Pearl  Place'  Schoolhouse  was  removed  to  the 
Ward  Farm ;  a  farther  additi<m  was  built,  making  six  rooms 
in  that  building,. and  the  name  changed  to  Ward  School.  Only 
fiye  of  these  rooms  were  required,  until,  in  the  past  year,  it  was 
found  necessary  to  furnish  the  sixth  room  for  the  accommodation 
of  an  assistant  in  the  Ward  Grammar  School.  In  the  same 
year,  1863,  the  central  portion  of  the  Pierce  Primary  School- 
house  was  erected,  and  the  Pierce  Primary  School  was  moved 
into  it,  from  the  lower  hall  of  the  High  Schoolhouse,  leaving 
to  that  School  the  whole  of  its  house,  of  which  it  stood  in 
much  need,  and  leaving  still  one  room  in  the  new  structure 
unoccupied. 

In  1865,  the  Longwood  Schoolhouse  was  erected,  similar,  in 
its  accommodations,  to  that  on  Harvard  Street;  and  finally, 
during  the  past  year,  the  South  Primary,  a  substantial  brick 
building,  on  Boylston  Street,  before  alluded  to,  was  erected, 
and  the  pupils  released  from  the  old  stone  building ;  and  the 
fourth  room  of  the  Pierce  Primary  Schoolhouse  has  been  fur- 
nished, and  a  teacher  appointed  to  a  mixed  school,  partly  Pri- 
mary, and  partly  a  department  of  the  Pierce  Grammar  School, 
which  is  already  too  large  for  the  building,  and  to  which  such 
relief  can  be  only  temporary. 

So  much  for  the  schools  and  schoolhouses  of  Brookline  fifteen 
years  since,  and  at  the  present  time.  We  have  now  one  High 
School,  equal  to  any  in  the  State  for  quality  and  thoroughness 
of  instruction,  for  the  character  and  dignity  of  its  teachers,  and 
for  refinement  and  high  tone  of  its  pupils ;  and  three  Grammar 
Schools  thoroughly  classified,  and  thoroughly  taught  by  eight 
efficient  and  faithful  teachers.  In  all  these  the  pupils  receive, 
regularly,  instruction  in  music  and  drawing.     In  the  Primary 
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department  there  are  fourteen  good  schools.  The  whole  num- 
ber of  pufols  in  all  the  schools  during  the  past  year  has  been 
over  one  thousand. 

To  crown  the  work,  for  it  is  a  portion  of  the  same  apparatus, 
a  result,  in  part,  of  the  same  movement,  we  have  a  noble  free 
library,  and  a  building,  worthy  of  it,  almost  ready  for  its  recep- 
tion. The  use  made  of  this  library,  for  the  last  few  years,  by 
the  children  of  the  Town,  shows  how  great  an  assistance  it  is  in 
the  general  educational  scheme.  The  library  is  less  than  eleven 
years  old,  and  already  contains  about  10,000  volumes,  which 
number  will  be  largely  increased,  by  donations,  as  soon  as  it 
is  moved  into  the  fire-proof  building.  The  number  of  books 
delivered  during  the  past  year  is  over  18,000,  at  least,  half  of 
which,  as  we  are  assured  by  the  librarian,  have  been  taken  out 
by  pupils  of  our  schools.  The  refining  influence  of  these  nine 
thousand  books,  taken  and  read  by  the  young,  manv  of  whom 
would  otherwise  never  see  a  book  at  home,  can  hardly  be  over- 
estimated. 

Do  we  regret  what  all  this  has  cost?  Has  it  been  outlay  in 
vain?  Is  it  even  a  doubtful  pecuniary  investment?  We  are 
sure  these  questions  will  be  answered  in  the  negative. 

Have  we  then  arrived  at  a  point  where  we  can  sit  down 
quietly,  fold  our  hands,  and  congratulate  ourselves?  By  no 
means.  In  the  march  of  improvement,  on  which  we  have 
entered,  who  pauses  is  lefl  behmd. 

We  have  only  arrived  at  the  point  where,  in  good  marching 
order,  we  can  see  the  boundless  plain  which  stretches  before  us. 
We  should  use  every  endeavor  to  keep  the  relative  position  we 
have  gained,  and  count  nothing  extrayagant  which  contributes, 
in  any  degree,  to  the  improvement  of  our  schools. 

We  have  indulged  in  this  retrospect,  because  we  thought  it 
might  be  interesting  and  useful  for  future  reference,  and  because 
we  felt  that  it  contained  a  moral. 

We  still  have  grumblers  and  opponents  at  every  step  of 
progress,  as  we  had  in  1852-3,  and  we,  as  every  other  corn- 
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mumtj,  glways  shall  baye  that  clau  of  people,  and  nothing  will 
enable  os  to  overcome  their  opposition,  but  keeping  our  eyea 
firmly  fixed  on  the  objects  we  ought  ever  to  have  in  view,  the 
welfiire,  the  happiness,  the  best  interests  of  our  children. 

That  Brookline  has  been,  for  some  years,  the  first  town  ia 
the  State,  in  the  amount,  per  diild,  appropriated  for  educational 
pmposes,  is  well  known ;  though  this  is  by  no  means  an  evir 
dence  that  our  schools  are  doing  more  good  than  those  of  any 
other  town ;  but  if  more  money  is  needed  for  the  good  of  the 
schools,  Brookline  can  surely  afford  to  rank  higher  than  the 
two  hundred  and  eightieth  out  of  three  hundred  and  thirty-five 
towns  in  the  State,  in  the  percentage  of  taxable  property  so 
appropriated ;  which  was  her  rank  aooording  to  the  report  of 
the  Board'of  education,  for  1868,  the  last  we  have. 

In  the  ratio  of  average  attendance  to  the  number  of  children 
between  5  and  15  years  Brookline  ranks,  by  the  same  report, 
43 ;  and  the  year  before,  160.  If  something  has  been  done 
here,  something  still  remuns  to  do. 

This  brings  us  to  that  nmrer-ending  clog  to  all  our  exertions, 
truBucj  and  irregularity  of  attendance. 

There  are  few  faults  so  injurious  to  the  pupil  or  so  dia- 
conraging  to  the  teacher  as  truancy.  If  parents  of  truant 
children  are  wise,  they  will  do  all  in  their  power  to  aid  the 
Committee  and  teachers  in  their  efforts  to  remove  the  evil.  We 
have  no  wish  to  resort  to  the  law,  or  to  make  the  parent  suflGir 
fior  the  fault  of  the  child.  His  penalty,  under  the  law  of  God, 
will  be  fievere  enough  in  the  future,  if  the  sin  of  the  boy  be  not 
pipped  in  the  bud.  It  ia  our  iateotioa  that  the  Truant  Officer's 
position  be  not  merely  a  nominal  one.  We  expect  him  to  visit 
the  schools  where  truancy  prevails,  once  or  twice  a  week,  or 
^veiy  day,  if  necessary,  to  ascertam  from  the  teachers  who  are 
ao^pected  of  being  guilty,  to  inform  the  parents,  search  out, 
and,  if  poesible,  bring  back  to  school  the  offenders ;  and  we 
hereby  call  upon  the  parents  of  such  children  to  cooperate 
with  us  fully  and  heartily.  They  should  make  every  effort  to 
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reclaim  those  boys,  if  they  would  hereafter  see  them  useful  and 
respectable  citizens. 

We  would  say  a  few  words  in  respect  to  irregularity  of  at- 
tendance. It  is  the  custom  with  many  to  keep  their  children 
from  school  a  quarter  or  half  the  time  at  certain  busy  seasons  of 
the  year.  Sometimes  they  send  them  for  an  hour  or  two  in  the 
morning,  but  wish  them  dismissed  perhaps  just  as  their  class  is 
about  to  recite.  These  cases  inyolve  no  moral  delinquency,  but 
such  pupils  are  a  positive  injury  to  the  school,  however  well- 
disposed  or  industrious  they  may  be,  and  their  irregularity  is 
an  injustice  to  the  teacher.  Such  a  course  might  not  be  attend- 
ed with  such  injurious  effects  under  the  system  formerly  preva- 
lent in  some  country  towns,  where  there  were  half  as  many 
classes  in  school  as  there  were  pupils,  and  the  scholars  were 
never  expected  to  advance  beyond  a  certain  point,  because  that 
point  was  the  limit  of  the  teacher's  acquirements.  But  where 
as  with  us,  there  is  a  strict  system  of  classification,  these  ab- 
sentees learn  little  themselves  and  are  a  stumbling  block  to  their 
fellows.  If  parents  feel  necessitated  to  keep  their  children  from 
school  a  portion  of  the  year,  let  them  remove  them  for  a  time 
altogether ;  but  when  they  rejoin  the  school,  they  should  attend 
without  interruption. 

But  we  are  reminded  that  the  parents  who  stand  in  need  of 
these  appeals,  which  year  after  year  we  make,  are  unfortunately 
not  those  who  read  or  take  any  interest  in  our  reports.  Those 
parents  who  are  themselves  so  ignorant  as  not  to  know  the  injury 
done  by  irregular  attendance,  the  infinite  danger  of  truancy, 
will  never  be  reached  directly  by  our  appeals.  Many,  however, 
who  do  read  them,  have  one  or  more  such  parents  in  their  em- 
ploy, or  otherwise  have  influence  over  them,  and  we  earnestly 
entreat  such  persons  to  use  that  influence,  as  far  as  may  be,  for 
the  good  of  children  who,  whatever  their  parentage,  are  growing 
up  to  be  American  citizens,  with  power  to  affect,  for  good  or 
evil,  the  future  of  our  own  children.  • 
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There  have  been  some  changes  among  the  teachers  of  our 
several  schools  as  the  tables  annexed  will  show. 

The  Pierce  Grammar  School,  as  we  explained  above,  will 
hereafter  have  four  assistant  teachers,  and  there  will  be  four 
Pierce  Primary  Schools.  All  the  schoolhouses  except  that  at 
Longwood,  are  now  fully  occupied.  The  Committee  have  been 
at  considerable  expense  in  furnishing  the  fourth  room  of  the 
Pierce  Primary,  and  the  sixth  room  of  the  Ward  Scboolbouse, 
and  have  been  compelled  to  exceed  their  appropriation. 

The  changes  which  have  been  made  will  relieve  the  Pierce 
Grammar  School  for  no  longer  probably  than  the  present  year ; 
and  it  will  be  necessary  to  take  immediate  steps  to  increase  the 
capacity  of  that  building.  This  can  be  done  either  by  raising 
the  roof  and  building  two  rooms  over  the  present,  or  by  building 
an  addition  in  the  rear,  oontaining  two  rooms  and  the  necessary 
dressing  and  recitation  rooms,  with  entrance  halls,  and  connect- 
ing them  by  a  door  with  the  room  of  the  Principal,  so  that  it 
can,  like  the  other  rooms,  be  at  all  times  under  his  control. 
The  latter  would  undoubtedly  make  a  safer  building,  for  so 
many  children,  than  a  three-story  building,  in  case  of  fire,  or 
other  cause  of  panic ;  and  would  probably  not  cost  a  great  deal 
more,  but'we  leave  that  question  with  the  Town. 

The  Sewing  School,  to  which  we  alluded  in  our  last  report, 
has  been  so  far  a  success  that  the  Committee  have  felt  justified 
in  continuing  it  through  the  year,  and  propose  still  to  do  so. 

We  regret,  exceedingly,  that  we  have  to  report  one  serious 
loss  to  the  schools  of  the  Town.  We  have  just  received  from 
Mr.  Nathan  Lincoln  his  resignation  of  the  position  of  music 
master.  For  fourteen  years  Mr.  Lincoln  has  been  teaching  in 
Cambridge  and  Brookline,  but  the  increase  in  the  number  of 
schools  in  the  former  town,  has  rendered  it  necessary  that  he 
should  hereafter  devote  his  whole  attention  to  them. 

We  have  frequently  referred  to  the  good  influence  which  Mr. 
Lincoln's  music-teaching  has  exercised;  and  we  can  hardly 
speak  too  strongly  on  this  subject.     His  pleasant,  genial  man- 
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ner,  made  his  visits  to  the  schools  alwajs  an  occasion  of  enjoy- 
ment, while  his  peculiar  faculty  of  interesting  and  instructing, 
made  them  as  useful  as  they  were  agreeable.  His  loss  will  be 
regretted  by  teachers  and  scholars,  and  it  will  be  difficult  for  ua 
to  find  a  successor  so  well  qualified  in  all  respects  for  the  posi- 
tion he  has  occupied. 

In  submitting  the  following  tables  we  would  note  the  fact 
familiar  to  many  of  our  citizens,  that  for  some  two  months  past 
our  scholars  haye  suffered  seriously  from  various  forms  of  epi- 
demic sickness  which  has  materially  affected  the  percentage  of 
attendance.

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SELECTMEN'S  REPORT. 


Poor. 

All  those  for  whom  the  Town  has  to  make  permanent  provision  have 
been  boarded  out  as  before.  Temporary  relief  has  been  given  to  a 
considerable  extent. 

Highways. 

Bepairs  of  the  usual  kind  have  been  made  with  such  material  as 
could  be  obtained,  but  the  increasing  travel  on  many  of  the  principal 
thoroughfares  calls  for  a  more  lasting  material  than  the  gravel  which 
has  thus  far  been  used,  and  we  would  once  more  urge  upon  the  Town 
the  need  of  one  or  more  ledges  from  which  a  reliable  supply  of  broken 
stone  can  be  obtained,  with  the  necessary  miachinery  for  preparing 
such  material  for  use.  This  subject  was  referred  to  a  special  commit- 
tee a  year  ago,  and  if  they  are  not  prepared  to  report  at  the  annual 
meeting,  we  would  again  ask  that  some  more  efficient  steps  may  be 
taken  to  attain  the  desired  end,  either  by  appointing  a  new  commit- 
tee or  otherwise.  The  use  of  gravel  under  the  heavy  traffic  of  our  prin- 
cipal streets  is  not  only  bad  economy,  but  keeps  the  streets  either  dusty 
or  muddy  throughout  the  year,  and  should  be  abandoned  at  once.  A 
limited  supply  of  broken  stone  has  been  obtained  from  private  sources, 
and  applied  to  a  portion  of  the  Brookline  Avenue  to  the  Mill  Dam  and 
to  Beacon  Street,  but  the  supply  from  which  this  came  is  not  large,  and 
will  soon  be  exhausted. 

It  has  not  been  found  practicable  to  put  the  repairs  of  streets  under 
the  superintendence  of  any  one  man,  as  recommended  by  the  report  of 
the  special  committee  four  years  ago,  though  such  a  plan  would  have 
its  advantages  if  the  right  sort  of  mau  could  be  obtained. 
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WiDBNINO  Of  StBEBTS. 

Walnut  Street  has  beea  graded  to  a  width  of  40  feet,  opposite  the 
first  parish  church,  by  cutting  away  the  earth  which  was  thrown  into  the 
street  when  the  present  building  was  erected,  and  a  substantial  retain- 
ing wall  built  against  the  church  property.  This  improvement  was  car- 
ried out  in  accordance  with  the  wishes  of  the  parish  committee,  after 
conferring  with  them,  and  as  parties  were  found  ready  to  pay  for  remoY- 
ing  the  material,  the  cost  to  the  town  was  inconsiderable  when  com- 
pared with  the  advantage  gained ;  it  was  defrayed  from  the  general  ap- 
propriation for  highways. 

That  portion  of  Brookline  Avenue  which  lies  between  the  comer  of 
Washington  Street  and  the  first  crossing  of  the  Boston  line  has  been 
graded  to  a  width  of  60  feet,  to  comform  with  the  width  as  accepted  by 
the  town.  Material  for  this  was  obtained  in  part  from  the  new  street 
between  High  Street  and  Walnut  Street,  and  in  part  from  the  town 
lands  near  the  Public  Library,  to  which  accounts  the  expense  of  this 
improvement  has  been  charged.  The  grade  of  the  street  was  raised  at 
the  same  time  some  two  feet,  to  secure  better  drainage,  rendering  it  ne- 
cessary to  raise  some  of  the  neighboring  buildings,  the  expense  of  which 
was  charged  in  part  to  sewerage,  and  in  part  to  the  special  appro- 
priation for  lighting  and  repairing  this  street  The  surface  of  the 
part  raised  hjui  been  covered  with  broken  stone. 

Harvard  Street  has  been  graded  to  a  width  of  fifty  feet,  as  laid  out 
by  the  County  Commissioners  for  a  few  hundred  feet  North  of  School 
Street,  where  the  widening  now  terminates  abruptly.  The  Oommission- 
ers  have  already  considered  favorably  the  further  widening  of  this 
street,  which  is  much  needed,  and  are  now  about  to  take  some  definite 
action  on  the  subject  The  extent  of  their  action  will  depend  upon  the 
willingness  of  the  town  to  pay  a  portion  of  the  land  damages,  which 
question  we  now  refer  to  the  town.  The  cost  of  widening,  as  far  as 
now  done,  has  been  defrayed  from  the  appropriation  for  that  purpose. 

Beacon  Street  has  been  graded  to  its  full  width  of  50  feet  from  its 
intersection  with  Washington  Street  easterly  to  the  salt  marshes. 

As  provided  for  by  special  appropriations,  Washington  Street  has 
been  widened  by  the  County  Commissioners  from  its  junction  with  Har- 
vard Street  to  a  point  opposite  the  Town  House,  and  we  are  directed  by 
that  board  to  execute  the  work  during  the  coming  season.     A  portion 
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of  the  damages  to  the  abuttors  was  assessed  directly  upon  this  Town, 
amounting  to  $2,275,  for  the  payment  of  which,  and  for  the  cost  of 
doing  the  work,  an  appropriation  is  recommended. 


New  Stkebts. 

Avon  Street,  as  laid  ont  and  accepted  by  the  Town  last  year,  has  been 
compfeted  at  an  expense  considerably  exceeding  the  estimates  and  ap- 
propriation, owing  to  the  great  distance  from  which  it  was  found  neces- 
sary to  hanl  material  suitable  for  its  surface. 

Hammond  Street,  as  laid  out  and  accepted  by  the  Town  last  Spring, 
Las  been  put  under  contract  within  the  appropriation  and  considerable 
progress  already  made  towards  its  completion. 

The  new  street  from  Walnut  to  High  Street  as  laid  out  by  the  town 
in  March  last,  is  now  nearly  completed.  For  the  payment  of  unset- 
tled damages,  and  for  finishing  the  grading  of  the  street  when  the 
weather  allows,  a  re-appropriation  is  recommended  of  the  sum  now 
remaining  unexpended  on  the  old  appropriation.  If  any  doubts  had 
existed  in  the  opinion  of  your  Board  as  to  the  propriety  of  opening 
this  street  as  a  needed  thoroughfare,  they  would  now  be  dispelled  by 
the  appearance  of  the  work  since  it  is  done,  and  we  trust  the  fitness 
of  the  thing  will  soon  be  apparent  to  all. 

The  County  Commissioners  have  laid  out  a  street  from  Beacon  Street, 
over  the  summit  of  Corey's  hill,  to  the  Town  line  of  Brighton,  order- 
ing our  Town  to  construct  the  same  during  the  coming  year,  for  which 
an  appropriation  is  wanted. 


.  Sidewalks. 

In  pursuance  of  the  instructions  of  the  Town,  sidewalks  of  coal  tar 
and  gravel  have  been  constructed  as  specified  below,  to  a  considerable 
extent,  and  one-half  the  cost  assessed  upon  the  abuttors,  from  whom  a 
large  part  of  the  amount  has  already  been  collected,  as  reported  by 
the  Treasurer.

Making  a  total  length  of  10,485  feet,  at  a  cost  of  about  $15,000. 

More  than  half  of  the  above  were  provided  with  granite  curbstones, 
costing,  where  used,  more  than  the  rest  of  the  work. 

So  much  satisfaction  has  been  expressed  with  this  work,  both  here 
and  where  it  has  been  used  in  other  places  for  a  number  of  years,  that 
we  do  not  hesitate  to  recommend  its  further  introduction  wherever 
the  abutters  consent  to  share  the  expense,  but,  though  authorised  to 
assess  one  half  the  cost  upon  the  abutters,  your  board  have  thus  far 
hesitated  to  construct  such  improvements  where  the  abutters  were  not 
disposed  to  assist,  preferring  to  await  their  disposition  to  cooperate 
willingly. 

Bbsbrvoibb. 
A  new  Beservoir  has  been  constructed  on  Oarleton  Street,  as  author* 
ized ;  but  none  upon  Walnut  Street  The  ledge  upon  the  latter  street 
appears  near  the  surface  at  every  suitable  place  for  a  reservoir,  render- 
ing its  construction  so  expensive  as  to  be  of  doubtful  propriety.  We 
recommend,  in  place  of  this,  some  additional  hydrants  in  the  Gochitu- 
ate  pipe  on  Boylston  Street,  this  being  so  near  the  wooden  buildings  on 
the  lower  side  of  Walnut  Street  as  to  be  of  greater  utility  in  case  of 
fire  than  a  reservoir. 

Oradino  or  Town  Lands. 
The  work  of  grading  the  lands  about  the  Town  buildings  has  finally 
been  completed,  and  these  premises  now  present  a  more  creditable  ap- 
pearance than  ever  before. 
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FiBB  Dbpabtmbnt. 

This  department  has  been  kept  in  its  nsual  state  of  effioiency,  and 
the  apparatus  is  all  in  good  order. 

HoxrsB  FOB  HosB   Gabbiagb. 

An  appropriation  of  $7,000  was  made  last  spring  for  the  purpose  of 
blaring  a  suitable  lot  and  erecting  a  Hose  house  on  it  Some  time 
elapsed  before  a  suitable  location  presented  itself;  but  a  lot  was  finally 
found  adjoining  the  block  of  Mr.  Whyte,  at  the  junction  of  Boylston 
and  Washiogton  Streets,  formerly  occupied  by  a  stable,  which  appeared 
so  well  adapted  to  the  purpose  in  size  and  location  that  a  purchase  was 
effected  at  a  cost  of  $1,765. 

This  lot  has  a  front  of  45  feet  and  a  depth  of  46  feet,  giving  abun- 
dant  room  for  the  storing  of  a  steam  fire  engine  at  such  a  time  as  the 
Town  may  require  one  ;  as  also  for  a  police  station  and  other  purposes 
coBuected  therewith,  together  with  the  hose  house  first  contemplated.  A 
preliminary  plan  has  been  obtained  with  the  view  to  erect  a  building 
suitable  to  such  purposes,  of  substantial  character,  at  a  cost  of  about 
$8,000,  leaving  the  interior  to  be  finished  for  the  above-named  purposes 
as  occasion  may  demand.  As  the  time  cannot  be  far  distant  when  a 
steam  engine  will  be  needed  here,  and  a  suitable  place  for  storing  one 
can  here  be  obtained  under  the  same  roof  which  is  now  needed  for  the 
hose  house,  and  as  it  appears  the  best  economy  to  erect  a  building  cov- 
ering the  whole  lot  at  once,  we  would  now  recommend  an  appropriation 
of  $8,000  for  this  purpose. 

POLIOB. 

The  Police  organization  has  thus  far  been  limited  to  the  services  of 
about  eight  men,  who  have  apparently  done  their  best  to  preserve  order 
and  protect  property.  The  great  number  of  burglaries  which  occurred 
during  the  early  part  of  the  winter  suggest  the  propriety  of  organizing 
an  extended  night  watch,  but  as  sufficient  money  had  not  be6n  appro- 
priated for  carrying  out  sueh  a  plan  efficiently,  but  little  was  done  in 
addition  to  the  steps  previously  taken.  If  such  a  plan  is  to  be  car- 
ried out  an  expenditure  of  some  $10,000  will  be  required,  and  we 
submit  the  matter  to  the  Town  for  consideration. 

Besides  the  burglars  there  has  been  an  increasing  number  of  noisgf 
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and  disorderly  persons  driving  horses  through  certain  streets  at  unmer- 
ciful rates,  especially  on  the  Sabbath,  whom  it  has  been  yery  difficult  to 
control  The  nature  of  the  offence  necessarily  renders  arrest  a  difficult 
thing.  Perhaps  some  legislation  on  the  subject  can  be  had  to 
authorize  temporary  obstructions  in  the  streets,  either  to  aid  in  arrest- 
ing or  to  prevent  the  occurrence  of  the  disorderly  acts,  which  are  becom- 
ing an  intolerable  nuisance. 

195  arrests  have  been  made  during  the  past  year  and  134  travellers 
lodged. 

Ckmetebt. 

Temporary  provision  has  been  made  for  the  burial  of  paupers  by 
purchasing  two  lots  in  our  old  Cemetery  from  parties  who  had  removed 
from  the  town.  This  may  be  sufficient  for  the  coming  year,  but  the 
great  mortality  among  the  children  in  the  Massachusetts  Infant  Asylum 
in  Walnut  Street,  though  perhaps  no  greater  than  is  always  to  be  ex- 
pected among  children  in  such  a  position,  has  rendered  the  step 
above  named  imperative,  and  will  soon  need  further  provision. 

No  action  has  been  taken  in  regard  to  purchasing  land  for  a  new  pub- 
lic Cemetery,  chiefly  owing  to  the  great  presis  of  other  business  of  more 
immediate  need,  and  the  doubt  whether  the  larger  number  of  our  citi- 
lens  are  not  accommodated  as  well  by  the  large  private  Cemeteries 
in  our  neighborhood  as  by  any  which  we  could  now  provide.  The  sub- 
ject, however,  is  an  important  one,  and  deserves  more  time  and  atten- 
tion than  we  have  been  able  to  give  it  this  year.  The  number  of  in- 
terments in  our  Cemetery  during  the  past  year  was  65. 


Sbwsbagi. 

In  pursuanoe  of  the  votes  of  the  Town  on  this  subject,  the  Selectmen 
have  caused  to  be  built  the  following  main  drains  and  sewers,  as  de- 
scribed on  next  page. 

In  connection  with  these  there  have  been  constructed  16  man- 
holes with  iron  covers,  and  15  cesspools  with  inlets  from  the  street  gut* 
ters.  More  of  the  latter  are  needed  and  should  be  provided  as  soon  as 
the  weather  permits,  to  allow  surface  water  to  enter  the  sewers  already 
finished. 
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In  addition  to  the  fovegoing,  contracts  have  been  made  and  the  work 
is  now  in  progress  for  the  completion  of  the  main  drain  along  the  Bail 
Bead  tracks  to  the  channel  of  Muddy  Biver,  and  for  the  new  brook 
channel  ahoTC  Cypress  Street  This  last  named  work  was  undertaken, 
after  considerable  deliberation,  as  being  without  a  doubt  the  best 
means  of  protecting  Tappan  Street ;  a  deed  was  first  obtained  from  the 
heirs  of  Bobert  S.  Davis,  without  cost,  and  a  private  subscription,  to  aid 
in  carrying  out  the  plan,  of  $500.  The  whole  work,  with  the  removal 
of  the  surplus  earth,  will  cost  some  $6,000,  but  no  other  equally  effi- 
cient means  could  be  devised  for  attaining  the  same  end. 

It  will  appear  from  the  above  statement  that  the  cost  of  constructing 
the  above  work  has  not  varied  much  from  the  estimates  presented  in  the 
former  Beports,  the  only  essential  variation  being  in  the  cost  of  the  brick 
conduit  along  the  Bail  Bead  tracks,  which  was  finished  for  some  $4,000 
leas  than  the  estimate,  owing  to  the  fovorable  nature  of  the  soil  under 
•  the  BaQ  Bead,  requiring  scarce  any  artificial  suppoijb  during  the  time 
when  the  trench  was  open.  This  important  work  was  prosecuted  with 
economy  and  vigor  by  the  contractors,  to  whom  great  credit  is  due  for 
its  completion  in  time  to  receive  the  December  freshets,  when  its  use- 
fulness was  rendered  manifest  A  portion  of  the  cost  of  this  work  haa 
been  assessed  upon  the  Boston  and  Albany  Bail  Bead  Oompany^  and  the 
Boston,  Hartford  and  Erie  Bail  Bead  Company,  and  the  account  placed 
in  the  hands  of  our  Collector. 

In  addition  to  the  completion  of  the  woik  provided  for  by  contract  as 
above  named  and  now  in  progress,  your  Board  would  urgently  recom- 
mend the  following  work  to  be  prosecuted  during  the  coming  year,  viz  : 

A  main  drain  from  the  lower  end  of  the  present  conduit  in 
Aspinwall  avenue,  near  Mr.  Meloher's  house,  to  tide-water, 
being  a  necessary  outlet  for  the  drainage  of  that  valley, 
costing  say,  $16,600 

For  extension  of  conduit  up  this  valley  from  comer  of  Har- 
vard and  School  Streets  to  Park  Street  (1650  ft.)  whenever 
and  as  soon  as  the  right  of  way  may  be  granted  by  the 
abutters,  costing  probably  10,000 

*  Viz. :  $2,000—paid  into  the  Treasury  since  the  abore  was  written. 
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The  oonfltruotion  of  street  eondoita  from  the  Bail  Boad 
tracks  through  Washington  Street  to  the  comer  of  Cypress 
Street  (1 750  ft) ,  costing  say  $6,000

Through  the  whole  length  of  Cypress  Street,  not  already

Total,  with  the  necessary  inlets  and  man-holes  $50,600 

Of  this  amount  the  sum  of  $24,000 

is  for  conduits  within  the  limits  of  the  streets,  and  the  fur- 
ther sum  of  10,000 
is  needed  for  completing  the  work  already  contracted  for 
along  the  Rail  Road  below  the  station  and  above  Cypress 
Street,  making                                                                          $34,000 

which  we  would  recommend  to  be  appropriated  at  once.^  The  remain- 
ing estimates  are  for  work  through  private  property,  which  need  not 
be  appropriated  till  the  work  is  formally  laid  out  and  accepted  by  the 
Town. 

The  subjectof  assessing  a  portion  of  the  cost  of  the  Town's  drains  and 
sewers  upon  the  abutting  property  which  may  be  benefited  thereby  has 
received  considerable  attention.  The  practice  in  Boston  is  to  levy  a  tax 
of  about  two-thirds  the  cost  of  the  sewers  upon  the  abuttors  at  the 
time  when  the  work  is  done.  But  the  scattered  condition  of  our  pop- 
ulation as  compared  with  Boston  would  render  such  a  course  extremely 
onerous  and  unjust  to  the  abutters  for  our  town.  It  becomes  neces- 
sary for  us  to  provide  for  the  surface  water  in  the  streets  in  many 
cases  long  before  much  demand  arises  for  house-drainage :  so  that  it 
would  seem  just  for  the  Town  to  bear  more  than  one-third  of  the  cost 
of  these  improvements,  while  the  property  which  is  benefited  should 
doubtless  pay  some  tax  in  proportion  to  the  advantage  derived.  How 
to  measure  the  amount  of  this  advantage  in  the  most  equitable  man- 
ner was  discussed  at  various  times,  and  the  following  order  was  finally 

•  Funds  have  already  been  borrowed  for  this  purpose,  as  authorized  by 
votes  of  the  Town,  and  a  considerable  portion  of  the  same  remain  in  the  Treas- 
ury.—See  Tr*0.  Report.    But  a  new  appropriation  of  them  is  now  necessary. 
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passed,  viz :  That  every  person  who  enters  his  particular  drain  into  any 
main  drain  or  common  sewer  belonging  to  the  town  shall  pay ,  ca  a  pro- 
portional part  of  the  charge  of  making  the  same,  a  tax  of  one  and  one- 
fourth  per  cent  on  the  assessor's  valtAOtion  of  the  buildings  from  which 
said  drain  proceeds,  and  that  said  tax  shall  constitute  a  lien  on  the  real 
estate  so  assessed,  {is  provided  bg  the  5lh  Section  of  the  48<A  Chapter  of 
the  General  Statutes  of  the  OommonweaUh. 

Several  parties  have  already  availed  themselves  of  the  sewers  now 
built,  to  enter  them  under  the  above  regulations,  and  a  larger  num- 
ber will  doubtless  do  so  early  in  the  spring,  for  the  risk  of  poisoning 
wells  by  cess-pools  on  private  grounds  is  too  great  to  be  long  encoun- 
tered after  such  a  simple  remedy  is  at  hand.

FINANCIAL    CONCERNS    OF    THE    TOWN. 

Seot.  1.  —  The  fioancial  year  shall  begin  on  the  first  day  of  Febru- 
ary, and  end  on  the  thirty-first  day  of  January ;  and  it  ^hall  be  ob- 
served, in  all  cases,  by  all  persons,  in  making  and  settling  contracts  for 
the  Town. 

Sect  2.  —  No  bills  of  any  1  ind  shall  be  paid  by  the  Town  Treas- 
urer, unless  contracted  in  pursuance  of  a  vote  of  the  Town  ;  or  unless 
the  same  shall  haye  been  previously  approved  by  the  Selectmen,  the 
School  Committee,  or  by  some  other  Committee  duly  authorized  by  a 
vote  of  the  Town  to  contract  on  behalf  of  the  Town. 

Srot.  3.  —  All  bills  for  the  support  of  schools,  and  all  claims  for 
the  support  of  paupers,  shall  be  presented  to  the  Treasurer,  and  paid 
quarterly ;  viz.,  on  the  first  Monday  of  May,  August,  November,  and 
February. 


NOTIFICATION     OF    TOWN    MEETINGS. 

Sect.  1  —  Printed  notifications  of  all  Town  meetings  shall  be  left 
at  the  place  of  residence  of  every  legal  voter  in  the  Town,  at  least 
four  days  before  the  day  upon  which  the  meeting  is  to  be  held ;  except 
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in  oases  of  receipts  by  the  Selectmen  of  orders  of  notices  from  the 
Legislature  or  other  bodies,  where,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Selectmen, 
a  shorter  notice  will  be  sufficient 

Sbot.  2.  —  The  notifications  shall,  in  all  cases,  contain  an  enumera- 
tion of  all  the  subjects  specified  in  the  warrant. 


CONVEYANCES    OF    TOWN    PBOPERTY. 

Sect.  1. — The  Town  Clerk,  under  the  direction  of  the  Selectmen, 
is  forthwith  to  cause  to  be  prepared  a  common  seal  for  the  use  of  this 
Town. 

Sect.  2.  —  All  conyejances  under  seal,  which  may  hereafter  be 
executed  on  behalf  of  the  Town,  pursuant  to  a  Yote  of  the  Town  or 
otherwise,  shall  be  sealed  with  such  common  seal,  and  subscribed  by 
the  whole  board  of  Selectmen  for  the  time  being. 

Sbot.  8.  —  The  Town  Clerk  shall  keep  a  true  copy  (in  a  book  Co  be 
kept  for  9uch  purpose  alone)  of  all  deeds,  or  other  instruments  exe- 
cuted by  the  Selectmen,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  By- 
law. 


TAXES. 

Sect.  1.  —  All  taxes  shall  be  assessed  in  the  month  of  May  in  each 
year,  and  the  tax-bills  shall  be  delivered  as  soon  as  the  assessment  is 
completed. 

Sect.  2.  —  The  taxes  of  all  persons  upon  whom  a  poll-tax  only  is 
assessed,  shall  be  paid  on  or  before  the  twentieth  of  June  in  each 
year.  All  other  taxes  shall  be  paid  on  or  before  the  first  day  of 
October  in  each  year. 

Sect.  3.  —  The  Assessors  shall  keep  a  record  of  all  abatements  of 
taxes,  the  names  of  the  parties  taxed,  and  the  reasons  for,  and  amounts 
of,  abatement 

Sxot.  4.  —  In  all  cases  where  tax- bills  are  not  paid  at  the  time 
specified  in  the  second  section,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  collector  forth- 
with to  issue  a  summons  to  each  delinquent ;  and,  if  such  delinquent 
do  not  pay  the  amount  of  his  tax  within  ten  days  after  the  issuing  of 
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the  summons,  with  twenty  cents  more  for  the  summons,  the  collector 
shall  issue  his  warrant  to  an  officer,  who  shall  forthwith  proceed  to  col- 
lect the  amount  due,  in  manner  provided  by  law.  Six  per  cent  interest 
shall  be  charged  on  all  tax-bills  from  the  time  they  respectively 
become  due  until  paid. 


THE    ENGINE    COMPANY. 

Sect.  L  —  Until  otherwise  provided,  there  shall  be  one  Engine 
Company,  which  shall  have  not  exceeding  forty-five  members^  in- 
cluding officers ;  such  members  to  be  appointed  by  the  Selectmen,  and 
to  be  removable  at  the  pleasure  of  the  Selectmen.  No  person  shall  be 
80  appointed,  except  he  is  eighteen  years  of  age,  and  a  resident  in  the 
town ;  nor  shall  any  one  be  appointed  for  a  less  term  than  six  months. 

SsOT.  2.  —  The  Company  shall  have  a  Foreman,  an  Assistant  Fore- 
man, and  a  Clerk,  who  shall  all  be  chosen  by  the  Company  annually, 
at  a  meeting  to  be  held  in  May ;  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Select- 
men. 

Seot.  3. — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Foreman  to  see  that  the 
engine  and  apparatus  and  engine-house  are  all  kept  neat,  clean,  and  in 
order  for  immediate  use,  and  to  preserve  order  and  discipline  at  all 
times  in  the  Company. 

Sect.  4.  —  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Clerk  to  keep  a  record  (in  a 
book  to  be  provided  by  the  Selectmen)  of  the  names  of  all  the  officers 
and  members  of  the  Company,  specifying  the  times  of  appointment, 
discharge,  and  age  of  each  member,  and  the  absence  of  each  from  all 
fires  in  this  Town,  and  from  the  monthly  meetings,  provided  for  in  the 
sixth  section ;  and  also  a  full  account  of  the  Town  property  in  charge 
of  the  company.  This  book  to  be  always  subject  to  the  control  and 
inspection  of  the  Selectmen,  and  to  be  actually  submitted  to  their  in- 
spection sometime  in  the  months  of  January  and  July  in  each  year. 
In  the  course  of  the  same  months,  the  Clerk  is  to  deliver  to  the  Town 
Treasurer  a  certified  list  of  the  officers  and  members  of  the  company, 
specifying  the  number  of  times  (if  any)  each  officer  or  member  has 
absented  himself  as  aforesaid. 

Sect.  5.  —  The  company  shall  perform  all  duties  by  law  required  to 
be  performed  by  engine-men,  and  shall  use  their  best  endeavors,  in  as 
orderly  and  quiet  a  manner  as  possible,  to  extinguish  all  fires  which 
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may  break  out  in  this  Town.  And  in  no  instance  shall  the  engine 
leave  the  Town,  without  the  consent  of  one  or  more  of  the  firewards  of 
the  Town. 

Sect.  6.  —  On  the  return  of  the  engine  from  the  fire,  the  same  shall 
be  well  and  securely  taken  care  of;  and  once  a  month  the  company 
shall  meet,  for  the  purpose  of  examining  the  state  of  the  engine  and 
apparatus,  and  see  that  the  same  is  in  good  repair,  aiid  ready  for  use. 

Sect.  T.  —  The  officers  and  members  shall  semi-annually  receive 
from  the  Town  Treasurer,  on  the  first  day  of  August  and  February,  in 
full  for  their  services,  such  compensation  as  the  Selectmen  may,  from 
time  to  time,  by  vote  determine.  Provided  that  no  member  not 
appointed  as  provided  in  the  first  section,  and  no  officer  not  approved  as 
provided  in  the  second  section,  shall  receive  any  portion  of  such  com- 
pensation. 

Seot.  8.  —  No  claims  whatever  on  account  of  said  Company,  its 
members  or  officers,  shall  be  paid  by  the  Town  Treasurer,  except  the 
compensation  provided  for  by  the  seventh  section. 

Sect.  9.  —  The  members  of  the  Company  are  not  to  meet  in  the 
engine-house  for  any  purposes  except  those  properly  and  reasonably 
connected  with  their  duty  as  firemen ;  and  no  distilled  or  fermented 
liquors  shall  be  used  at  any  meeting  whatever,  which  shall  be  held  in 
the  engine-house.  At  any  time,  when,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Select- 
men, the  public  good  will  be  advanced  thereby,  all  or  any  portion  of 
the  Company,  its  officers  or  members,  may  be  dismissed  from  the 
service,  or  the  Company  disbanded. 

HIGHWAYS. 

Sect.  1.  —  All  persons  intending  to  erect,  repair,  or  take  down  any 
building,  on  land  abutting  on  any  way  which  this  Town  is  obliged  to 
keep  in  repair,  and  who  desire  to  make  use  of  any  portion  of  said  way 
for  the  purpose  of  placing  thereon  building  materials  or  rubbish,  shall, 
ten  days  at  least  before  so  placing  any  building  materials  or  rubbish, 
give  notice  in  writing,  to  the  Selectmen,  of  such  wish.  And  thereupon 
the  Selectmen  are  to  cause  to  be  staked  out  such  portion  of  said  way  to 
be  used  for  such  purpose,  as  in  their  judgment  the  necessity  of  the 
case  demands  and  the  security  of  the  public  allows,  and  to  grant  a 
permit  accordingly ;  such  permit  in  no  case  to  be  in  force  longer  than 
ninety  days. 
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Sect.  2.  —  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  every  person  to  whom  any  such 
permit  may  be  granted,  to  place  all  bis  building  materials  and  rubbish 
on  the  place  designated  by  the  Selectmen ;  and,  during  the  whole  of 
every  night»  from  twilight  in  the  evening  until  the  next  morning,  to 
keep  lighted  lanterns,  so  placed  as  effectually  to  secure  all  travellers  from 
liability  to  come  in  contact  with  such  materials  or  rubbish. 

SsoT.  3.  —  In  case  any  person  shall  use  any  portion  of  such  way 
for  the  purposes  mentioned  in  the  first  section,  without  the  permit,  in 
writings  of  the  Selectmen,  as  therein  provided,  or  for  a  longer  time  than 
so  permitted,  or  shall  fail  to  comply  with  the  requisitions  of  the  second 
section,  the  party  so  in  default  shall  forfeit  and  pay  into  the  Town 
Treasury  ten  dollars  for  each  offence,  and  shall  also  re-imburse  the 
Town  all  expenses  by  way  of  damages  or  otherwise,  which  the  Town 
may  be  compelled  to  pay  by  reason  of  the  way  being  encumbered. 

Sect.  4.  —  No  wooden  building,  more  than  ten  feet  high,  shall  be 
moved  over  any  way  in  this  Town,  which  this  Town  is  obliged  to  keep 
in  repair,  without  the  written  permit  of  the  Selectmen  being  first 
obtained ;  and  any  person  so  moving,  or  assisting  in  moving,  any  such 
building,  without  such  permit  being  first  obtained ;  or  any  such  person 
who  shall  not  comply  with  the  restrictions  and  provisions  which  the 
Selectmen  may  think  the  public  security  demands,  shall  forfeit  and 
pay  into  the  Town  Treasury,  for  every  such  offence,  twenty  dollars,  pro- 
vided such  restrictions  and  provisions  are  set  forth  in  the  permit ;  pro- 
vided also  that  the  Selectmen  shall  in  no  case  grant  a  permit  for  the 
removal  of  any  building  whatsoever,  which,  in  the  course  of  its  removal, 
will  be  likely  to  damage  any  trees,  the  property  of  individuals, whether 
standing  in  the  road  or  in  the  field,  unless  the  consent  of  such 
individuals  is  first  had  and  obtained. 

Sect.  5.  —  In  case  any  building  shall  be  moved  contrary  to  the 
provisions  of  the  fourth  section,  the  owner  of  the  building  shall  re- 
imburse the  Town  all  expenses  by  way  of  damages  or  otherwise,  which 
the  Town  may  be  compelled  to  pay  by  reason  of  the  way  being 
encumbered. 

Sect.  6.  —  Whoever  shall  coast  upon  sleds  in  any  of  the  streets,  or 
upon  any  of  the  sidewalks  in  this  Town,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  into  the 
Town  Treasury,  for  each  offence,  a  sum  not  less  than  one  dollar,  and 
not  more  than  five  dollars,  to  be  paid  by  each  offender,  or  his  or  her 
parents  or  guardian  respectively. 
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HAY    SCALES. 

Shot.  1.  —  The  Selectmen  shall  appoint  for  a  term  of  time,  not  ex- 
ceeding one  year,  one  person  who  shall  have  saperintendence  of  the 
haj-soales  belonging  to  the  Town  ;  and  such  person  may,  at  any  time, 
be  removed  from  office  by  the  Selectmen. 

Sect.  2.  —  In  all  cases  of  temporary  absence,  or  inability  from  any 
cause,  properly  to  perform  the  duties  of  his  office,  the  Superintendent 
shall  procure,  at  his  own  expense,  a  substitute  to  perform  such  duties ; 
such  substitute,  in  all  cases,  to  be  approved  by  the  Selectmen,  and  to 
be  removable  at  their  pleasure. 

Sbot.  3.  —  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Superintendent  to  weigh  all 
the  hay  and  other  articles,  which  may  be  offered  to  be  weighed,  and  to 
conform  to  all  such  rules  and  regulations  as  shall  be  established  by  the 
Selectmen,  oonceming  the  scales  and  the  fees  for  weighing. 


VACCINATION  OF  CHILDREN  ATTENDING  THE  PUBLIC 

SCHOOLS. 

From  and  after  the  first  day  of  May,  1847,  no  child  shall  be 
admitted  into  any  public  school  in  this  town,  unless  he  or  she  shall 
present  to  the  Instructor  or  Instructress  a  certificate  from  some  physi- 
cian, that  he  or  she  has  been  properly  vaccinated;  or  unless  the 
parents  or  guardians  of  such  child  shall  certify  in  writing  that  such 
vaccination  has  been  properly  performed. 


ANIMALS  RUNNING  AT  LARGR 

No  horses,  or  other  grazing  cattle,  or  swine,  shall  be  suffered  to  run 
at  large  in  thisJTown,  or  to  feed  by  the  roadside,  either  with  or  without 
a  keeper ;  and  for  every  such  animal  so  suffered  to  run  at  large,  not 
having  a  keeper,  or  to  feed  by  the  roadside,  either  with  or  without  a 
keeper,  the  owner  shall  forfeit  and  pay  into  the  Town  Treasury  five 
dollars  for  every  such  offence. 
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ADDITIONAL    BY-LAWS. 


DOGS. 

Seot.  1. — ^From  and  after  the  first  day  of  May,  1849,  no  pcraon 
shall  own  or  keep  a  dog  going  at  large  in  this  Town,  without  taking  out 
a  license  as  herein  provided  for  each  dog,  under  a  penalty  of  ten  dol- 
lars for  every  dog  he  shall  so  own  and  keep  without  a  license* 

Sect,  2. — The  Town  Treasurer  shall  issue  to  any  person  a  lioense 
for  the  purposes  mentioned  in  the  first  section,  on  receiving  paymijat  of 
two  dollars.  He  shall  keep  a  record  of  all  licenses  issued,  and  they 
shall  expire  on  the  thirtieth  day  of  April  in  each  year. 

Sect.  3.— In  case  any  dog  shall  be  found  in  this  Town,  out  of  the 
enclosure  of  its  owne**  or  keeper,  without  having  a  collar  on,  with  the 
owner's  or  keeper's  name  and  place  of  residence  legibly  marked 
thereon,  the  owner  or  keeper  of  such  dog  shall  forfeit  and  pay  ten  dol  ^ 
lars  for  every  time  that  such  dog  is  found  at  large  from  the  endosur^ 
of  the  owner  or  keeper  without  a  collar. 

Seot.  4  — The  individual  who  shall  first  inform  the  Treasurer  of  the 
name  of  any  person  who  has  not  complied  with,  or  who  has  iDeurred 
any  liability  under,  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  By-law,  fihall  be 
entitled  to  the  bounty  of  one  dollar  therefor ;  the  same  to  be  payable 
on  conviction  of  the  delinquent.  It  shall  bo  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer 
to  prosecute  forthwith  every  infraction  of  this  By-law,  which  shall  come 
to  his  knowledge,  or  of  which  he  shall  be  informed. 

Seot.  5.— This  By  law  shall  not  extend  to  any  dog  not  o^ned  or 
kept  in  this  Town. 
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Sbot.  6. — All  fines  recovered  under  this  By-law  shall  be  paid  to  the 
Treasurer  of  said  Town,  to  the  use  of  said  Town.

TRUANT  CHILDREN. 

Sect.  1, — The  Town  of  Brookline  hereby  accepts  the  two  hundred 
and  ninety-fourth  chapter  of  the  Laws  of  the  Commonwealth,  for  the 
year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty,  entitled,  "  An  Act  concern- 
ing  Truant  Children  and  Absentees  from  School,"  and  also  the  two 
hundred  and  eighty-third  chapter  of  said  laws  for  the  year  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  fifty-two,  entitled,  "  An  Act  in  addition  to  an  Act 
concerning  Truant  Children  and  Absentees  from  School" 

Sbot.  2. — Any  of  the  persons  described  in  the  first  sections  of  said 
acts,  upon  conviction  of  any  offence  therein  described,  shall  be 
punished  by  a  fine  not  exceeding  twenty  dollars,  or  by  commitment  to 
the  county  jail,  or  to  such  institution  of  instruction,  house  of  reforma- 
tion, or  other  suitable  situation,  as  may  be  provided,  at  the  discretion 
of  the  Justice  of  the  Peace  having  jurisdiction  of  the  case,  and  agree- 
ably to  the  provisions  of  said  act. 

Sect.  3. — A  Justice  of  the  Peace  shall  be  selected  at  the  Annual 
Town  Meeting,  to  have  jurisdiction  of  the  offences  set  forth  in  said  act.

EDWARD  MELLEN,  Ch.  J.  C.  C.  Pleas. 

A  By-law,  concerning  the  Engine,  Engine-Houses,  and  other  Property 
thereunto  belonging,  in  the  Town  of  Brookline. 

Section  1.  No  person  shall,  wilfully,  and  without  right,  take 
away,  or  cause  to  be  removed,  from  any  engine-house  oi:  other  build- 
ings in  this  town,  or  in  any  way  maliciously  interfere  with  any  Fire 
Engine,  Hose  Carriage,  Ladder  Carriage,  or  any  Hooks,  Ladders,  Hose 
or  other  Apparatus  for  extinguishing  fires,  or  connected  with  any 
Engine  Company,  (said  property  belonging  to  this  town,)  without  the 
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coDseDt  of  the  Firewards,  or  officers  of  any  engine  company,  or  mem- 
bers thereof  duly  authorized,  or  one  of  the  Selectmen  of  the  town ;  and 
every'  person  offending  against  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall 
be  liable  to  pay  a  fine  of  not  less  than  five  dollars,  nor  more  than 
twenty  dollars  for  each  offence,  to  be  paid  into  the  Treasury  of  the 
town  ;  provided,  however,  that  nothing  in  this  section  shall  be  so  con- 
strued as  to  apply  to  any  case  where  the  taking  of  such  property  is  with 
the  intention  to  steal  the  same, 

Sect.  2.  No  person  shall  wilfully,  and  without  right,  enter  into  any 
of  the  buildings  belonging  to  this  town,  which  are  used  for  engine-houses 
or  the  storage  of  apparatus  connected  with  extinguishing  fires,  without 
the  consent  of  the  Firewards,  or  officers  of  anj  engine  Company,  or  one 
of  the  Selectmen  of  the  town.  Any  person  offending  against  the  pro- 
visions of  this  section,  shall  be  liable  to  a  fine  of  not  less  than  five 
dollars,  nor  more  than  twenty  dollars,  for  each  offence,  to  be  paid  into 
the  Treasury  of  the  town.  Provided,  however,  that  nothing  in  this 
section  shall  be  so  construed  as  to  apply  to  any  case  where  the  entry  is  * 
with  the  intent  to  commit  larceny. 

A  By-Law,  Concerning  Travel  in  the  Streets  of  Brookline. 

No  person,  having  charge  of  any  beast,  with  intent  to  drive  'the 
same,  shall  suffer  or  permit  any  such  beast  to  run,  gallop,  trot,  pace, 
or  go,  at  any  rate  exceeding  eight  miles  to  the  hour,  through  any  way,

visions of  this  By-law,  he  or  she  shall  be  liable  to  a  fine  of  not  less 
than  five  dollars,  nor  more  than  twenty  dollars  for  each  offence,  to  be 
paid  into  the  Treasury  of  the  town. 

VoTBD,  That  the  above  By-laws  be  accepted,  and  that  the  Selectmen 
procure,  in  behalf  of  this  Town,  the  approval  thereof,  by  the  Court  of 
Common  Pleas,  according  to  law.

BrooJclinef  March  Ist,  1870* 
DuriDg  the  past  year  our  Library  Building  has  heea  com- 
pleted and  opened  to  the  public,  and  the  grounds  connected 
therewith  have  been  graded,  fenced,  and  provided  with  substan- 
tial avenues  and  walks,  and   concrete  sidewalks  with  granite 
edgestone  laid  upon  the  three  public  streets  adjoining  the  same. 
The  cost  of  the  building,  with  furniture  and  appointments,  in: 
complete  working  order,  has  been  about  $45,000.     The  archi- 
tect was  Louis  Weissbein,  Esq.,  of  Boston,  and  the  contractors 
for  the  various  parts  of  the  work  were  as  follows:   Mason's > 
work  (including  slating  and  plastering),  Horace  James;  Car- 
penter's, N.  Lyford ;  Freestone,  E.  F.  Meany ;  Granite,  Fred- 
erick &  Field ;    Cellar,  J.  Driscoll ;  painting,  B.  F.  Baker ; 
Gas  Fixtures,  M.  W.  Pierce  &  Co. ;  Heating  Apparatus  and 
Tinning,  Kenrick  Brothers. 

It  became  necessary,  by  vote  of  the  Town,  to  grade,  fence 
and  prepare  all  the  land  of  the  Town  between  Washington, 
School,  and  Prospect  Streets,  including  about  65,000  feet  of 
land,  purchased  at  eight  different  times  by  the  Town,  and 
which  was  extremely  rough  and  unsightly.  The  work  done 
here  has  been  important  and  effectual,  and  will  be  a  great  im- 
provement to  the  property  of  the  Town,  and  to  the  whole 
vicinity.  The  cost  of  these  improvements  will  appear  in  the 
Treasurer's  Report. 
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Our  Public  Library  was  opened  December  2d,  1857,  m  a 
single  room,  with  900  volumes ;  it  was  re-opened  October  18th, 
1869,  with  nearly  12,000  volumes,  in  a  building  dedicated  to 
Library  purposes,  with  its  large  hall,  of  a  capacity  for  50,000 
volumes,  —  commodious  Heading  Room,  and  Waiting  Room,  — 
Librarian's  Room,  —  Trustees'  Hall,  —  Committee  Room,  — 
and  six  other  rooms  of  convenient  and  ample  accommodations 
for  all  the  working  departments  of  a  public  library,  for  the 
present  and  future. 

The  rooms  of  the  Library  were  opened  to  the  public  on  the 
13th  day  of  October  last,  and  the  Reading  Room  was  opened, 
and  the  delivery  of  books  was  commenced  October  18th,  upon 
three  afternoons  and  evenings  of  each  week ;  and  on  and  after 
November  1st,  the  Reading  Room  has  been  open,  and  books 
delivered  every  afternoon  and  evening  (Sundays  excepted)  from 
3  to  9,  P.  M. 

The  removal  of  more  than  11,000  volumes  from  the  old 
shelves,  and  their  arrangement  in  the  new  alcoves,  with  the 
necessary  alterations  in  catalogues,  have  been  attended  with 
great  labor,  and  have  prevented  the  preparation  and  publication 
of  supplemental  catalogues.  When  these  shall  have  been  com- 
pleted, our  library  arrangements  and  conveniences  will  be  of 
the  most  unexceptionable  character. 

Congratulating  our  fellow  citizens  on  these  new  attractions, 
and  this  substantial  progress  in  our  town,  we  refer  to  the  Report 
in  detail  of  our  Librarian,  which  is  hereto  annexed. 

The  Town  will  be  called  upon  to  elect  four  Trustees  for  the 
term  of  three  years.

To  the  Trustees  of  the  Public  Library : 

Gentlemen  ; — The  Librarian  would  congratulate  the  Trus- 
tees on  the  ample  and  convenient  accommodations  which  are 
now  enjoyed  for  the  Public  Library.  The  experience  of  three 
months  justifies  us  in  saying  that  in  its  arrangements  the  new 
building  thus  far  fully  meets  the  wants  of  the  Library,  and  the 
expectations  of  its  friends.  The  rooms  are  spacious,  airy,  well- 
lighted,  easily  warmed,  and  well  adapted  each  to  its  respective 
purpose.  The  public  who  come  for  books  or  to  avail  them- 
selves of  the  privileges  offered  in  the  Reading  Boom,  find  pleas- 
ant and  quiet  apartments ;  while  the  assistants  in  the  Library 
can  follow  a  system  in  their  work,  thus  securing  economy  in 
labor  and  in  time.  Indeed,  as  yet,  we  fail  to  see  wherein  the 
building  in  its  internal  arrangements  could  be  improved.  i 

The  Library  has  been  open  during  the  last  year  for  the  de- 
livery of  books  161  days, — 65  days  while  in  the  old  quarters, 
where  now  Music  and  Justice  alternately  hold  court,  and  96 
days  since  its  removal  to  the  new  building.  Books  were  first 
delivered  to  the  public  in  this  building  Oct.  18th,  1869 ;  and 
thereafter  on  three  days  in  the  week  during  October ;  and  since 
Nov.  1st  every  day  in  the  week,  Sundays  excepted,  from  3 
o'clock,  P.  M.  to  9  o'clock,  P.  M.  The  number  of  volumes 
borrowed  from  the  Library  will  be  shown  by  the  statistics 
below. 

The  Beading  Boom  has  been  open  to  the  public  during  the 
same  hours  in  which  books  are  loaned  from  the  Library.  The 
extent  to  which  this  room  is  used  cannot  be  so  easily  or  so  ac- 
curately shown.  It  is,  however,  very  much  used  by  ladies  and 
gentlemen,  and  by  youth  above  fourteen  years  of  age ;  and  will 
probably  be  resorted  to  still  more  when  the  public  generally 
know  the  kind  and  the  enlarged  amount  of  reading-matter  to  be 
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found  upon  the  tables  there.     The  names  of  the  magazines  and

These  magazines  and  periodicals  are  placed  in  the  Reading 
Room  as  soon  after  their  publication  as  we  can  procure  them. 
After  they  have  ceased  to  be  used  in  this  room  they  are  sent  to 
the  Binder  to  be  bound  into  volumes,  and  are  then  arranged 
and  preserved  in  the  Book  Hall. 

Books  may  also  be  taken  from  the  Library  to  be  read  in  the 
Reading  Room.  Indeed  the  privileges  in  this  room  offered  to 
the  citizens  of  Brookline  are  remarkable.  We  do  not  believe  a 
more  pleasant  Reading  Room  with  so  large  a  variety  of  reading 
matter  can  be  found  in  New  England  outside  of  Boston. 
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The  hall  where  the  books  are  arranged  has  20  alcoves  along 
the  sides, — 10  on  the  first  floor,  and  10  on  the  second.  Each 
alcove  on  the  first  floor  has  six  tiers  of  shelves  and  nine  shelves 
in  each  tier ;  on  the  second  floor  each  alcove  has  seven  tiers  and 
each  ti6f  b^  i^ne  shelves.  At  the  ends  of  the  hall  above 
and  below  there  are  in  all  eighteen  additional  tiers  of  shelves. 
Hence  the  entire  number  of  shelves  in  the  hall  is  1282 ;  and 
thej  will  hold  about  44,000  volumes.  Arrangements  can  be 
made  also  for  20,000  to  25,000  volumes  more  to  be  accommo- 
dated. We  have  a  building,  therefore,  that  will  accommodate 
about  70,000  volumes. 

The  alcoves  on  the  lower  floor  are  numbered  from  1  to  10, 
beginning  on  the  left  as  you  enter  the  hall,  and  going  to  the 
right.  Alcoves  1,  2,  9,  and  10,  contain  novels,  prose-fiction, 
books  for  children,  and  humorous  works :  alcove  3  contains 
works  on  travels  and  descriptive  geography :  alcove  4  contains 
works  on  mathematical  and  physical  science :  in  alcove  5  are 
dictionaries  and  encyclopaedias  and  other  books  for  **  reference :  '* 
in  alcove  6  are  bound  volumes  of  magazines  and  reviews  :  al- 
cove 7  contains  works  on  history  and  chronology  :  in  alcove  8 
are  works  on  biography. 

On  the  second  floor  in  alcove  12  are  works  on  law,  govern- 
ment, political  and  social  philosophy ;  in  one  half  of  alcove  13 
are  works  on  education,  and  in  the  other  half  are  works  on  lan- 
guage and  literary  criticism;  in  alcove  14  are  the  collected 
prose  works  of  authors  on  diverse  subjects,  miscellanies,  essays, 
speeches,  etc. ;  in  alcoves  15  and  16  are  public  documents. 
State  and  National,  and  statistics;  in  alcove  17  are  works  on 
theology  and  morals,  and  on  one  side  works  on  mental  philos- 
ophy ;  in  alcove  18,  on  one  side  poetry  and  dramatic  literature, 
on  the  other  side  are  translations  of  Greek  and  Latin  authors, 
and  on  the  end  are  works  in  foreign  languages ;  in  alcgve  19 
are  works  on  agriculture,  horticulture,  and  architecture,  also  on 
games  and  sports.  Alcoves  11  and  20  are  not  yet  occupied  : 
but  one  of  them  will  soon  be  needed  as  additional  accommoda- 
tion for  the  department  of  history. 
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This  classification  of  the  books  may  not  be  absolutely  the 
best  one  possible ;  but  for  our  Library  we  believe  it  to  be  a 
practicable  and  convenient  one.  In  fixing  the  place  of  each  de- 
partment of  books  we  have  kept  in  mind  the  convenience  of 
the  assistants  who  deliver  the  books  to  the  public,  and  have 
therefore  placed  those  departments  on  the  lower  floor  which  are 
called  for  most ;  and  thus  far  we  are  much  pleased  with  our  ar- 
rangement. 

Though  in  a  Library  like  ours  we  do  not  claim  that  the  de- 
partment of  Pamphlets  should  be  a  very  distinguishing  feature, 
yet  if  they  are  properly  classified,  and  so  arranged  that  any 
pamphlet  can  at  once  be  found,  the  value  of  this  department 
becomes  so  great  that  we  cannot  aflford  to  ignore  it.  Some- 
times a  single  pamphlet  contains  just  the  information  that  a  man 
desires ;  and  that  information  may  be  found  nowhere  else. 

We  are  therefore  glad  to  receive  pamphlets,  and  we  already 
have  a  large  number  of  them.  The  room  which  has  been  fitted 
up  for  their  accommodation,  seems  admirably  adapted  to  its  pur- 
pose. Shelves  extend  around  the  room,  and  the  spaces  between 
the  shelves  are  divided  into  compartments.  Pamphlets  relating 
to  the  same  subject  will  be  arranged  in  a  particular  compart- 
ment ;  hence  it  will  be  an  easy  matter  to  find  a  pamphlet  if  we 
have  it.  The  pamphlets  which  we  now  have  were  given  to  the 
Library  by  the  citizens ;  none  have  been  purchased. 

The  great  need  of  the  Library  at  the  present  time  is  a  new 
catalogue.  The  last  one  was  printed  in  1865,  and  hence  con- 
tains the  titles  of  only  about  half  the  books  now  in  the  Library ; 
and  these  books  which  are  not  in  the  catalogue  are  the  ones 
more  recently  published,  and  also  the  ones  in  which  the  *  public 
are  most  interested.  Not  an  individual  in  town,  outside  of 
the  Trustees  and  the  Librarian,  knows  what  books  are  in  the 
Library ;  nor  from  the  nature  of  the  case  can  he  know.  We 
claim  that  we  have  one  of  the  very  best  libraries  in  Massachusetts, 
after  excepting  those  in  Boston  and  Cambridge.  But  this  does 
not  appear  from  our  printed  catalogue.     We  have  a  written  cat- 
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nlogue  containing  the  titles  of  all  the  books  in  the  Library ;  but 
the  impossibility  of  giving  the  public  free  access  to  this,  is  at 
once  seen.  The  only  way  to  inform  the  public  what  books  are 
in  the  Library  is  to  show  them  a  printed  catalogue  of  its  conr 
tents.  There  is  daily  and  continual  demand  for  such  a  cata- 
logue ;  and  we  do  not  believe  the  money  necessary  to  defray 
the  expenses  of  printing  it,  could  be  more  usefully  expended  in 
connection  with  the  Library. 

For  the  convenience  of  the  citizens  we  will  append  to  this  Re-

PREAMBLE.

RULES    AND    REGULATIONS. 
CHAPTER  I. 

Of  the  Board  of  Trustees^  and  their  Powers  and  Dudes. 

Article  I.  —  There  shall  be  a  Board  of  Twelve  Trustees, 
four  of  whom  shall  be  elected  by  ballot  annually,  at  the  annual 
town-meeting,  to  hold  office  for  three  years  thereafter,  or  until 
their  successors  shall  be  chosen,  and  qualified  to  act.  The  Trus- 
tees chosen  at  the  annual  meeting  in  the  year  1860,  shall,  at 
their  first  regular  meeting,  divide  themselves  by  lot  into  three 
classes.  Those  of  the  first  class  shall  hold  office  until  their 
successors  shall  be  elected,  at  the  annual  town-meeting,  in  the 
year  1861 ;  those  of  the  second  class  shall  hold  office  until  their 
successors  shall  be  elected,  at  the  annual  town-meeting  in  the 
year  1862 ;  and  those  of  the  third  class  shall  hold  office  until 
their  successors  shall  be  elected,  at  the  annual  town-meeting,  in 
the  year  1863. 
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♦ 

Art.  II.  —  The  oflScers  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  shall  con- 
sist of  a  President,  Secretary,  Treasurer,  and  Librarian  ;  all  of 
whom  shall  be  members  of  the  Board,  except  the  Secretary  and 
Librarian,  who  may  be  appointed  by  the  Board,  at  such  com- 
pensation as  they  shall  determine ;  the  satne  to  be  paid  from  the 
appropriation  for  town-officers. 

Art.  m.  —  The  Board  of  Trustees  shall  hold  regular  meet- 
ings on  the  third  Tuesday  of  every  month,  except  August. 

Art.  IV.  —  The  President  shall  call  a  special  meeting  of  the 
Board  at  the  written  request  of  any  two  members,  provided 
such  request  shall  state  the  object  of  the  proposed  meeting ;  and 
he  may  at  any  time  call  a  special  meeting,  at  his  own  discre- 
tion. All  meetings  shall  be  seasonably  notified  by  the  Secre- 
tary in  writing. 

Art.  V.  —  The  Standing  Committees  of  the  Board  shall  con- 
sist of  three  members  each,  and  shall  be  as  follows:  viz.,  1. 
The  Committee  on  the  Library;  2.  The  Committee  on  Ac- 
counts and  Finances.  And  they  shall  at  all  times  be  under  the 
control  and  direction  of  the  Board. 

It  shall  be  the  dtUy  of  the  Committee  on  the  Library^ — 

First y  To  recommend  to  the  Board,  from  time  to  time,  such 
books  as  it  may  be  desirable  to  purchase  or  exchange. 

Secondy  To  make  such  purchases  and  exchanges  of  books  as 
the  Board  may  authorize. 

Thirdy  To  direct  in  regard  to  the  binding  and  covering  of 
books,  and  their  preparation  for  circulation. 

Fourthy  To  determine,  subject  to  the  sanction  of  the  Board, 
what  books  shall  be  used  only  for  reference ;  and  to  impose  suph 
other  restriction  on  the  use  of  the  books  as  in  their  judgment 
may  be  expedient,  subject  to  the  sanction  aforesaid. 

Fiflhy  Annually,  to  make  an  examination  of  the  Library,  and 
prepare,  for  the  adoption  of  the  Board,  a  report  of  the  condi- 
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tion  of  the  Library,  to  be  presented  to  the  town  at  the  annual 
meeting. 

Sixth  y  To  see  that  the  rules  and  regulations  relative  to  the 
Library  are  complied  with. 

Seventh  y  To  see  that  proper  books  and  forms  are  prepared  for 
the  use  of  the  Librarian. 

Eighth^  To  superintend  the  preparation  and  printing  of  such 
catalogues  in  the  books  of  the  Library  as  the  Board  may  direct. 

Ninthy  To  have  the  general  charge  and  direction  of  the  Lib- 
rary rooms. 

It   shall  be    the   duty    of  the   Committee  on  Accounts  and 
Finances  y — 

First y  To  examine  all  bills  agamst  the  Library,  and,  if  cor- 
rect, to  approve  the  same. 

Secondy  To  employ  such  means  as  they  may  deem  best  to  ob- 
tain donations  in  money  and  books  for  the  increase  of  the  Li- 
brary :  all  money  thus  received  to  be  paid  over  to  the  Treasurer, 
and  by  him  passed  to  the  credit  of  the  Library-fund,  to  be  ap- 
propriated at  the  order  of  the  Board. 

Art.  VI. — At  the  first  regular  meeting  in  April,  the  offi- 
cers and  Standing  Committees  of  the  Board  shall  be  chosen  by 
ballot ;  and  they  shall  respectively  continue  to  hold  office  till 
their  successors  are  appointed.  In  case  of  any  vacancy  occur- 
ring during  the  year,  it  may  be  filled  at  any  regular  meeting. 

Art.  VII.  — Four  members  of  the  Board  shall  constitute  a 
quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business ;  and  any  number  more 
than  one  may  adjourn  a  meeting,  when  a  quorum  is  not  present. 

Art.  VIII.  — =-No  book,  pamphlet,  work  of  art,  or  other  ob- 
ject whatsoever,  offered  by  any  person  to  the  Library ,^8hall  be 
accepted  and  placed  therein,  except  by  express  vote  of  the 
Board,  unless  by  direction  of  the  town ;   and  immediate  notice 
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of  acceptance  shall  then  be  given  to  the  donor,  with  a  suitable 
acknowledgment. 

Akt.  IX.  —  All  books,  pamphlets,  and  articles  in  the  Pub- 
lic Library  may  be  exchanged  at  any  time  at  the  discretion  of 
the  Trustees  for  the  time  being ;  provided,  however,  that  books, 
pamphlets,  and  articles  presented  to  the  Library  shall  not  be 
disposed  of,  except  with  the  consent  of  the  donor,  or  his  or  her 
oldest  heir-at-law. 

CHAPTER  n. 

Of  the  vse  of  the  Library. 

Art.  I. — Any  inhabitant  of  the  town  of  Brookline,  who 
shall  sign  an  obligation  to  observe  all  the  existing  Rules  and 
Regulations  of  the  Library  and  all  that-  may  be  subsequently 
adopted,  shall  have  free  right  to  take  books  therefrom,  so  long 
as  he  or  she  shall  comply  with  the  same. 

Art.  n.  —  No  person  shall  be  allowed  more  than  one  vol- 
ume, and  no  family  of  the  same  household  shall  be  allowed 
more  than  three  volumes  at  any  one  time.  Books  may  be  kept 
out  of  the  Library  fourteen  days  only ;  provided  always  that 
any  book  may  be  renewed  once  to  the  same  person,  but  not 
more  than  once,  until  it  shall  have  remained  in  the  Library  one 
full  Library-day.  The  fine  for  the  retention  of  any  volume  over 
the  time  above  specified  shall  be  two  cents  for  every  day  it  is  so 
retained.  The  provisions  of  this  article  are  subject  to  the  dis- 
cretionary power  conferred  upon  the  Committee  on  the  Library 
by  Art.  5,  chap.  1. 

Art.  III.  —  Any  book  retained  two  weeks  beyond  the  time 
prescribed  by  these  regulations  shall  be  sent  for  by  the  Libra- 
rian ;  and  the  expense  incurred  in  obtaining  it  shall  be  paid  by 
such  delinquent. 

Art.  IV.  —  All  injuries  to  books  beyond  a  reasonable  wear. 
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and  all  losses,  shall  be  made  good  to  the  satisfaction  of  the 
Committee  on  the  Library  by  the  person  liable ;  and  any  book  not 
returned  within  one  week  after  demand  made  for  it  by  the  Libra- 
rian shall  be  regarded  as  lost.  If  any  book  be  lost,  the  person 
for  whose  use  it  was  taken  out  shall  pay  such  a  sum  as  the  said 
Committee  shall  determine,  or  replace  the  book ;  or,  if  it  be  one 
of  a  set,  he  or  she  shall  pay  the  price  of  the  set,  and  take  the 
remaining  volumes,  if  the  said  Committee  shall  so  determine. 

Art.  V.  —  All  books  are  required  to  be  returned  to  the  Li- 
brary fourteen  days  before  the  annual  examination,  under  pen- 
alty of  a  fine  of  one  dollar ;  but  seasonable  notice  of  the  time 
shall  be  given  by  the  Librarian. 

Art.  VI.  —  No  person  having  a  book  from  the  Library  shall 
lend  it  to  a  person  not  a  member  of  the  same  household ;  and 
no  person  owing  a  fine  of  forfeiture  shall  receive  books  from  the 
Library  until  the  same  is  paid. 

Art.  Vlf. — Every  person  desiring  to  take  books  from  the 
Library  for  home  use  shall  receive  from  the  Librarian  a  printed 
card,  on  which  the  book  asked  for  shall  be  designated,  also 
the  number  of  the  shelf  on  which  it  stands,  in  blanks  left  for 
the  purpose;  and  this  card,  which  will  be  presented  to  the 
Librarian  as  the  only  mode  of  obtaining  any  book  which  may 
be  asked  for,  will  be  retained  until  the  book  shall  be  returned 
by  the  borrower. 

Art.  VIII.  —  Books  of  reference,  and  those  deemed  by  the 
Board  unsuitable  for  general  circulation,  shall  not  be  lent,  ex- 
cept by  an  order  signed  by  at  least  two  of  the  Trustees. 

Art.  IX. — All  persons  visiting  the  Library-rooms  will  be 
required  to  demean'themselves  quietly,  and  to  avoid  all  unnec- 
essary conversation  in  the  rooms.  Any  person  abusing  the 
privileges  of  the  Library  by  improper  or  offensive  conduct  will 
be  denied  admission  to  the  rooms. 
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Art.  X.  — The  Library  rooms  shall  be  open  for  the  use  and 
delivery  of  books  at  such  times  as  the  Committee  of  the  Library 
shall  designate,  but  not  less  frequently  than  on  two  afternoons 
and  evenings  of  every  week. 


CHAPTER  III. 

Of  the  Libraricm  and  hia  dtuies. 

Art.  L — The  Librarian )  under  the  direction  of,  the  Com- 
mittee on  the  Library,  shall  have  the  charge  and  superinten- 
dence of  all  the  rooms  of  the  Public  Library,  and  shall  be  res- 
ponsible for  the  due  care  and  keeping  of  all  the  books  and  other 
public  property  contained  in  them. 

Art.  II.  —  He  shall  be  present  in  the  Library  in  person,  or 
by  an  assistant,  during  such  times  as  it  may  be  open  to  the  public ; 
and  perform  all  such  duties,  under  the  direction  of  the  Board, 
as  are  usually  incumbent  upon  a  Librarian. 

Art.  hi.  —  He  shall  arrange  all  the  books  on  the  shelves  in 
an  order  convenient  for  use ;  and  shall  enter,  in  a  record  to  be  kept 
for  that  purpose,  the  time  when  each  book  was  received ;  its  cost, 
if  purchased ;  the  name  of  its  donor,  if  given ;  and  any  other 
facts  relating  to  it  which  the  Board  may  direct :  such  record  to 
be  called  the  **  Catalogue  of  Accessions." 

Art.  IV.  —  He  shall  prepare  such  catalogues,  books,  and 
forms  as  the  Committee  on  the  Library  may  direct. 

Art.  V.  —  He  shall  acknowledge  all  gifts  to  the  Library  as 
soon  as  they  shall  have  been  reported  to  the  Board  and  accepted ; 
first  procuring  the  signature  of  the  President. to  each  acknowl- 
edgment he  may  make. 

Art.  VI.  —  He  shall  keep  a  careful  record  of  all  such  books 
as  are  asked  for  and  are  not  in  the  Library,  and  of  the  names

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RULES  AND  REGULATIONS 


PUBLIC  LIBRARY  OF  BROOKLINE. 

Adopted  by  the  Inhabitants  at  thb  Annual  Town  Mbbtino, 
Maboh  25,  18G1. 


PREAMBLE. 

The  town  of  Brookline  agrees  to  hold  and  manage,  for  the 
use  of  its  inhabitants,  any  devise,  bequest,  or  donation  it  may 
receive  and  accept  for  the  establishment,  increase,  or  mainten- 
ance of  its  Public  Library. 


RULES    AND    REGULATIONS. 
CHAPTER  I. 

Of  the  Board  of  Trustees^  and  their  Powers  and  Dudes. 

Article  I.  —  There  shall  be  a  Board  of  Twelve  Trustees, 
four  of  whom  shall  be  elected  by  ballot  annually,  at  the  annual 
town-meeting,  to  hold  office  for  three  years  thereafter,  or  until 
their  successors  shall  be  chosen,  and  qualified  to  act.  The  Trus- 
tees chosen  at  the  annual  meeting  in  the  year  1860,  shall,  at 
their  first  regular  meeting,  divide  themselves  by  lot  into  three 
classes.  Those  of  the  first  class  shall  hold  office  until  their 
successors  shall  be  elected,  at  the  annual  town-meeting,  in  the 
year  1861 ;  those  of  the  second  class  shall  hold  office  until  their 
successors  shall  be  elected,  at  the  annual  town-meeting  in  the 
year  1862 ;  and  those  of  the  third  class  shall  hold  office  until 
their  successors  shall  be  elected,  at  the  annual  town-meeting,  in 
the  year  1863. 
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Art.  II.  —  The  oflScers  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  shall  con- 
sist of  a  President,  Secretary,  Treasurer,  and  Librarian  ;  all  of 
whom  shall  be  members  of  the  Board,  except  the  Secretary  and 
Librarian,  who  may  be  appointed  by  the  Board,  at  such  com- 
pensation as  they  shall  determine ;  the  satne  to  be  paid  from  the 
appropriation  for  town-officers. 

Art.  in.  —  The  Board  of  Trustees  shall  hold  regular  meet- 
ings on  the  third  Tuesday  of  every  month,  except  August. 

Art.  IV.  —  The  President  shall  call  a  special  meeting  of  the 
Board  at  the  written  request  of  any  two  members,  provided 
such  request  shall  state  the  object  of  the  proposed  meeting ;  and 
he  may  at  any  time  call  a  special  meeting,  at  his  own  discre- 
tion. All  meetings  shall  be  seasonably  notified  by  the  Secre- 
tary in  writing. 

Art.  V.  — The  Standing  Committees  of  the  Board  shall  con- 
sist of  three  members  each,  and  shall  be  as  follows:  viz.,  1. 
The  Committee  on  the  Library ;  2.  The  Committee  on  Ac- 
counts and  Finances.  And  they  shall  at  all  times  be  under  the 
control  and  direction  of  the  Board. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Committee  on  the  Library  ^ — 

Firsts  To  recommend  to  the  Board,  from  time  to  time,  such 
books  as  it  may  be  desirable  to  purchase  or  exchange. 

Secondj  To  make  such  purchases  and  exchanges  of  books  as 
the  Board  may  authorize. 

Thirds  To  direct  in  regard  to  the  binding  and  covering  of 
books,  and  their  preparation  for  circulation. 

Fourth^  To  determine,  subject  to  the  sanction  of  the  Board, 
what  books  shall  be  used  only  for  reference ;  and  to  impose  8u.ch 
other  restriction  on  the  use  of  the  books  as  in  their  judgment 
may  be  expedient,  subject  to  the  sanction  aforesaid. 

Fifths  Annually,  to  make  an  examination  of  the  Library,  and 
prepare,  for  the  adoption  of  the  Board,  a  report  of  the  condi- 
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tion  of  the  Library,  to  be  presented  to  the  town  at  the  annual 
meeting. 

Sixth  y  To  see  that  the  rules  and  regulations  relative  to  the 
Library  are  complied  with. 

Seventh^  To  see  that  proper  books  and  forms  are  prepared  for 
the  use  of  the  Librarian. 

Eighth  y  To  superintend  the  preparation  and  printing  of  such 
catalogues  in  the  books  of  the  Library  as  the  Board  may  direct. 

Ninths  To  have  the  general  charge  and  direction  of  the  Lib- 
rary rooms. 

It  shall  he    the   duty    of  the   Committee  on  Accounts  and 
Finances  y — 

Firsti  To  examine  all  bills  against  the  Library,  and,  if  cor- 
rect, to  approve  the  same. 

Secondy  To  employ  such  means  as  they  may  deem  best  to  ob- 
tain donations  in  money  and  books  for  the  increase  of  the  Li- 
brary :  all  money  thus  received  to  be  paid  over  to  the  Treasurer, 
and  by  him  passed  to  the  credit  of  the  Library-fund,  to  be  ap- 
propriated at  the  order  of  the  Board. 

Art.  VI. — At  the  first  regular  meeting  in  April,  the  offi- 
cers and  Standing  Committees  of  the  Board  shall  be  chosen  by 
ballot  I  and  they  shall  respectively  continue  to  hold  office  till 
their  successors  are  appointed.  In  case  of  any  vacancy  occur- 
ring during  the  year,  it  may  be  filled  at  any  regular  meeting. 

Art.  VII.  —  Four  members  of  the  Board  shall  constitute  a 
quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business ;  and  any  number  more 
than  one  may  adjourn  a  meeting,  when  a  quorum  is  not  present. 

Art.  VIII.  — No  book,  pamphlet,  work  of  art,  or  other  ob- 
ject whatsoever,  offered  by  any  person  to  the  Library ,^shall  be 
accepted  and  placed  therein,  except  by  express  vote  of  the 
Board,  unless  by  direction  of  the  town ;   and  immediate  notice 
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of  acceptance  shall  then  be  given  to  the  donor,  with  a  suitable 
acknowledgment. 

Akt.  IX.  —  All  books,  pamphlets,  and  articles  in  the  Pub- 
lic Library  may  be  exchanged  at  any  time  at  the  discretion  of 
the  Trustees  for  the  time  being ;  provided,  however,  that  books, 
pamphlets,  and  articles  presented  to  the  Library  shall  not  be 
disposed  of,  except  with  the  consent  of  the  donor,  or  his  or  her 
oldest  heir-at-law. 

CHAPTER  n. 

Of  the  vse  of  the  Library. 

Art.  I.  —  Any  inhabitant  of  the  town  of  Brookline,  who 
shall  sign  an  obligation  to  observe  all  the  existing  Rules  and 
Regulations  of  the  Library  and  all  that-  may  be  subsequently 
adopted,  shall  have  free  right  to  take  books  therefrom,  so  long 
as  he  or  she  shall  comply  with  the  same. 

Art.  n.  —  No  person  shall  be  allowed  more  than  one  vol- 
ume, and  no  family  of  the  same  household  shall  be  allowed 
more  than  three  volumes  at  any  one  time.  Books  may  be  kept 
out  of  the  Library  fourteen  days  only ;  provided  always  that 
any  book  may  be  renewed  once  to  the  same  person,  but  not 
more  than  once,  until  it  shall  have  remained  in  the  Library  one 
full  Library-day.  The  fine  for  the  retention  of  any  volume  over 
the  time  above  specified  shall  be  two  cents  for  every  day  it  is  so 
retained.  The  provisions  of  this  article  are  subject  to  the  dis- 
cretionary power  conferred  upon  the  Committee  on  the  Library 
by  Art.  5,  chap.  1. 

Art.  III.  —  Any  book  retained  two  weeks  beyond  the  time 
prescribed  by  these  regulations  shall  be  sent  for  by  the  Libra- 
rian ;  and  the  expense  incurred  in  obtaining  it  shall  be  paid  by 
such  delinquent. 

Art.  IV.  —  All  injuries  to  books  beyond  a  reasonable  wear, 
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and  all  losses,  shall  be  made  good  to  the  satisfaction  of  the 
Committee  on  the  Library  by  the  person  liable ;  and  any  book  not 
returned  within  one  week  after  demand  made  for  it  by  the  Libra- 
rian shall  be  regarded  as  lost.  If  any  book  be  lost,  the  person 
for  whose  use  it  was  taken  out  shall  pay  such  a  sum  as  the  said 
Committee  shall  determine,  or  replace  the  book ;  or,  if  it  be  one 
of  a  set,  he  or  she  shall  pay  the  price  of  the  set,  and  take  the 
remaining  volumes,  if  the  said  Committee  shall  so  determine. 

Art.  V.  —  All  books  are  required  to  be  returned  to  the  Li- 
brary fourteen  days  before  the  annual  examination,  under  pen- 
alty of  a  fine  of  one  dollar ;  but  seasonable  notice  of  the  time 
shall  be  given  by  the  Librarian. 

Art.  VI.  —  No  person  having  a  book  from  the  Library  shall 
lend  it  to  a  person  not  a  member  of  the  same  household ;  and 
no  person  owing  a  fine  of  forfeiture  shall  receive  books  from  the 
Library  until  the  same  is  paid. 

Art.  VII.  —  Every  person  desiring  to  take  books  from  the 
Library  for  home  use  shall  receive  from  the  Librarian  a  printed 
card,  on  which  the  book  asked  for  shall  be  designated,  also 
the  number  of  the  shelf  on  which  it  stands,  in  blanks  left  for 
the  purpose;  and  this  card,  which  will  be  presented  to  the 
Librarian  as  the  only  mode  of  obtaining  any  book  which  may 
be  asked  for,  will  be  retained  until  the  book  shall  be  returned 
by  the  borrower. 

Art.  VIII.  —  Books  of  reference,  and  those  deemed  by  the 
Board  unsuitable  for  general  circulation,  shall  not  be  lent,  ex- 
cept by  an  order  signed  by  at  least  two  of  the  Trustees. 

Art.  IX.  —  All  persons  visiting  the  Library-rooms  will  be 
required  to  demean  themselves  quietly,  and  to  avoid  all  unnec- 
essary conversation  in  the  rooms.  Any  person  abusing  the 
privileges  of  the  Library  by  improper  or  offensive  conduct  will 
be  denied  admission  to  the  rooms.

Art.  X.  —  The  Library  rooms  shall  be  open  for  the  use  and 
delivery  of  books  at  such  times  as  the  Committee  of  the  Library 
shall  designate,  but  not  less  fre^ently  than  on  two  afternoons 
and  evenings  of  every  week. 


CHAPTER  m. 

Of  the  Librarian  and  his  duties. 

Art.  I. — The  Librarian,  under  the  direction  of,  the  Com- 
mittee on  the  Library,  shall  have  the  charge  and  superinten- 
dence of  all  the  rooms  of  the  Public  Library,  and  shall  be  res- 
ponsible for  the  due  care  and  keeping  of  all  the  books  and  other 
public  property  contained  in  them. 

Art.  n.  —  He  shall  be  present  in  the  Library  in  person,  or 
by  an  assistant,  during  such  times  as  it  may  be  open  to  the  public ; 
and  perform  all  such  duties,  under  the  direction  of  the  Board, 
as  are  usually  incumbent  upon  a  Librarian. 

Art.  hi.  —  He  shall  arrange  all  the  books  on  the  shelves  in 
an  order  convenient  for  use ;  and  shall  enter,  in  a  record  to  be  kept 
for  that  purpose,  the  time  when  each  book  was  received ;  its  cost, 
if  purchased ;  the  name  of  its  donor,  if  given ;  and  any  other 
facts  relating  to  it  which  the  Board  may  direct :  such  record  to 
be  called  the  **  Catalogue  of  Accessions." 

Art.  IV. — He  shall  prepare  such  catalogues,  books,  and 
forms  as  the  Committee  on  the  Library  may  direct. 

Art.  V.  — He  shall  acknowledge  all  gifts  to  the  Library  as 
soon  as  they  shall  have  been  reported  to  the  Board  and  accepted ; 
first  procuring  the  signatmre  of  the  President. to  each  acknowl- 
edgment he  may  make. 

Art.  VI.  — He  shall  keep  a  careful  record  of  all  such  books 
as  are  asked  for  and  are  not  in  the  Library,  and  of  the  names

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REPORT. 


The  Board  has  been  organized  during  the  past,  as  in  the 
previous  year,  with  Mr.  Thomas  Parsons,  Chairman,  and  F. 
W.  Prescott,  Secretary. 

The  Town  will  be  called  upon  at  the  March  meeting,  to  elect 
for  the  full  term,  three  members  of  the  Board,  to  fill  the  places 
of  Messrs.  Thomas  Parsons,  and  F.  W.  Prescott,  and  Dr.  E. 
W.  Sanford,  whose  terms  expire  with  the  present  fiscal  year ; 
and  for  one  year,  a  member  in  place  of  the  Eev.  Dr.  Wharton, 
who  has  removed  from  Brookline. 

In  coming  again  before  our  fellow-citizens  to  give  an  account 
of  our  stewardship,  we  feel  justified  in  saymg  that  the  progress 
of  the  Schools,  during  the  past  year  has  been  good ;  not  that 
all  have  been  equally  successful,  or  have  arrived  at  an  equally 
high  standard ;  circumstances,  in  some  cases,  will  interfere  with 
the  most  earnest  efforts  of  the  teachers,  and  even  where  these 
are  favorable  and  the  teachers  faithful,  all  have  not  equal  abil- 
'ity  for  discipline  and  instruction;  and  without  strict  and 
thorough  discipline  there  can  be  little  valuable  instruction.  By 
strict  and  thorough  discipline,  we  would  by  no  means  be  under- 
stood as  intimating  severity  of  treatment  towards  pupils,  as  this 
may  exist  with  laxity,  or  at  least  with  irregularity  of  discipline ; 
but  tliat  firm,  yet  kind  government  which  makes  pupils  feel  the 
absolute  necessity  of  regular  and  prompt  performance  of  their 
duties.  Of  this  kind  of  discipline,  we  have  more  than  one  ad- 
mirable example,  while  in  other  Schools  it  is  approached  more 
or  less  nearly. 
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Looking  over  the  reports  of  the  Board  of  Education,  our 
attention  was  called  to  one  subject  connected  with  discipline,  of 
which  we  have  thought  much.  We  will  quote  a  few  lines  :  — 
^^  Many  persons  of  sound  judgment  and  extensive  observation 
have  come  to  regard  the  self-reporting  system,  widely  adopted 
in  our  Public  Schools,  as  of  very  doubtful  propriety.  The 
objection  is  that  it  encourages  deceit  and  falsehood,  and .  tends 
to  demoralize  pupils.** 

In  this  and  what  succeeds  on  the  same  subject  [Thirtieth  An- 
nual Eeport,  pp.  14  and  15]  there  is  a  great  deal  that  is  just  and 
true ;  and  the  charge  is  a  very  grave  one.  The  question  of  the 
propriety  of  self-reporting  in  the  Schools  is  important,  and  the 
system  is  fraught  with  strong  influences  for  good  or  evil,  but 
there  is  much  to  be  said  on  both  sides.  That  it  offers  tempta- 
tions to  children  is  undoubtedly  true,  but  is  there  any  influence 
to  which  they  are  exposed,  when  out  of  their  parents'  sight, 
which  may  not  offer  temptation  to  evil  ?  Temptation  is  not  to 
be  escaped  in  this  world.  On  the  other  hand,  our  experience 
has  led  us  to  the  conclusion  that,  with  a  large  majority  of  the 
young,  there  are  few  stronger  appeals  we  can  make,  than  those 
to  their  honor  and  sense  of  right.  Treat  children  as  if  you 
were  sure  they  were  all  you  would  have  them  be,  and  ninety- 
nine  out  of  a  hundred  will  make  the  most  strenuous  efforts  to 
show  themselves  worthy  of  your  trust.  This  we  assert  with 
the  confidence  of  experience.  The  most  successfully  disciplined 
schools  we  have  ever  seen,  have  been  conducted  on  this  princi- 
ple. But  of  course  there  are  exceptional  children,  to  whom 
such  an  appeal  is  apparently  vain,  who  will  take  advantage  of 
your  confidence  to  their  own  injury,  and*  perhaps  to  the  tem- 
porary demoralization  of  the  school.  Should  the  system  be 
given  up  on  this  account?  With  a  teacher  who  does  not  study 
the  characters  of  his  several  pupils,  who  takes  it  for  granted 
that  all  are  true  because  a  large  majority  are  so,  this  system  is 
a  dangerous  one ;  but  with  a  proper  study  of  character,  and  a 
promptness  to  discover  and  check  those  who  are  tempted ;  to 
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assist  and  lead  them  back  to  a  t^learer  sense  of  true  honor  which 
can  only  consist  in  truth,  we  incline  to  the  opinion  that  the  sys- 
tem-will, in  the  long  run,  be  productive  of  good,  rather  than 
of  evil.  The  teacher  who  adopts  the  system,  assumes  a  respon- 
sibility which  cannot  safely  be  ignored. 

There  have  been  changes  among  our  teachers  during  the  year, 
and  some  have  left  us  whose  loss  will  be  felt ;  by  no  means  the 
least  valued  of  whom,  was  Miss  Emerson,  from  the  Heath  Street 
School.  She  has  been  many  years  with  us,  and  the  longer  she 
staid  the  less  willingly  would  we  have  parted  with  her.  She 
was  able  and  faithful. 


Drawing  Teacher. 

The  town  is  about  to  lose  the  services  of  Miss  Hughes,  the 
accomplished  teacher  of  drawing  in  the  High  and  Pierce  Gram- 
mar Schools.  Her  absence  will  probably  be  only  temporary, 
as  she  proposes  spending  a  year  in  Italy,  devoting  herself  to 
art  studies,  in  the  expectation  of  returning  to  her  present  duties, 
with  mind  and  body  renovated,  and  prepared  to  give  her  pupils 
the  advantage  of  her  increased  knowledge  and  experience. 


Music  Teacher. 

In  our  last  Annual  Report,  we  had  occasion  to  express  our 
regret  at  the  loss  of  Mr.  Nathan  Lincoln,  Music  Teacher,  and 
our  fears  lest  we  should  not  readily  fill  his  place.  In  this 
respect  we  have  been  more  fortunate  than  we  then  had  reason 
to  hope.  We  succeeded  in  securing  the  services  of  Mr.  Kreiss- 
mann,  a  gentleman  who  had  lately  become  a  resident  of  Brook- 
line,  but  whose  great  ability  as  a  musician  was  well  known  to 
all  of  us.  We  found,  on  talking  with  him,  that  he  was  much 
interested  in  our  Schools,  and  desirous,  if  possible,  of  making

arrangements  with  us,  in  the  hope,  as  he  said,  of  improving 
the  musical  taste,  and  elevating  the  standard  of  musical  attain- 
ment in  the  town,  which,  he  expected,  would  hereafter  be  his 
home.  In  addition  to  his  knowledge  as  a  musician,  he  had 
already  had  a  very  successful  experience  as  a  teacher  of  children 
in  the  Boston  Schools. 

He  has  been  with  us  for  nearly  a  year  to  the  entire  satisfac- 
tion of  the  Board,  and  to  the  great  advantage  and  delight  of 
scholars  and  teachers.  During  the  last  term  a  class  of  Pri- 
mary Teachers  was  commenced  under  his  instruction,  to  the 
end  that  some  of  the  first  principles  of  music  might  be  imparted 
by  these  ladies  to  their  pupils  after  his  method,  so  that  it  might 
not  be  necessary  each  year  to  go  back  and  begin  anew  in  the 
Grammar  Schools,  but  the  pupils,  having  already  some  knowl- 
edge of  music,  might  be  taken  up  at  an  advanced  point,  and  so 
carried  farther  before  the  end  of  the  course,  than  would  other- 
wise be  possible.  As  yet  this  class  is  an  experiment,  from 
which  we  have  only  hope  of  advantage  to  be  realized  in  the 
future.

In  the  **  Atlantic  Monthly  "  for  January,  February  and  March, 
1869,  appeared  a  series  of  articles,  by  one  of  Boston's  most 
celebrated  physicians,  entitled  '*  Consumption  in  America,"  the 
whole  of  which  is  interesting,  and  should  be  carefully  read  by 
all  who  have  taken  upon  themselves  the  care  of  a  family,  or  the 
charge  of  the  young.  To  one  portion  we  would  call  particular 
attention.  It  is  headed  **  Is  our  system  of  education  a  pro- 
moter of  Consumption?"  The  writer  says  :  **  We  believe  the 
aflSrmative  of  this  question  to  be  true,  at  least  as  applied  to  the 
Northern  and  Western  States.  We  have  had  too  many  bitter 
experiences  of  its  influence  to  have  a  shadow  of  doubt  on  this 
point  in  reference  to  New  England."     ♦♦♦♦♦<«  Wq 
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pride  ourselves,  and  justly  so,  on  our  system  of  public 
school  education.  Without  an  intelligent,  reading  people,  a 
democratic  Commonwealth  is  the  veriest  farce  possible.  Educa- 
tion is  the  life-blood  of  our  republic."  ♦  ♦  ♦  ♦  ♦  «<Hav- 
ing  the  strongest  love  and  respect  for  our  system  of  education, 
we  nevertheless  assert  that  it  is  grossly  imperfect  in  one  particu- 
lar. It  wholly  neglects  the  body  in  the  desire  to  cram  the  mem- 
ory and  stimulate  the  intellect.  Instead  of  looking  to  the  full 
development  of  a  youth,  both  body  and  mind^  where  does  a 
school  system  make  any  prgvision  for  the  proper  manly  and 
womanly  physical  development  of  the  children  ?  A  vacation 
is  occasionally  given ;  but  where  is  the  proper  physical  training 
of  the  pupils  ?  Nowhere*.  Surely  nothing  can  be  more  absurd 
than  this,  but  it  is  nevertheless  true.  What  School  Committee- 
man thinks  of  a  rounded,  well-developed  muscle,  and  vigorous 
frame  of  body  as  the  precursor  of  *  support  and  actual  aid '  to  a 
noble,  well-balanced  intellect?" 

We  wish  we  could  quote  the  whole  of  this  chapter  on  the  er- 
rors and  shortcomings  of  New  England  education,  as  regards 
its  effects  upon  the  health  of  the  rising  generation.  It  is  all 
true,  and  the  only  point  on  which  we  would  take  issue  with  the 
distinguished  writer,  is  the  responsibility  for  this  state  of  things, 
which  he  seems  rather  disposed  to  lay  at  the  door  of  the  **  School 
Committee-men"  and  their  overweening  pride  in  the  system  and 
its  infallibility.  Now  in  this  we  think  the  writer  is  mistaken. 
We  think  it  is  the  people  of  New  England  who  are  at  fault  in 
this  matter,  and  perhaps  more  particularly,  with  some  excep- 
tions, the  teachers,  as  representatives  of  the  literary  or  student 
class,  where  brought  more  closely  in  contact  with  the  rising  gen- 
eration. We  New  Englanders  have  grown  up  in  an  intense  and 
bigoted  love  for  education,  or  more  properly  **  book  learning," 
and  a  prejudiced  feeling  which  sets  all  reasoning  at  defiance, 
that  every  hour,  not  given  by  a  child  to  study,  is  wasted,  or 
worse,  and  that  **  School  Committee-men  "  who  encourage  phy- 
sical education,  or  spend  the  town's  money  in  paying  for  teaching 
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of  the  persons  asking  for  them ;  and  exhibit  the  same  to  the 
Committee  on  the  Library,  whenever  it  shall  be  called  for.

gymnastic  exercises,  not  only  are  wasting  the  money,  but  are 
taking  from  the  teachers  and  children  the  valuable  time  which 
has  always  been  devoted  to  improving  their  minds,  and  are, 
thereby,  showing  themselves  unfit  for  their  great  trust.  How 
often  are  we  told  that  boys,  and  girls  too,  will  always  find  time 
enough  for  play ;  that  they  do  not  want  help  in  that  direction  ; 
that  all  they  want  is  strict  school  hours,  and  good,  severe  teach- 
ers who  will  keep  them  at  their  books,  and  see  that  they  learn 
something  valuable  every  day.  This  it  must  be  acknowledged 
is  the  general  tone  of  feeling  in  almost  any  New  England  com- 
munity. As  an  abstract. proposition,  the  importance  of  physi- 
cal education  is  pretty  generally  admitted.  Mens  sana  in  cor- 
pore  sano  is  acknowledged  to  be  a  desideratum,  a  necessity  per- 
haps, but  the  practical  application  is  another  matter.  We  at 
least  as  a  school  committee  would  clear  ourselves  of  this  respon- 
sibility. Year  after  year  we  have  called  attention  to  the  im- 
portance of  this  subject,  and  we  venture  once  again  to  urge  it 
upon  our  fellow-citizens.  It  is  not  merely  that  physical  educa- 
tion strengthens  and  beautifies  the  human  frame  and  renders  it 
a  more  fitting  habitation  for  the  mind  cultivated  and  refined  by 
education.  It  is  not  merely  that  the  physically  educated  manor 
woman  is  better  prepared  to  continue  mental  exertion  through 
life,  and  to  aim  at  something  higher  than  mere  school  excel- 
lence, nor  that  the  command  which  such  a  one  has  of  the  properly 
balanced,  well-developed  muscles,  is  of  itself  of  infinite  value 
all  through  life ;  but  we  will  go  so  far  as  to  say  that  half  an 
hour  a  day,  taken  from  the  regular  school  studies  and  devoted 
to  proper  physical  exercises,  instead  of  being  lost,  will  enable 
the  pupils  to  devote  so  much  more  energy  to  their  mental  cul- 
ture during  the  rest  of  the  day,  that  they  will  learn  as  much  or 
more  than  they  would  have  done  had  they  devoted  all  the  time 
to  study  without  exercise. 

Influenced  by  these  views  the  Board  have  again  made  an  ar- 
rangement with  a  regularly  trained  teacher  of  Gymnastics  for  a 
temporary  or  experimental  course  of  lessons   at  the  High  and 
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Pierce  Gratntnar  Schools  of  twenty  minutes  a  day,  twice  a  week, 
and  they  would  be  glad  if  the  parents  of  children  in  these 
schools  would  visit  them  at  the  hours  devoted  to  the  exercises, 
and  see  for  themselves  their  character. 


Truanot  and  Ibregulab  Attendance. 

The  crying  evil,  the  bar  to  all  progress  towards  universal 
education  is  irregular  attendance.  Every  School  Keport  calls 
attention  to  it ;  every  Legislature  tries  to  correct  it ;  yet  there 
it  is  flourishing  now  with  as  rank  a  growth  as  if  no  attempt  had 
had  ever  been  made  to  eradicate  it.  Is  there  anything  we  can 
do  that  promises  even  an  approach  towards  improvement?  As 
we  remarked  last  year,  those  who  are  interested  in  the  advance- 
ment of  our  schools,  and  who  read  our  Reports,  are  not  in  need 
of  any  appeals  we  can  make ;  unless  indeed,  there  be  some 
within  the  reach  of  their  influence,  some  ignorant  parents  who 
do  not  appreciate  what  we  offer  to  them  and  their  children  in 
our  free  schools.  If  there  be  any  such  within  the  reach  of  those 
who  read  this  Report, we  would  respectfully  urge  upon  them  to  try 
what  their  influence  will  do.  Ignorance  is  proverbially  improvi- 
dent»  yet  one  would  think  that  if  the  parent  who  can  hardly,  by  the 
work  of  his  hands,  earn  food  for  the  children  growing  up  in  idle- 
ness around  him,  could  be  made  to  understand,  to  feel,  that  by 
merely  taking  advantage  of  what  is  freely  offered  to  him,  by 
simply  permitting  his  children  to  go  to  school,  and  seeing  that 
they  do  go  regularly,  he  could  put  them  on  the  same  footing 
in  regard  to  their  future  welfare  with  the  envied  children  of  the 
wealthy,  and  could  enable  them  in  a  few  years,  with  their  edu- 
cated minds  to  do  more  towards  their  own  support  and  that  of 
the  family  than  all  his  uneducated  labor  can  accomplish,  that 
even  the  most  ignorant  and  improvident  would  hardly  neglect 
so  little  a  thing,  or  would  keep  them  from  school  for  a  day  or  an 
hour  on  any  light  consideration.     But  such  parents  do  not  un-

derstand  this.  In  the  first  place  the  schools  are  free,  their 
children  can  have  an  education  without  expense,  and  what  can 
be  had  »o  cheap,  they  arirue  can  be  little  worth ;  and  it  is  a 
small  matter  whether  their  children  are  educated  or  not.  They 
are  kei)t  from  school  on  any  trifling  excuse,  and  being  eent  thus 
irregularly  soon  learn  to  con8ider  it  of  very  little  consequence 
whether  they  go  to  school  or  not,  and  on  the  slightest  temptation 
they  play  truant,  and  as  the  law  punishes  truancy  by  a  fine 
which  the  parent  must  pay,  the  parent  simply  screens  the  truant 
by  saying  he  kept  the  child  at  home,  and  thus  a  community 
of  evil  between  parent  and  child  is  established,  and  the  hope  of 
any  good  is  small. 

But  OS  is  well  known  the  evil  of  truancy  and  irregular  attend- 
ance does  not  stop  with  the  child  who  is  irregular,  but  extends 
to  the  whole  school  where  such  pupil  belongs. 

We  are  perfectly  aware  that  we  have  pursued  this  line  of 
argument  over  and  over  again  before,  but  it  seems  that  only  by 
reiterating  have  we  any  hope  of  keeping  attention  attracted  to 
this  subject  until  some  remedy  shall  be  devised. 

Within  the  last  few  years  an  attempt  has  been  made  in 
Springfield  and  Worcester,  and  perhaps  in  some  other  places  to 
correct  in  part  this  evil  by  the  establishment  of  ungraded  schools, 
where  children  who  cannot  or  do  not  attend  regularly,  may  be 
sent,  and  taught  by  themselves,  so  that  their  irregularity  need 
•not  interfere  with  the  progress  of  others.  The  success  of  these 
schools  is  said  to  have  exceeded  the  expectations  of  their  origin- 
ators, and  they  have  been  brought  so  favorably  to  the  attention 
of  this  Board,  that  the  subject  was  referred  to  a  Sub-committee 
for  examination.  That  Committee,  composed  of  Mr.  Cabot  and 
Dr.  Amory,  after  looking  carefully  into  the  subject  made  a  re- 
port upon  it,  with  certain  recommendations ;  but  as  it  was  near 
the  end  of  the  fiscal  year,  and  as  it  would  be  neccessary,  if 
these  recommendations  were  acted  upon,  to  provide  another 
schoolroom,  as  well  as  an  additional  teacher,  it  was  thought  ad- 
visable by  the  Board,  to  refer  the  matter  to  the  Town,  before 
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taking  action  upon  it ;  we  therefore  append  the  report  of  those 
gentlemen  that  our  fellow-citizens  may  fully  understand  the 
matter.  One  thing  seems  evident,  that  in  order  to  give  the  ex- 
periment a  fair  trial,  with  a  reasonable  hope  of  success,  it  is 
necessary  that  the  person  to  whom  the  charge  of  the  Ungraded 
School  may  be  entrusted,  should  be  an  experienced  teacher  of 
more  than  ordinary  capacity,  devoted  to  his  profession  and  wil- 
ling to  make  himself  a  missionary  in  the  cause  of  education. 
All  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

UNGRADED    SCHOOLS. 

The  Sub-committee  appointed  Oct.  6,  1869,  to  consider  the 
plan  adopted  at  Springfield  and  elsewhere,  of  so-called  **  Un- 
graded Schools,"  as  means  of  checking  truancy  in  the  public 
schools,  beg  leave  to  report  as  follows : — 

The  essence  of  the  Springfield  plan  consists  in  the  separation 
from  the  rest  of  the  scholars  in  the  Public  Schools,  of  those  who, 
from  any  reason  are  unable  or  unwilling  to  attend  School  reg- 
ularly— and  in  providing  for  their  instruction  by  themselves  un- 
til such  irregularity  shall  cease.  If  such  an  arrangement  is 
practicable,  so  much  at  least  seems  to  be  gained  by  it,  that  the  evil 
influence  of  such  examples,  and  the  disintegrating  effect  upon 
the  whole  organization  of  the  school,  will  be  removed.  It  may 
also,  in  proper  hands  be  made  the  means  of  awakening,  in  those 
thus  set  apart,  a  sense  of  the  injury  and  loss  inflicted  on  them- 
selves by  their  laxity  or  wilful  misconduct. 

A  system  of  this  kind  has  been  in  operation  at  Springfield, 
since  1866,   and  at  Worcester  still  longer.     The  Springfield 
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School  Reports  for  the  succeeding  years  testify  strongly  in  its 
favor.  The  Report  for  1868,  after  giving  some  account  of  the 
Reform  School  established  in  that  city  for  the  purpose  of  carry- 
ing out  the  Statute  provisions  against  truancy,  goes  on  to  say 
(page  5)  * 'there  has  been  established  what  is  called  an  Ungrad- 
ed School,  where  habitual  truants,  who  ought  not  to  be  sent  to 
the  Reform  School  may  be  kept  under  instruction  until  they 
can  return  to  the  Graded  Schools.  This  Ungraded  School  is 
put  in  charge  of  a  gentleman,  who  is  made  the  principal  tru- 
ant officer.  And  it  is  made  his  duty  to  look  up  all  truants, 
and  investigate  the  cases  reported  to  him  from  all  the  public 
schools.     •     •     • 

He  is  to  visit  the  homes  of  such  children,  and  ascertain 
whether  their  parents  and  guardians  know  of  their  absence,  and 
whether  there  is  any  good  reason  for  it.  He  is  expected  to  do 
it  in  a  kind  and  sensible  way,  and  so  as  to  make  parents  feel 
that  he  is  aiding  them,  and  seeking  the  good  of  their  children. 
When  satisfied  that  they  are  real  truants,  and  that  there  is  no 
other  mode  of  preventing  it,  they  are  taken  to  the  Ungraded 
School,  which  they  are  required  to  attend  regularly  until  their  at- 
tainments and  habits  admit  them  to  some  of  the  Graded  Schools. 
In  another  report  the  committee  say,  (1866,  p.  28,)  **  The 
School  commenced  with  three  pupils,  but  the  number  was 
soon  increased.  Several  boys  who  were  not  in  any  of  the 
Schools,  and  had  not  been  for  several  terms,  voluntarily  of- 
fered themselves  for  this  Ungraded  School.  Those  who  best 
know  the  boys  had  little  faith  in  the  success  of  the  School,  * 
*  ♦  *  but  some  who,  at  first,  had  their  misgivings  have 
l)ecome  thorough  converts,  and  are  now  earnest  defenders  of 
it."  »•»••♦*«  The  Ungraded  School  is  doing  a 
^^ood  work  for  those  children  whose  circumstances  seem  to  com- 
pel irregular  attendance.  Some  parents  seem  to  feel,  that  they 
must  have  the  services  of  their  chQdren,  whenever  they  can 
find  work.  Some  find  employment  regularly  one  day  in  a 
week.     Now  it  is  evident  that  a  boy  out  of  school  one-fifth  of 
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the  time  cannot  advance  with  his  class,  with  profit  to  himself, 
or  without  injury  to  others,  and  such  pupils  are  sent  to  this 
school,  not  as  a  disgrace,  or  a  punishment,  but  because  we  can 
there  meet  the  necessities  of  the  parent,  and  still  do  something 
for  the  education  of  the  child.  ••  *  *  In  the  efforts 
put  forth  to  secure  constant  attendance,  some  have  felt  that  the 
inalienable  rights  of  parents  were  not  sufficiently  regarded.  It 
is  not,  I  believe,  claimed  that  the  custody  of  the  child  is  taken 
from  the  parent,  but  it  is  claimed  that  the  custody  of  the  schools 
is  in  the  hands  of  the  ^committee;  that  the  schools  are  of  the 
nature  of  a  trust,  placed  in  their  hands  as  a  board  of  trust, 
and  that  they  are  under  obligation  to  take  that  course 
which  seems  to  promise  the  greatest  good  to  the  greatest 
number  •  •  •  *  •  If  he  (the  parent)  chooses  to 
have  his  child  educated  at  the  public  expense,  to  avail  himself 
of  the  privilege  offered  to  all,  he  is  under  obligation  so  to  do  that, 
as  not  to  interfere  with  the  rights  of  others."  The  committee 
further  say  that  the  percentage  of  absences  decreased  in  a  strik- 
ing manner,  after  the  introduction  of  the  Ungraded  School,  and 
that  the  testimony  of  the  teachers  is  invariably  in  its  favor.  In 
the  Report  for  1867,  (p.  18)  the  Committee  say  of  the  system 
of  the  Ungraded  Schools  in  connection  with  the  Reform  School,' 
<<  Although  it  has  been  in  operation  but  a  little  more  than  a 
year,  its  good  fruits  are  already  abundant,  ♦  •  •  and  out- 
side of  the  schools  themselves  the  system  is  exerting  a  most 
happy  influence,  in  promoting  a  more  regular  attendance  in  all 
the  schools,  and  diminishing  the  class  of  vagrant  and  mis- 
chievous children  in  our  streets." 

At  Springfield  the  Ungraded  School  seems  to  have  been  used, 
in  some  cases  at  least,  as  an  intermediate  step  towards  the  Re- 
form or  Truant  School  proper,  and  has  accordingly  been  made 
a  place  of  confinement.  But  this  does  not  seem  to  be  a  necessary 
part  of  the  scheme.  The  main  project  does  not  appear  to  in- 
volve any  proceedings  under  the  Statutes  against  Truancy, — 
any  necessity  to  provide  a  place  of  confinement,  or  in  short, 
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anything  out  of  the  ordinary  province  of  this  Board  acting  in  the 
exercise  of  their  appointed  discretion  in  assigning  to  particular 
schools,  the  scholars,  who,  in  their  judgment,  ought  to  .attend 
them. 

Whether  a  Reform  School  proper,  provided  with  means  of 
confining  truants,  might  not,  with  advantage,  be  established  in 
this  town,  is  a  separate  question  with  which  your  committee  is 
not  called  upon  to  deal.  But  in  the  meantime,  an  Ungraded 
School,  as  described  above,  seems  to  offer  the  present  prospect 
of  a  remedy,  or  at  least,  a  palliative  for  this  great,  and  increas- 
ing evil — a  remedy  less  harsh,  and  less  cumbrous  in  its  appli- 
cation than  the  Reform  School,  and  moreover  requiring,  for  its 
immediate  introduction,  nothing  further  than  the  provision  of  a 
separate  room,  and  a  special  teacher,  and  the  establishment  of 
some  simple  machinery  for  putting  it  into  operation.  They  are 
accordingly  prepared  to  recommend  that  an  experiment  be  made 
upon  this  basis  forthwith. 

As  to  the  regulations  that  should  govern  the  assignment  of 
scholars  to  the  Ungraded  School,  and  their  restoration  at  the 
proper  time  to  the  regular  schools,  your  committee  would  suggest 
that  the  teachers  of  all  the  schools  be  requested,  as  heretofore, 
to  follow  up  all  cases  of  suspected  truancy,  and  use  all  means 
in  their  power  to  check  delinquency,  and  if  unsuccessful  to  report 
the  names  of  all  scholars  needing  the  application  of  further 
means,  to  the  Truant  Officer,  who  shall  be  required  to  visit  each 
school  in  the  town,  twice  every  week,  during  the  school  year, 
for  the  purposes  of  collecting  such  names,  and  to  make  diligent 
investigation  of  all  such  cases,  reporting  the  result  of  such  in- 
vestigation on  the  last  day  of  the  month,  to  that  member  of  the 
Board,  whose  duty  it  is  to  supervise  the  School  in  which  such 
delinquency  occurs,  by  whom  the  same  shall  be  referred  to  the 
full  Board,  for  their  further  action  at  their  next  meetihg. 

And  your  Committee  would  suggest  that  a  Truant  Officer  be 
appointed,  whose  daily  duties  shall  not  prevent  him  from  fully 
carrying  out  these  provisions. 
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And  we  would  recommend  that  a  sub-committee  be  appoint- 
ed with  power  to  carry  into  effect  the  above  recommendations, 
so  far  as  to  make  an  experiment  thereof,  for  a  period  not  ex- 
ceeding three  months,  to  hire  a  room  and  engage  a  teacher  with 
a  suitable  salary  for  the  said  Town,  and  to  report  in  writing  at 
each  regular  meeting  of  the  Board.

SELECTMEN'S   REPORT. 


Poor. 

All  those  whom  the  Town  are  legally  bound  to  support  from  moneys 
raised  by  taxation  have  been  provided  for  in  the  usual  manner,  and 
temporary  relief  has  been  given  to  others. 

H16HWAT8. 

In  addition  to  the  usual  repairs  extensive  and  permanent  improve- 
ments have  been  made  in  several  of  our  street& 

LoDgwood  Avenue  has  been  re-graded  and  thoroughly  made  in  its 
whole  length,  and  widened  so  as  to  permit  the  making  of  a  sidewalk  on 
the  northerly  side  from  Harvard  to  Kent  Street,  and  on  the  south  dde 
from  Kent  Street  to  the  bridge.     The  cost  of  this  work  is  $4,465.00. 

In  August  last  we  received  notice  from  the  City  of  Boston  that  the 
Longwood  Bridge  had  become  unsafe  for  public  travel,  and  requesting 
us  to  join  them  in  re-building  or  repairing  the  same. 

We  accordingly  appointed  Mr.  E.  S.  Philbrick,  on  the  part  of  the 
Town,  to  consult  with  the  City  engineer  in  relation  to  the  matter,  and 
upon  their  report  it  was  decided  to  repair  the  present  structure. 

This  has  been  done  and  the  expense  charged  to  the  appropriation  for 
Highways,  (there  being  no  special  appropriation  therefor)  its  cost  was 
$2,052.68. 

The  Cambridge  and  Brookline  Bridge  over  Charles  River  has  been 
widened  and  rebuilt  in  a  thorough  manner,  and  the  expense  charged  to 
the  special  appropriations  for  this  purpose. 

Beacon  Street  from  Tappan  Street  to  Mr.  Beegan's  has  been  -worked 
to  its  full  width  ef  £fty  feet  and  graded  according  to  a  profile  adopted 
by  the  Board  some  two  years  since. 
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This  portion  of  the  street  was  in  a  very  bad  condition  and  required 
immediate  attention,  and  as  wo  could  procure  the  stone  for  the  purpose 
in  the  immediate  vicinity  without  any  cost  to  the  Town  except  quarry- 
ing, we  availed  ourselves  of  the  opportunity  and  have  built  a  good  stone 
road  at  a  cost  of  about  $6,000.  Tappan  Street  has  been  made 
out  to  its  full  width  of  forty  feet  from  Cypress  Street  to  the  lands  of 
W.  I.  Bowditch,  Esq.,  and  underdrained  at  a  cost  of  $3,014. 

Walnut  Street  from  the  estate  of  A.  Winsor,  Esq.,  to  Cypress 
Street  has  been  widened  to  40  feet  Cypress  Street  at  the  junction  of 
Walnut  has  also  been  widened  and  the  connection  of  the  two  streets 
improved.  The  land  necessary  for  this  widening  has  been  purchased  of 
Samuel  Clark,  Esq.,  who  being  about  making  improvements  on  his  es- 
tate offered  it  to  us  on  terms  which  we  deemed  it  for  the  interest  of  the 
Town  to  accept 

The  cost  of  this  improvement  is  about  $1,700,  and  has  been  charged 
to  Highway  account.  Warren  Street  for  a  few  hundred  feet,  opposite 
the  end  of  Dudley  Street  has  been  widened  to  the  line  of  location  as 
made  by  the  County  Commissioners  of  1849  at  a  cost  of  $450, 
and  we  recommend  that  the  work  be  completed  to  Walnut  Street.  Uu- 
derdrains  have  been  laid  in  this  street  from  Cottage  to  and  through  Dud- 
ley Street,  and  the  land  of  Mrs.  Bowditch  to  the  Brook.  Cottage  Street 
has  also  been  underdrained  from  Goddard  Avenue  to  the  Town  line. 

Owing  to  the  nature  of  the  soil  we  have  been  obliged  to  build  retain- 
ing walls  and  make  additional  slopes  of  the  banks  on  the  upper  side  of 
Avon  Street  against  the  land  of  W.  F.  Weld,  Esq.,  at  a  cost  of  $800. 
This  being  to  us  an  unexpected  expense  and  therefore  not  pro- 
vided for  has  been  charged  to  the  Highway  account 

About  2,800  yards  of  stone  and  a  similar  amount  of  concrete  gutters 
have  been  laid  in  our  streets. 


New  Streets. 

Irving  Street  as  laid  out  and  accepted  has  been  graded  and  concrete 
gutters  have  been  made  on  both  sides. 

The  grading  of  Hammond  Street  has  been  completed  and  the  street 
is  now  open  for  traveL  A  portion  of  this  street  requires  fencing,  and 
we  recommend  a  re-appropriation  of  the  unexpended  balance  of  the  old 
appropriation  for  this  purpose. 
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Sammit  Avenae  from  Beacon  Street  to  the  sammit  of  the  hill  has 
been  graded  to  the  width  as  ordered  by  the  County  Oommissioners,  and 
the  whole  length  to  the  Brighton  line  is  under  oontraot  to  be  completed 
by  the  fifteenth  of  April  next 

The  original  appropriation  for  making  this  street  was  |3»500.  The 
amount  expended  up  to  the  present  time  is  $2,397,  and^  for  finishing 
the  work  an  appropriation  of  $1,600  is  now  recommended* 

Widening  Streets. 

The  widening  of  Harvard  and  Brighton  Streets,  as  ordered  by  the 
County  CommissioDers,  was  commenced  as  soon  as  practicable  after  the 
receipt  of  their  order,  and  continued  as  long  as  the  season  permitted. 
There  has  been  appropriated  for  land  damage  and  making  these 
streets,  the  sum  of  $32,000.  The  amount  expended  is  $32,195.58,  of 
this  amount  the  sum  of  $6,542.27,  is  for  drainage  and  edge  stone,  and 
was  not  included  in  the  original  estimates  for  this  work.  One  half 
the  cost  of  this  edge  stone  has  been  assessed  on  the  abuttors,  and  there 
is  also  due  to  the  Town  from  the  County,  the  sum  of  seven  hundred 
and  fifty  dollars,  on  account  of  grade,  damage,  and  for  finishing  these 
streets,  an  appropriation  of  $12,000  will  be  required. 

In  answer  to  a  petition  of  some  of  our  citizens,  the  County  Commis- 
sioners have  relocated  Boylston  Street  from  Cypress  Street,  West  to 
the  Town  line,  and  have  also  widened  said  street  from  Cypress  to  Wal- 
nut Street,  and  we  are  ordered  to  execute  the  work  during  the  ensuing 
season. 

Your  Board  would  also  recommend  the  lowering  of  the  grade  over  Brad- 
ley's Hill,  in  accordance  with  the  plan  and  profile,  as  prepared  by  £. 
S.  Philbrick,  C  E.  These  plans  and  estimates  of  cost  will  be  pre* 
sented  to  the  Town,  at  the  annual  meeting,. and  the  necessary  appro- 
priations asked  for. 

As  directed  by  vote  of  the  Town,  passed  at  the  meeting  held  April 
11,  1870,  your  Board  petitioned  the  County  Commissioners  to  relocate 
and  widen  Washington  Street,  from  the  southerly  end  of  the  Railroad 
Bridge,  to  the  Brighton  line.  Upon  this  petition,  a  hearing  was  held 
in  June  last,  when  after  a  discussion  of  the  plans  then  presented  the 
subject  was  laid  on  the  table. 

A  plan  for  the  widening  of  the  Bridge  and  Street  in  the  vicinity  of 
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the  Bailroad  Depot,  has  since  been  presented  to  ub,  which,  if  adopted, 
will  cost,  as  estimated,  $40,000.  This  plan  proposes  to  widen  the 
street  to  the  northerly  line  of  the  passage  ways  now  leading  to  the 
depot.  As  this  improvement  woald  be  a  very  great  benefit  to  the 
abutting  estates,  we  think  they  ought  to  bear  a  portion  of  the  expense. 
No  offers  to  this  effect  having  been  received,  and  as  we  are  aware  that 
the  Commissioners  are  not  disposed  to  charge  but  a  small  portion  of 
the  cost  upon  the  County,  we  refer  the  matter  to  the  Town  for  their 
consideration. 

Your  Board  being  requested  to  report  their  views  upon  the  subject  of 
road  repairing,  would  say,  first,  in  regard  to  the  system  of  repairs,  we 
recommend  the  employment  of  a  superintendent  of  streets,  who  shall 
under  the  direction  of  the  Selectmen,  have  the  entire  charge  of  the 
repairs  of  our  streets,  bridges,  etc. 

In  regard  to  the  material  to  be  used  for  repairs,  much  depends  upon 
the  nature  of  the  soil  over  which  the  road  is  constructed,  the  subsoil  of 
the  most  of  our  streets  in  the  southerly  part  of  the  Town  being  of  clay 
gravel,  and  very  retentive  of  moisture,  renders  it  necessary  that  they 
should  be  thoroughly  underdrained.  ^he  road  beds  of  the  main  thor- 
oughfares, should  be  made  of  stone.  As  a  general  rule,  we  recommend 
that  in  repairing,  btone  and  gravel  should  be  used,  and  well  rolled  in. 
A  stone  roller  weighing  five  tone  has  been  purchased  for  this  purpose, 
and  used  to  good  advantage  the  past  summer.

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Six  thousand  six  hundred  and  fifty-five  feet  of  new  ourbstone  hare 
been  set  and  about  2,500  feet  of  old  curbstone  reset.  3treet-cros6iDgs 
haye  been  put  down  at  some  of  the  most  important  placet,  and  for  the 
convenience  of  the  walking  public  many  more  are  needed  which  we 
hope  to  see  put  down  this  season. 

FiBB  Department. 

In  the  opinion  of  jour  Board  the  time  has  arrived  when  some  changes 
should  be  made  in  the  organisation  of  this  department,  we  therefore 
recommend  the  Town  to  omit  the  choice  of  Firewards  at  the  annual 
March  meeting,  and  that  the  Selectmen  be  requested  to  appoint,  in  con- 
formity with  the  General  Statutes,  a  Board  of  Engineers.  This  change 
is  deemed  advisable  f^m  the  fact  that  the  Firewards  have  no  control  of, 
or  supervision  over,  either  the  members,  or  the  property  of  the  depart- 
ment except  when  actually  on  duty,  and,  as  with  the  growth  of  the 
Town,  this  department  must  naturally  increase,  its  afikirs  can  be  as 
economically  administered,  and  its  efficiency  promoted,  by  being  placed 
under  its  proper  head. 

The  En<:^ne  has  been  thoroughly  repaired,  and  repainted,  and  is  now 
in  good  order.  The  '*  Good  Inteqt  Hose  Go."  have  been  removed  with 
their  apparatus  and  all  surplus  Hose  to  the  new  Hose  House  in  the  vil- 
lage. The  greater  portion  of  our  Hose  having  been  in  use  for  a  number 
of  years  is  now  nearly  worthless,  and,  at  least,  1,000  feet  of  new 
Hose  should  be  purchased  immediately,  and  for  this  purpose  an  appro- 
priation is  recommended. 

Since  the  removal  of  the  Hose  Go.  to  the  new  house,  a  company  has 
been  formed  to  take  charge  of  the  Hook  and  Ladder  Garriage,  and  the 
carriage  and  apparatus  have  been  refitted  and  put  in  good  order.  A  peti- 
tion having  been  presented  to  us  for  an  increase  of  the  pay  of  the  mem- 
bers of  the  department  from  the  present  rates  to  |25  per  year,  it  was 
voted  to  refer  the  subject  to  the  Town  at  the  annual  March  meeting, 
with  the*recommendation  that  the  pay  bo  so  increased. 


Hydrants  and  Brsirvoirs. 

At  the  last  March  meeting  an  appropriation  wan  made  to  defray  the 
expense  of  placing  additional  Hydrants  on  Boylston  Street,  and  con-

neoting  the  same  with  the  Ck>ohitiiate  Water  pipes.  We  have  applied 
to  the  Gochitaate  Water  Board  to  put  in  these  Hydrants,  and  have 
received  theit  promise  to  do  so  ;  but  as  jet  they  have  done  nothing  for 
OS.  We  recommend  an  appropriation  of  the  same  amonnt  for  this  purpose 
this  year.  We  also  recommend  the  building  of  a  Beservoir  on  Har- 
vard Square,  and  for  this  purpose  an  appropriation  of  $1,500  will  be 
required.  » 

Nbw  Hosb  Housb. 

In  pursuance  of  votes  of  the  Town,  we  have  erected  u^on  the  land 
purchased  last  year  for  this  purpose,  a  substantial  brick  building  with 
ample  accommodations  for  the  Hose  Go.  and  a  Steam  Fire  Engine, 
whenever  one  shall  bo  needed.  The  building  is  45  by  46  feet,  two 
stories,  with  French  roof  and  a  finished  cellar  under  the  whole  in 
which  are  the  usual  conveniences  for  the  care  of  the  Hose,  eta  On 
the  first  floor,  in  addition  to  the  Engine  room  and  stable,  are  four  cells 
for  the  Police  Station.  On  the  second  floor  are  two  robma  for  Police 
uses,  the  company  hall,  room  for  men  connected  with  steamer,  haj 
loft,  etc    On  the  third  floor  are  four  lodging  rooms  and  a  large  halL 

POLIOB. 

Agreeably  to  the  wishes  of  our  citisens,  as  expressed  at  the  last 
annual  meeting,  a  force  of  day  and  night  Police  have  been  regularly 
employed  during  the  year.  The  number  of  arrests  and  committals  for 
the  year  are  204,  and  129  persons  have  been  lodged  at  the  Station 
House.  The  appropriation  required  for  this  department  will  be  the 
same  as  last  year. 

Sbwbrs  and  Undebdkaining  Stbxbts. 

As  recommended  in  the  Seport  of  last  year,  a  main  drain  or  Sewer 
should  be  constructed  from  the  lower  end  of  the  present  conduit  in 
Aspinwall  Avenue  to  tide  water,  and  underdrains  should  be  |laid  in 
Washington  Street,  from  Beacon  to  Park  Street.  During  the  year  main- 
drains,  sewers,  and  underdrains,  together  with  the  necessary  cesspools 
and  man-holes  have  been  constructed  as  follows :

TRUSTEES  OF  THE  BROOUIHE  PUBLIC  II8RIIRY, 


Bbookline,  March  1,  1871. 

In  presenting  to  the  Town  H  brief  fltntement  of  the  history  of 
llie  Public  Library  for  the  past  year,  the  Trustees  would  con- 
gratulate the  citizens  upon  its  continued  prosperity  and  useful- 
ness.    The  year  had  been  marked  by  many  tokens  of  progress. 

The  number  of  visitors  has  largely  increased,  and  the  call  for 
books  has  taxed  our  means  of  delivery  to  the  utmost.  The 
additions  to  the  Library  proper,  as  well  as  to  the  list  of  periodi- 
cals in  the  Beading  Room,  are  generally  of  permanent  interest 
and  value. 

A  new  and  complete  catalogue  is  in  course  of  preparation, 
and  will  soon  be  ready  for  the  press.  This  long  desired  aid 
will  prove  of  great  advantage  to  die  reading  community,  and 
together  with  other  additional  facilities,  will,  it  is  hoped,  render 
the  delivery  of  books  more  easy  for  the  assistants,  and  less  te- 
dious to  visitors. 

The  past  year  will  be  memorable  in  the  history  of  our  Town 
for  the  gift  to  the  Publio  Library  of  Ten  Thousand  Dollars 
from  Mr.  John  L.  Oardner,  a  citizen  of  Brookline.  This  do- 
nation was  without  restriction  or  condition ;  and  the  Board  of 
Trustees,  in  behalf  of  the  Town,  communicated  to  Mr.  Grard* 
ner  their  appreciation  of  his  munificence. 
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Mr.  Gardner's  letter,  with  the  accompanying  check  for 
llOyOOOy  was  dated  January  Qth^  1871 ;  and  immediately  after 
the  receipt  thereof,  the  Board  met  for  deliberation  on  the  sub- 
ject. The  Trustees  were  unanimous  in  the  determination  to 
invest  this  sum,  and  to  preserve  it  as  a  distinct  investment,  to 
be  known  as  the  **  Gardner  Fund,''  the  interest  whereof  should 
be  devoted  to  the  purchase  of  such  rare  or  choice  books  as 
would  not  ordinarily  be  within  the  limits  of  the  current  town 
appropriations. 

All  books  which  shall  be  purchased  from  the  *<  Gardner 
Fund  '*  will  be  so  marked ;  and  in  a  few  years  a  noble  collec- 
tion of  standard  and  valuable  works  will  be  the  result  of  this 
timely  and  much-prized  gift  of  our  respected  fellow-citizen, 
whilst  the  Fund  itself  will  remain  an  unfailing  dource  of  supply. 

As  a  slight  testimonial  to  the  donor,  the  Trustees  voted  that 
the  Beading  Room  should  be  hereafter  known  and  designated 
as  Gardner  Hall. 

Tha  constantly  increasing  demand  for  books  has  rendered 
necessary  the  engagement  of  a  second  assistant  Librarian. 
With  this  additional  force  the  Trustees  are  enabled  to  meet  the 
wishes  of  a  large  number  of  citizens,  and  the  Library  will  hence- 
forth be  open  to  the  public  from  10,  A.  M.  to  1,  P.  M.,  as 
well  as  during  the  afternoon  and  evening. 

An  appropriation  of  $1,000  for  making  and  printing  the  new 
catalogue  is  recommended,  in  addition  to  the  regular  appropria- 
tions, for  purchasing  books,  and  maintaining  the  institution.

To  the  Trustees  of  the  Public  Library  : 

Gentlemen  : — ^The  Library  has  now  been  established  thir- 
teen years,  and  the  increased  interest  of  the  public  In  it,  the 
great  number  of  books  read  and  consulted,  and  the  large  extent 
to  which  all  classes  of  the  citizens  frequent  the  Beading  Boom, 
must  be  certainly  gratifying  to  the  friends  of  the  institution. 
During  the  first  ten  or  twelve  years  of  the  existence  of  the  Li- 
brary, its  friends  foresaw  what  would  be  its  advantages  to  the 
town,  and  felt  positive  that  its  privileges  would  be  improved 
and  appreciated,  if  an  appropriate  buildmg  with  attractive  and 
convenient  arrangements  could  be  offered  to  the  citizens.  Such 
a  building  and  such  arrangements  are  now  offered ;  and  they 
fully  realize  the  anticipated  results.  Compared  to  the  old  ac- 
commodations in  the  Town  Hall,  the  gain  is  almost  infinite  to 
the  public,  as  well  as  to  those  who  do  the  work  in  the  Library. 

Since  our  last  annual  report,  more  than  33,000  volumes  have 
been  borrowed  from  the  Library.  These  books  have  been  taken 
to  all  parts  of  the  town,  from  Walnut  Hill  to  Longwood,  fur- 
nishing, we  believe,  an  amount  of  informatipn  and  rational  en- 
tertainment not  to  be  secured  by  an  equal  outlay  of  money  in 
any  other  direction. 

During  the  year  the  Library  has  been  open  for  the  delivery 
of  books  307  days,  from  3  o'clock  P.  M.  to  9  o'olock  P.  M. 
The  Beading  Boom,  now  called  Gardner  Hall  in  accordance 
with  a  vote  of  the  Trustees,  has  been  open  to  the  public  during 
the  same  hours ;  and  the  average  number  daily  visiting  this  hall 
to  read  the  magazines  and  periodicals  placed  on  the  tables  there, 
has  been  somewhat  more  than  thirty.  We  are  glad  to  be  able 
to  say  tliat  the  magazines  have  generally  been  carefully  used. 
But  two  or  three  instances  of  depravity  and  stealing  have  oc- 
curred. Some  one  with  despicable  meanness  cut  from  the 
binding  London  Punch  for  December  and  January,  and  surrep- 
titiously carried  it  from  the  building.     This  case  we  have  put 
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into  the  hands  of  the  Police,  and  hope  to  make  a  public  exam- 
ple of  such  dastardly  vandalism.  We  would  invite  aH  well- 
disposed  persons,  who  visit  the  Reading  Room,  to  co-operate 
with  us  in  preventing  all  or  any  annoyances  there ;  and  we 
sincerely  hope  that  any  mischief  witnessed  there  will  be  at  once 
reported  to  the  Librarian.

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Here  are  fifty-rsix  selected  periodicals  supplied  for  the  citizens 
as  soon  as  practicable  after  their  publication.  The  object 
aimed  at  in  the  selection  has  been  to  furnish  the  best  in  our 
language  in  every  department  of  this  kind  of  literature.  And 
the  unrestricted  use  of  the  Reading  Room  will  be  indicated  by  the 
following  rcfgulation ;  — 

**  All  persons  above  the  age  of  fourteen  years,  of  respectable 
character,  and  of  such  orderly  conduct  and  condition  as  not  to 
interfere  with  the  occupations  and  comfort  of  others,  shall  have 
free  access  to  the  Reading  Room,  during  all  the  regular  hours.'* 

We  cannot  report  entire  satisfieu^tion  in  regard  to  the  care,  or 
rather  want  of  care,  exhibited  by  some,  for  the  books  while  in 
their  possession.  A  book  in  constant  use,  even  under  proper 
treatment,  will  in  time  become  unfit  for  further  circulation. 
But  with  ordinary  care,  a  book,  covered  as  all  ours  are,  would 
last  a  long  time.  A  majority  of  the  borrowers  treat  the  books 
well ;  but  others  do  not  treat  them  well*  To  talk  with  some  of 
these  latter,  one  would  infer  that  the  ill-treatment  of  the  books 
was  not  intentional,  so  much  as  it  was  consequent  upon  ignor- 
ance of  the  mnnner  in  which  a  book  ought  to  be  treated.  And 
there  are  still  others  who  in  addition  to  being  culpable  of  abus- 
ing the  books,  are  equally  culpable  of  violating  the  eighth  com- 
mandment of  the  decalogue ;  such  are  fined  or  are  denied  the 
privilege  of  further  borrowing  books  from  the  Library.  Still 
the  evil  is  not  wholly  remedied,  and  hence,  much  of  the  assist- 
ants' time  is  unnecessarily  taken  up  in  covering  books,  and 
equally  unnecessarily  is  our  bill  increased  at  the  book-binders. 
Undoubtedly  the  individuals  who  frequent  our  library  and  avail 
themselves  of  its  privileges,  will  compare  favorably  with  those 
frequenting  similar  institutions  in  other  towns.  Still  there  i6 
room  for  improvement,  for  which  we  earnestly  solicit  the. 
cooperation  of  all  good  citizens. 

We  are  glad  to  say  that  good  progress  has  been  made  in  the 
new  Catalogue  which  is  so  much  needed.     The  manuscript  for 
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the  whole  of  it  will  be  ready  for  the  printer  in  a  few  months  at 
longest. 

A  classification  of  the  pamphlets  belonging  to  the  library  has 
also  been  begun,  and  we  hope,  will  be  carried  nearer  to  com- 
pletion during  the  coming  year.

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REPORT. 


The  Board  has  been  organized  this  past  year  with  Mr  Thomas 
Parsons,  Chairman,  and  Robert  Amory,  Secretary,  and  has 
been  quite  active  in  the  inspection  of  the  management  and  con- 
dition of  the  yarious  schools. 

The  Town  will  be  expected  at  its  next  annual  meeting  to  fill 
the  vacancies,  occurring  by  the  expiration  of  the  term  of  office 
of  Messrs  Brooks  and  Benton,  and  Dr.  Wesselhoeft.  We  con- 
sider that  our  schools  are  steadily,  though  perhaps  slowly,  under- 
going the  improvements  called  for  by  the  requirements  of  the 
present  day,  and  that  the  scholars  who  finish  their  course  in  our 
Schools  are  in  very  few  ways  deficient  in  the  education  which  is 
given  by  Schools  in  our  neighborhood.  We  can  hardly  expect 
in  our  Public  School  system  to  give  as  complete  an  education  as 
can  be  obtained  in  universities,  colleges,  or  State  institutions 
for  learning ;  but,  so  far  as  may  be  required  for  the  practical 
education  of  the  youth  who  complete  the  course  of  study  in  our 
Schools,  they  are  fitted  either  for  the  ordinary  work  of  every- 
day life,  or,  if  they  desire  it,  can  continue  their  education  in 
the  more  advanced  institutions  referred  to. 


High  School. 

In  November  last,  we  appointed  a  Sub-Committee  for  the 
inspection  and  improvement  of  the  course  of  study  in  the  High 
School  and  with  a  view  of  determining  whether  there  would  be 
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any  advantage  in  sab-diyiding  this  school  into  an  English  and 
Classical  Department.  Owing  to  the  increased  expense  of 
c  rjring  on  the  two  Departments,  independently,  it  was  consid- 
ered advisable  to  defer  action  until  some  sach  demand  should  be 
made  by  the  '  own.  By  some  members  of  the  Board  it  was 
considered  that  a  more  complete  education  in  each  Department 
might  be  attained,  if  such  a  division  were  made.  At  present,  a 
superficial  knowledge  of  certain  branches  of  study  is  obtained 
under  a  course  containing  too  much  variety  for  thoroughness  in 
each  branch.  In  accordance  with  the  report  of  this  Sub-Com- 
mittee the  Board  made  the  following  changes  in  Text  Books, 
and  order  of  studies : 

Rhetoric : — ^For  the  Text  Books  on  Rhetoric  heretofore  used, 
they  substituted  a  book  on  **  Outlines  of  Composition  **  by 
Zander  and  Howard ;  and  insisted  upon  having  the  compositions 
read  by  their  authors  before  the  class,  each  one  being  made  the 
subject  of  criticism  by  the  members  of  the  class.  This  will  train 
the  scholars  to  a  habit  of  critical  hearing,  will  keep  attention 
awake ;  and  will,  if  rightly  conducted,  make  the  hour  one  of 
interest. 

French  : — ^Though  the  pronunciation  of  this  modem  language 
is  far  from  what  might  be  attained  under  the  instruction  of  a 
teacher  who  had  learned  the  accent  in  childhood,  yet  it  is  suffi- 
ciently correct  for  the  object  in  view  by  the  great  majority  of 
the  scholars.  It  was  considered  by  this  Sub-Committee  that 
the  teachers  and  scholars  are  too  much  inclined  to  select  Text 
Books  of  too  trivial  a  character,  from  which  no  instruction  apart 
from  the  use  of  idioms  can  be  obtained,  and  recommended  a 
course  of  reading  varied  with  historical  and  poetic  works  as  well 
as  the  lighter  dramatic  volumes.  Li  accordance  with  their  Re- 
port the  Board  prescribed  the  list  of  French  books  mentioned  on 
page  14  of  the  Rules  and  By-Laws. 

Scientific  Department — Astronomy : — Instead  of  studying  this 
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branch  in  the  third  year,  the  Board  has  placed  it  in  the  fourth 
year,  and  has  adopted  a  new  and  more  recent  book  than  that 
heretofore  used,  viz  ;  Lockyer's  Outlines  of  Astronomy. 

Chemistry,  heretofore  taught  in  the  third  year,  is  now  re- 
quired in  the  second  year.  Instead  of  Physiology,  before  now 
imperfectly  comprehended,  being  regularly  taught,  a  book  on 
Hygiene,  containing  a  sufficient  amount  of  the  laws  of  health, 
has  been  substituted.  When  it  is  considered  that  medical  stu- 
dents are  instructed  in  this  study  with  great  care,  with  instru- 
ments adapted  to  the  present  knowledge  of  science,  and  by 
highly  educated  physicians,  it  is  readily  understood  how  little 
advantage  can  be  derived  by  the  teaching  of  non-professional 
persons,  and  with  the  erroneous  and  imperfectly  written  School 
books  on  Physiology. 

A  more  elementary  book  on  Natural  Philosophy  has  been 
introduced  with  the  hope  of  continuing  the  study  of  this  branch 
by  the  more  advanced  book  heretofore  used.  With  the  intro- 
ductory knowledge  obtained  by  this  order  of  studying  Chemistry, 
and  Natural  Philosophy,  it  is  hoped  that  a  better  understand- 
ing of  the  laws  of  Physics  will  add  to  the  comprehension  of 
Physical  Geography,  which  will  hereafter  be  required  in  the 
third  instead  of  the  first  year.  The  Board  has  also  introduced 
the  use  of  Guyot's  **  Earth  and  Man,**  as  a  Text  Book.  The 
success  to  be  obtained  by  these  changes  can  be  determined  after 
a  year's  trial. 


Physical  Education. 

The  attempt  to  introduce  a  system  of  Calisthenic  Exercises, 
under  a  proper  instructor,  referred  to  in  our  last  Annual  Re- 
port, has  been  unsuccessful,  and  the  services  of  the  teacher » 
engaged  for  that  purpose,  were  dispensed  with  early  in  June. 
This  gentleman  was  quite  faithful  in  his  instructions  to  the  schol- 
ars submitted  to  him,  but  the  advantages  of  this  method  of  exer- 
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cise  were  not  sufficient  to  warrant  its  pemnment  iotrodactioo 
into  our  cchool  sydtem.  It  is  simplj  sag^e^ed  that  the  teadiOB 
fbould  encourage  out-oMoor  exercue  both  among  boys  and 
girU,  and  not  orer-cax  the  intellectual  powers  of  either.  It  ia 
not  afl  easj  to  persuade  the  girl^  to  exerciae  m  the  open  air,  as  it 
i«  the  boT0,  and  it  is  quite  certain  that  much  of  the  ill-bealth  c^ 
New  England,  women  i«  due  to  their  in-door  occupations  during 
childhood.  Inasmuch,  howerer,  as  but  five  hours  are  occupied 
with  scho^>l  duties  during  the  day,  leaving  sufficient  time  for  prop- 
er exercise  at  other  times,  we  do  not  see  why  it  devolves  upon 
Teachers  and  School  Committees  to  give  our  youth  gymnastic 
exercises.  We  would  remark  that  it  is  the  duty  of  parents  to 
see  to  it  that  their  children  take  sufficient  exercise  to  develop 
their  **  phi>Ical  e^liication.**  If  it  is  the  part  of  the  Town  to 
8U[»ennteD(J  tUla  matter,  let  the  play-grounds  attached  to  each 
bch<>4^1-hou:!'e  be  enlarged,  and  let  a  Gynmasium  be  erected 
under  a  pro|>er  Superintendent,  or  let  a  **  common  **  be  set 
apart  for  the  ui?e  of  the  young  where  they  may  play  base-ball, 
foot-ball  or  cricket,  and  other  games  sufficiently  known  to  be 
con8tantly  enjoyed  by  all  children  !  Gymnastic  exercises  can- 
not with  advantage  be  introduced  into  the  regular  school  exer- 
cijiesy  in  the  opinion  of  the  Committee. 


Music. 

The  instruction  in  singing  under  the  supervision  of  Mr. 
Kreistfman  has  been  attended  by  a  perceptible  improvement. 
The  pupils  seem  interested  in  the  subject,  both  in  regard  to  the 
system  of  reading  at  sight  as  well  as  in  the  more  agreeable  ex- 
ercise of  singing  selected  tunes  in  unison.  We  take  this  public  op- 
portunity of  congratiJating  the  Town  on  having  the  advantage  of 
Mr.  Kreisaraan's  services,  as  well  as  to  thank  that  gentleman  for 
his  courtesy  and  assiduity  in  the  cultivation  of  the  scholars  under 
his  charge. 
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The  training  class  of  Primary  Teachers,  which  Mr.  Kreiss- 
man  was  thoughtful  enough  to  suggest,  gradually  lost  Interest 
in  the  subject  and  the  instruction  was  discontinued* 


DiSOIFLIKB. 

« 

The  discipline  in  our  schools  is  a  matter  of  congratulation  to  our 
efficient  corps  of  instructors.  It  is  not  an  easy  matter  to  keep  in 
proper  order  a  collection  of  boys  and  girls  full  of  life  and  spirit. 
To  properly  govern  a  large  School  is  perhaps  the  most  difficult 
task  required  of  a  teacher.  How  many  different  elements,  dif- 
ferent characters,  different  temperaments  and  peculiarities,  are 
gathered  together  daily  out  of  which  the  teacher  is  expected  to 
bring  forth  order  and  propriety  !  The  first  step  toward  a  suc- 
cessful government  of  a  School  must  necessarily  be  self-govern- 
ment in  the  teacher.  By  far  higher  is  the  mental  dis- 
cipline by  which  we  understand  the  power  of  using  the  facul- 
ties of  the  mind  to  advantage  in  dealing  with  facts  to  be  learned, 
which  without  proper  thought  and  digestion  would  prove  only 
useless  lumber  in  the  memory. 

This  is  to  be  accomplished  only  by  method  combined  with 
principles  of  teaching  clearly  laid  out  and  understood  in  the  be- 
ginning, and  closely  and  rigidly  adhered  to  thereafter. 
It  is  useless  to  task  the  mind  of  a  child  with  studies  beyond  its 
comprehension,  or  to  push  to  the  utmost  its  powers  of  intellect. 
A  study  to  be  beneficial,  and  to  have  its  proper  effect  on  the 
mind  of  a  child  should  be  rather  a  recreation  than  a  task ;  as  it 
must  by  no  means  be  thought  that  such  a  recreation  will  not  re- 
quire the  profoundest  effort  of  mind.  Without  thought  and 
reasoning  the  child's  mind  becomes  thoroughly  confused* 
It  is  only  by  these  powers  of  mind,  duly  exercised,  that  any 
progress  can  be  made  toward  bringing  out  intellectual  capabili- 
ties already  possessed*  ^ 
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Corporal  punishment  is  by  far  the  exception,  rather  than  the 
rule,  in  our  schools.*  However  much  may  have  been  said  against 
its  use,  it  is  still  clearly  demonstrated  that  complete  authority 
on  the  part  of  the  teacher  (especially  in  public  schools)  is  nec- 
essary for  the  proper  regulation  and  well-being  of  the  Schools ; 
it  is,  however,  unquestionably  necessary  to  exhaust  all  moral 
means  of  correction  before  resorting  to  its  use.  A  greater 
means  of  discipline  and  order  lies  in  establishing  self-control  in 
each  pupil. 

These  means,  we  are  happy  to  report,  are  generally  resorted  to 
by  our  teachers,  so  far  as  is  known  to  the  Board.  We  find,  as 
a  result,  lessons  carefully  learned  and  well  understood.  If  an 
exception  to  this  method  is  known  to  parents,  they  may  rest 
assured  that  on  complaint,  a  proper  investigation  will  be  made 
by  the  Committee,  and  these  ideas  enforced. 


Evening  Schools. 

In  accordance  with  a  vote  of  the  town,  an  Evening  School 
was  established  early  in  November,  and  has  been  continued  to 
the  present  time. 

Messrs.  Lanman  and  Bentley  and  Misses  Rideoute  and  Web- 
ster have  been  employed  as  Teachers,  and  the  sessions  of  the 
School  have  been  held  in  the  Room  in  Guild's  Block,  occupied 
during  the  day  by  the  Ungraded  School. 

Four  evenings  in  the  week  were  at^  first  assigned  for  males, 
and  two  for  females,  but  Saturday  evening  having  been  found 
inconvenient  for  the  attendance  of  females,  the  sessions  of  the 
School  on  that  evening  were  discontinued,  and  Mondays,  Tues- 
days and  Thursdays  are  now  assigned  for  the  attendance  of 
males,  and  Wednesdays  and  Fridays  for  that  of  females*

Mr.  Lanman,  the  Principal,  says :  *<About  forty  I  should 
think  might  be  considered  regular  attendants.  About  thirty 
attend  as  regularly  as  the  pupils  in  many  of  our  day  Schools, 
and  their  zeal  and  progress  are  very  gratifying,  fully  demon- 
strating to  my  mind  the  wisdom  of  establishing  the  School. 
The  average  attendance  of  the  females  would  have  been  much 
greater,  had  not  the  School  been  kept  on  Saturday  evenings, 
when  many  of  them  could  not  attend.  The  average  attendance 
on  Wednesday  evenings  has  been  about  seventeen,  and  is  still 
improving,  twenty  having  been  present  on  a  recent  Wednesday 
evening." 

We  would  recommend  that  the  School  be  continued  another 
year,  and  that  an  appropriation  of  $600  be  given  by  the  Town 
for  that  purpose. 


The  Ungraded  School. 

The  Ungraded  School  was  established  last  spring,  by  vote 
of  the  Town,  'as  a  check  upon  irregularity  of  attendance  at  the 
ordinary  Schools.  It  is  'unnecessary  to  enlarge  upon  the  mis- 
chief resulting  both  to  the  offender  and  to  the  rest  of  the  School, 
from  voluntary  irregularity.  The  direct  effects  in  the  deterio- 
ration of  character,  the  encouragement  to  idleness  and  vice, 
and  the  resulting  damage  to  the  community,  are  obvious.  They 
have  repeatedly  attracted  the  attention  of  the  Legislature,  and 
stringent  remedies  have  been  again  and  again  provided  by  the 
Statutes  of  the  Commonwealth  for  their  suppression.     These 
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remedies  however  are  necessnrily  somewhat  cumbrous  in  their 
application,  and  the  penalties  such  as  will  be  likely  to  be  un- 
willingly inflicted  and  easily  evaded.  Moreover,  there  remains 
a  large  part  of  the  evil  to  which  they  do  not  pretend  to  reach. 
It  is  provided  by  these  statutes  that  **  habitual  truants," — 
♦'children  not  attending  School,  or  without  any  regular  and 
lawful  occupation,  or  growing  up  in  ignorance," — or,  **  wan- 
dering about  in  the  streets  or  public  places  of  any  city  or 
town" — may  be  fined,  or  committed  to  a  specified  place  of 
confinement.  [R.  S.  ch,  41,  42:  Stat.  1862,  ch.  207:  Stat. 
1865,  ch.  208.]  What  are  to  be  considered  «*  habitual" 
truants  seems  to  be  nowhere  defined,  except  by  implication  in 
the  requirement  that  any  child  between  the  ages  of  8  and  14 
shall  attend  School  twelve  weeks  annually,  of  which  six  weeks 
shall  be  consecutive.  Beyond  this,  those  having  the  control  of 
the  child  seem  to  be  at  liberty  to  determine  whether  it  shall  at- 
tend School  or  not.  Persistent  irregularity  of  attendance 
during  thirty-four  out  of  forty  weeks  of  the  School  year,  it 
would  seem,  may  be  shielded  from  punishnient  by  the  allega- 
tion of  the  parent  or  guardian  *that  he  has  seen  fit  to  employ  the 
child  otherwise.  Obviously  this  reserved  right  may  be  made 
use  of  with  the  greatest  ease  to  nullify  all  attempts  to  enforce 
regular  attendance.  Moreover,  the  Statute  remedies,  were  they 
more  available,  are  directed  mainly  against  flagrant  cases  of 
vagabondism,  and  though  perhaps  well  enough  fitted  for  the 
needs  of  a  dense  city  population,  are  too  coarse  and  general  to 
reach  a  class  of  cases  in  which  the  evil,  though  of  a  rather  dif- 
ferent kind,  and  less  glaring,  is  not  less  real,  viz.,  the  case  of 
children  who,  from  the  remissness  or  selfishness  of  their  parents 
are,  although  far  within  the  express  requirements  of  the 
Statutes,  yet  so  habitually  irregular  in  attendance  as  to  be  of 
serious  detriment  to  their  Schools.  Among  these  are  a  certain 
number  for  whose  constant  irregularity  there  is  more  or  less  ex- 
cuse,— but  there  can  be  no  excuse  for  making  others  suflFer  for 
their  fault  or  their  misfortune, — and  no  School  can  be  what  it 
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should  be,  wbose  classes  are  liable  to  continual  disorganization  ; 
and  when  the  example  of  irregularity,  from  whatever  cause, 
IS  perpetual. 

It  IS  of  this  class  that  the  Ungraded  School  in  large  part  con- 
sists, and  here  they  should  remain,  so  long  as  the  disability  or 
unwillingness  to  comply  with  the  proper  School  discipline  con- 
tinues. It  is  impossible,  even  were  it  desirable,  to  exclude 
them  altogether ;  yet  they  ought  not  to  be  made  the  means  of 
depressing  the  general  character  of  the  Schools.  And  it  was 
believed  that  upon  this  class  of  cases  the  Ungraded  School 
might  exert  pressure  enough  to  cause  more  careful  discrimina- 
tion to  be  made  by  parents  between  sufficient  and  insufficient 
excuses  for  absence. 

The  Ungraded  School  was  accordingly  established  on  the 
basis  of  the  experience  adverted  to  in  the  last  Report  of  the 
Committee,  In  the  hope  that  it  might  prove  to  some  extent  a 
remedy  for  the  evil,  and  not  merely  a  repression  and  punish- 
ment. It  was  hoped  that,  with  the  liberal  provision  made  by 
the  Town,  a  School  might  be  formed  in  which  special  encour- 
agement and  aid  sLould  be  given  to  those  children  who  have 
fallen  into  careless  habits,  from  want  of  sufficient  interest  in 
their  studies,  to  take  a  fresh  start ; — and  through  which,  at  any 
rate,  the  evil  influence  of  habitual  irregularity,  from  whatever 
cause,  should  be  removed  from  the  regular  Schools. 

The  School  was  opened  May  16,  1870,  in  Jlr.  Guild's 
Building,  near  the  Railroad  bridge,  under  the  charge  of  Miss 
C.  L.  Rideoute,  and  has  continued  in  operation  up  to  the 
present  time,  with  an  average  number  of  17  scholars.  Children 
have  been  transferred  to  it  upon  report  of  the  teacher  and  the 
Truant  Officer  that  they  were  habitually  irregular  in  attend- 
ance ;  and  have  been  returned  to  their  former  Schools,  whenever 
the  Committee  have  been  satisfied,  upon  the  recommendation  of 
Miss  Rideoute,  that  a  permanent  improvement  was  likely  to 
have  been  efiected.  A  large  proportion,  as  already  stated,  con- 
sisting of  those  who  are  kept  at  home  during  one  or  more  days 
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REPORT. 


Thb  Board  has  been  organized  this  past  year  with  Mr  Thomas 
Parsons,  Chairman,  and  Robert  Amory,  Secretary,  and  has 
been  quite  active  in  the  inspection  of  the  management  and  con- 
dition of  the  yarious  schools. 

The  Town  will  be  expected  at  its  next  annual  meeting  to  fill 
the  vacancies,  occurring  by  the  expiration  of  the  term  of  office 
of  Messrs  Brooks  and  Benton,  and  Dr.  Wesselhoeft.  We  con- 
sider that  our  schools  are  steadily,  though  perhaps  slowly,  under- 
going the  improvements  called  for  by  the  requirements  of  the 
present  day,  and  that  the  scholars  who  finish  their  course  in  our 
Schools  are  in  very  few  ways  deficient  in  the  education  which  is 
given  by  Schools  in  our  neighborhood.  We  can  hardly  expect 
in  our  Public  School  system  to  give  as  complete  an  education  as 
can  be  obtained  in  universities,  colleges,  or  State  institutions 
for  learning ;  but,  so  far  as  may  be  required  for  the  practical 
education  of  the  youth  who  complete  the  course  of  study  in  our 
Schools,  they  are  fitted  either  for  the  ordinary  work  of  every- 
day life,  or,  if  they  desire  it,  can  continue  their  education  in 
the  more  advanced  institutions  referred  to. 


High  School. 

In  November  last,  we  appointed  a  Sub-Committee  for  the 
inspection  and  improvement  of  the  course  of  study  in  the  High 
School  and  with  a  view  of  determining  whether  there  would  be 
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any  advantage  in  sub-dividing  this  school  into  an  English  and 
Classical  Department.  Owing  to  the  increased  expense  of 
c  rying  on  the  two  Departments,  independently,  it  was  consid- 
ered advisable  to  defer  action  until  some  such  demand  should  be 
made  by  the  '  own.  By  some  members  of  the  Board  it  was 
considered  that  a  more  complete  education  in  each  Department 
might  be  attained,  if  such  a  division  were  made.  At  present,  a 
superficial  knowledge  of  certain  branches  of  study  is  obtained 
under  a  course  containing  too  much  variety  for  thoroughness  in 
each  branch.  In  accordance  with  the  report  of  this  Sub-Com- 
mittee the  Board  made  the  following  changes  in  Text  Books, 
and  order  of  studies : 

Rhetoric : — For  the  Text  Books  on  Rhetoric  heretofore  used, 
they  substituted  a  book  on  **  Outlines  of  Composition  '*  by 
Zander  and  Howard  ;  and  insisted  upon  having  the  compositions 
read  by  their  authors  before  the  class,  each  one  being  made  the 
subject  of  criticism  by  the  members  of  the  class.  This  will  train 
the  scholars  to  a  habit  of  critical  hearing,  will  keep  attention 
awake ;  and  will,  if  rightly  conducted,  make  the  hour  one  of 
interest. 

French  : — Though  the  pronunciation  of  this  modern  language 
is  far  from  what  might  be  attained  under  the  instruction  of  a 
teacher  who  had  learned  the  accent  in  childhood,  yet  it  is  suffi- 
ciently correct  for  the  object  in  view  by  the  great  majority  of 
the  scholars.  It  was  considered  by  this  Sub-Committee  that 
the  teachers  and  scholars  are  too  much  inclined  to  select  Text 
Books  of  too  trivial  a  character,  from  which  no  instruction  apart 
from  the  use  of  idioms  can  be  obtained,  and  recommended  a 
course  of  reading  varied  with  historical  and  poetic  works  as  well 
as  the  lighter  dramatic  volumes.  In  accordance  with  their  Re- 
port the  Board  prescribed  the  list  of  French  books  mentioned  on 
page  14  of  the  Rules  and  By-Laws. 

Scientific  Detriment — Astronomy : — Instead  of  studying  this 
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branch  in  the  third  year,  the  Board  has  placed  it  in  the  fourth 
year,  and  has  adopted  a  new  and  more  recent  book  than  that 
heretofore  used,  viz  ;  Lockyer's  Outlines  of  Astronomy. 

Chemistry,  heretofore  taught  in  the  third  year,  is  now  re- 
quired in  the  second  year.  Instead  of  Physiology,  before  now 
imperfectly  comprehended,  being  regularly  taught,  a  book  on 
Hygiene,  containing  a  sufficient  amount  of  the  laws  of  health, 
has  been  substituted.  When  it  is  considered  that  medical  stu- 
dents are  instructed  in  this  study  with  great  care,  with  instru- 
ments adapted  to  the  present  knowledge  of  science,  and  by 
highly  educated  physicians,  it  is  readily  understood  how  little 
advantage  can  be  derived  by  the  teaching  of  non-professional 
persons,  and  with  the  erroneous  and  imperfectly  written  School 
books  on  Physiology. 

A  more  elementary  book  on  Natural  Philosophy  has  been 
introduced  with  the  hope  of  continuing  the  study  of  this  branch 
by  the  more  advanced  book  heretofore  used.  With  the  intro- 
ductory knowledge  obtained  by  this  order  of  studying  Chemistry, 
and  Natural  Philosophy,  it  is  hoped  that  a  better  understand- 
ing of  the  laws  of  Physics  will  add  to  the  comprehension  of 
Physical  Geography,  which  will  hereafter  be  required  in  the 
third  instead  of  the  first  year.  The  Board  has  also  introduced 
the  use  of  Guyot's  **  Earth  and  Man,**  as  a  Text  Book.  The 
success  to  be  obtained  by  these  changes  can  be  determined  after 
a  year's  trial. 


Physical  Education. 

The  attempt  to  introduce  a  system  of  Calisthenic  Exercises, 
under  a  proper  instructor,  referred  to  in  our  last  Annual  Re- 
port, has  been  unsuccessful,  and  the  services  of  the  teacher, 
engaged  for  that  purpose,  were  dispensed  with  early  in  June. 
This  gentleman  was  quite  faithful  in  his  instructions  to  the  schol- 
ars submitted  to  him,  but  the  advantages  of  this  method  of  exer- 
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cise  were  not  sufficient  to  warrant  its  permanent  introduction 
into  our  school  system.  It  is  simply  suggested  that  the  teachers 
should  encourage  out-of-door  exercise  both  among  boys  and 
girls,  and  not  over-tax  the  intellectual  powers  of  either.  It  is 
not  as  easy  to  persuade  the  girls  to  exercise  in  the  open  air,  as  it 
is  the  boys,  and  it  is  quite  certain  that  much  of  the  ill-health  of 
New  England,  women  is  due  to  their  in-door  occupations  during 
childhood.  Inasmuch,  however,  as  but  five  hours  are  occupied 
with  school  duties  during  the  day,  leaving  sufficient  time  for  prop- 
er exercise  at  other  times,  we  do  not  see  why  it  devolves  upon 
Teachers  and  School  Committees  to  give  our  youth  gymnastic 
exercises.  We  would  remark  that  it  is  the  duty  of  parents  to 
see  to  it  that  their  children  take  sufficient  exercise  to  develop 
their  "  physical  education.'*  If  it  is  the  part  of  the  Town  to 
superintend  this  matter,  let  the  play-grounds  attached  to  each 
School-houj?e  be  enlarged,  and  let  a  Gymnasium  be  erected 
under  a  proper  Superintendent,  or  let  a  '*  common  "  be  set 
apart  for  the  use  of  the  young  where  they  may  play  base-ball, 
foot-ball  or  cricket,  and  other  games  sufficiently  known  to  be 
constantly  enjoyed  by  all  children  !  Gymnastic  exercises  can- 
not with  advantage  be  introduced  into  the  regular  school  exer- 
cises, in  the  opinion  of  the  Committee. 


Music. 

The  instruction  in  singing  under  the  supervision  of  Mr. 
Kreissman  has  been  attended  by  a  perceptible  improvement. 
The  pupils  seem  interested  in  the  subject,  both  in  regard  to  the 
system  of  reading  at  sight  as  well  as  in  the  more  agreeable  ex- 
ercise of  singing  selected  tunes  in  unison.  We  take  this  public  op- 
portunity of  congratulating  the  Town  on  having  the  advantage  of 
Mr.  Kreissman's  services,  as  well  as  to  thank  that  gentleman  for 
his  courtesy  and  assiduity  in  the  cultivation  of  the  scholars  under 
his  charge. 
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The  training  class  of  Primary  Teachers,  which  Mr.  Kreiss- 
man  was  thoughtful  enough  to  suggest,  gradually  lost  interest 
in  the  subject  and  the  instruction  was  discontinued. 


DlSOTPLINB. 

The  discipline  in  our  schools  is  a  matter  of  congratulation  to  our 
eflScient  corps  of  instructors.  It  is  not  an  easy  matter  to  keep  in 
proper  order  a  collection  of  boys  and  girls  full  of  life  and  spirit. 
To  properly  govern  a  large  School  is  perhaps  the  most  difficult 
task  required  of  a  teacher.  How  many  different  elements,  dif- 
ferent characters,  different  temperaments  and  peculiarities,  are 
gathered  together  daily  out  of  which  the  teacher  is  expected  to 
bring  forth  order  and  propriety  !  The  first  step  toward  a  suc- 
cessful government  of  a  School  must  necessarily  be  self-govern- 
ment in  the  teacher.  By  far  higher  is  the  mental  dis- 
cipline by  which  we  understand  the  power  of  using  the  facul- 
ties of  the  mind  to  advantage  in  dealing  with  facts  to  be  learned, 
which  without  proper  thought  and  digestion  would  prove  only 
useless  lumber  in  the  memory. 

This  is  to  be  accomplished  only  by  method  combined  with 
principles  of  teaching  clearly  laid  out  and  understood  in  the  be- 
ginning, and  closely  and  rigidly  adhered  to  thereafter. 
It  is  useless  to  task  the  mind  of  a  child  with  studies  beyond  its 
comprehension,  or  to  push  to  the  utmost  its  powers  of  intellect. 
A  study  to  be  beneficial,  and  to  have  its  proper  effect  on  the 
mind  of  a  child  should  be  rather  a  recreation  than  a  task ;  as  it 
must  by  no  means  be  thought  that  such  a  recreation  will  not  re- 
quire the  profoundest  effort  of  mind.  Without  thought  and 
reasoning  the  child's  mind  becomes  thoroughly  confused. 
It  is  only  by  these  powers  of  mind,  duly  exercised,  that  any 
progress  can  be  made  toward  bringing  out  intellectual  capabili- 
ties already  possessed.  i

Corporal  punishment  is  by  far  the  exception,  rather  than  the 
rule,  in  our  schools.-  However  much  may  have  been  said  against 
its  use,  it  is  still  clearly  demonstrated  that  complete  authority 
on  the  part  of  the  teacher  (especially  in  public  schools)  is  nec- 
essary for  the  proper  regulation  and  well-being  of  the  Schools ; 
it  is,  however,  unquestionably  necessary  to  exhaust  all  moral 
means  of  correction  before  resorting  to  its  use.  A  greater 
means  of  discipline  and  order  lies  in  establishing  self-control  in 
each  pupil. 

These  means,  we  are  happy  to  report,  are  generally  resorted  to 
by  our  teachers,  so  far  as  is  known  to  the  Board.  We  find,  as 
a  result,  lessons  carefully  learned  and  well  understood.  If  an 
exception  to  this  method  is  known  to  parents,  they  may  rest 
assured  that  on  complaint,  a  proper  investigation  will  be  made 
by  the  Committee,  and  these  ideas  enforced. 


Evening  Schools. 

In  accordance  with  a  vote  of  the  town,  an  Evening  School 
was  established  early  in  November,  and  has  been  continued  to 
the  present  time. 

Messrs.  Lanman  and  Bentley  and  Misses  Rideoute  and  Web- 
ster have  been  employed  as  Teachers,  and  the  sessions  of  the 
School  have  been  held  in  the  Room  in  Guild's  Block,  occupied 
during  the  day  by  the  Ungraded  School.

The  Ungraded  School  was  accordingly  established  on  the 
basis  of  the  experience  adverted  to  in  the  last  Report  of  the 
Committee,  in  the  hope  that  it  might  prove  to  some  extent  a 
remedy  for  the  evil,  and  not  merely  a  repression  and  punish- 
ment. It  was  hoped  that,  with  the  liberal  provision  made  by 
the  Town,  a  School  might  be  formed  in  which  special  encour- 
agement and  aid  sLould  be  given  to  those  children  who  have 
fallen  into  careless  habits,  from  want  of  sufficient  interest  in 
their  studies,  to  take  a  fresh  start ; — and  through  which,  at  any 
rate,  the  evil  influence  of  habitual  irregularity,  from  whatever 
cause,  should  be  removed  from  the  regular  Schools. 

The  School  was  opened  May  16,  1870,  in  Mr.  Guild's 
Building,  near  the  Railroad  bridge,  under  the  charge  of  Miss 
C.  L.  Rideoute,  and  has  continued  in  operation  up  to  the 
present  time,  with  an  average  number  of  17  scholars.  Children 
have  been  transferred  to  it  upon  report  of  the  teacher  and  the 
Truant  Officer  that  they  were  habitually  irregular  in  attend- 
ance ;  and  have  been  returned  to  their  former  Schools,  whenever 
the  Committee  have  been  satisfied,  upon  the  recommendation  of 
Miss  Rideoute,  that  a  permanent  improvement  was  likely  to 
have  been  effected.  A  large  proportion,  as  already  stated,  con- 
sisting of  those  who  are  kept  at  home  during  one  or  more  days 
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of  each  week  by  their  parents,  cases  of  re-transfer  have  not 
been  numerous.  The  whole  number  re-transferred  is  13.  Of 
these,  two  have  since  moved  to  Boston,  one  has  been  sent  to 
the  State  Almshouse,  two  have  remained  in  the  School  but  a 
short  time  ;^-of  the  rest,  six  sent  back  to  the  Ward  Primary 
School,  have  to  show,  since  their  return,  an  average  attendance 
of  92  per  cent, —  the  percentage  of  the  Ward  Primary  School,  for 
the  whole  of  last  year,  having  been  83.  It  seems,  therefore, 
as  if  in  these  cases  something  had  been  accomplished  for  the 
offenders  themselves,  besides  the  gain  from  the  removal  of  a 
stumbling  block  for  others.  The  Truant  Officer  has  made  a 
weekly  report  in  writing  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Board.  One 
of  these  reports  states  that  in  one  of  the  Schools  there  were, 
last  May,  when  his  duties  commenced,  *•  twenty  confirmed 
truants,  not  including  those  who  were  off  once  in  a  while,  but 
such  as  were  absent  for  several  days  or  weeks  in  succession, 
with  no  excuse  except  that  they  chose  to  stay  away.  ♦  ♦  ♦ 
The  result  has  been,  according  to  the  teachers,  that  there  are 
[Dec.  31,  1870]  none  in  the  Schools  that  are  considered 
truants."  As  yet  it  is  too  early  to  decide  definitively,  as  to  the 
best  method  of  conducting  this  School,  should  it  be  continued, 
and  any  opinion  as  to  the  advisability  of  continuing  it  must  be 
somewhat  premature.  The  final  test  of  its  utility  must  of  course 
be  the  effect  on  the  percentage  of  attendance  in  the  Graded 
Schools.  This  could  be  better  judged  of  after  another  year's  ex- 
perience. Thus  far,  there  has  been  a  decided,  though  not  very 
large  improvement.  This  improvement  some  persons  have 
ascribed  solely  to  the  efforts  of  the  Truant  Officer,  Mr.  Gross, 
and  it  has  been  inferred  that  the  Ungraded  School  was  there- 
fore superfluous.  But  it  may  be  questioned  whether  Mr. 
Gross,  devoted  and  efficient  as  he  certainly  is,  would  be  able  to 
accomplish  so  much,  were  he  discovered  to  be  without  any  but 
a  moral  authority  to  back  his  injunctions.  The  Ungraded 
School  gives  to  the  Committee,  and  through  them  to  the  Truant 
Officer,  the  means,  which  they  would  not  otherwise  possess,  of 
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excluding  from  the  ordinary  Schools  those  who  persistently  de- 
cline to  conform  to  a  rule  indispensable  to  their  being  main- 
tained at  their  highest  efficiency.  This,  in  the  absence  of  any 
practicable  method  of  compelling  attendance  is  an  advantage  not 
to  be  despised  by  those  who  regard  education  in  our  Schools  as 
anything  more  than  a  perfunctory  form. 

The  Board,  would,  therefore,  ask  of  the  Town  to  make 
another  appropriation  of  $1,200,  for  the  purpose  of  continuing 
the  experiment  of  this  School  for  another  year. 


Truanct. 

The  subject  of  Truancy  has  for  several  years,  annually 
engaged  the  attention  of  the  Committee. 

There  ia  but  little  Truancy  outside  of  the  Ward  Schools,  and 
it  18  difficult  to  determine  how  much  of  the  irregular  attendance 
IS  by  permission  of  the  parents  and  how  much  is  due  to  Tru- 
ancy. Parents  not  alive  to  the  importance  of  education,  will 
for  very  slight  reasons  detain  their  children  from  School,  and 
for  yet  slighter  reasons  yield  to  their  wish  to  absent  themselves. 
There  has  been  a  slight  improvement  in  the  average  attendance 
in  the  Ward  Schools,  for  this  year  compared  with  the  last ;  tak- 
ing the  months  of  June,  September  and  October,  we  find  for 
1869  the  average  attendance  was  85  5-43  per  cent,  and  for  the 
same  months  for  1870  the  average  attendance  was  88  9-24,  a  little 
over  3  per  cent,  higher.  This  improvement  has  resulted  from 
the  establishment  of  an  Ungraded  School,  and  the  employment 
of  one  of  the  Police  officers,  as  a  Truant  Officer.  As  these 
two  measures  were  adopted  simultaneously,  it  is  difficult  to  say 
what  proportion  of  the  change  is  to  be  attributed  to  one,  and 
how  much  to  the  other. 

It  is  worthy  of  remark,  that  the  employment  of  a  Truant 
Officer  was  not  this  year,  instituted  for  the  first  time ;  though 
his  connection  with  the  Ungraded  School  is  a  novel  measure. 
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However,  without  apportioning  the  influence  to  each  of  two 
measures  we  are  happy  in  the  result.  We  feel  confident  that 
by  a  faithful  Truant  Officer  and  the  means  we  have  otherwise 
instituted  and  have  recommended,  that  though  we  can  never 
hope  to  abolish,  we  may  restrain  irregularity  of  attendance.  It 
might,  perhaps  be  pertinent  here  to  remark  to  those  citizens 
who  have  children  attending  our  Schools,  that  great  embarrass- 
ment to  teachers  and  great  disadvantage  to  the  Schools,  with 
which  they  are  connected,  is  occasioned  by  the  pupils  who  are 
tardy  or  who  leave  School  before  the  close  of  the  Session .  The 
enforcement  of  our  rules  upon  these. points  is  strictly  enjoined 
upon  the  teachers. 

In  order  to  render  more  effectual  the  means  we  have  for  re- 
straining irregularity  of  attendance,  we  ask  of  the  Town  to  ap- 
propriate a  sufficient  salary  to  the  Truant  Officer  on  duttfj  that 
he  may  give  his  constant  attention  to  the  charge  of  visiting 
Schools  and  following  up  Truants.  This  work  has  been  done 
by  police  officer  Gross,  as  faithfully  as  interference  with  his  reg- 
ular police  duties  would  allow.  This  Officer  should  be  under 
the  direction  of  the  School  Committee. 

The  Grammar  Schools  have  been  especially  well  filled  with 
pupils  during  the  past  year,  and  the  Pierce  Schoolhouse  has 
been  very  near  to  being  overcrowded. 

We  appointed  Miss  Barker  from  the  Intermediate  Pierce 
School  to  the  vacancy  occurring  in  the  lowest  room  of  the 
Pierce  Grammar,  and  we  take  pleasure  in  the  announcement  of 
a  successful  corps  of  Instructors  in  that  Department.  To  fill 
the  vacancy  thus  occurring  in  the  Pierce  Intermediate,  we  ap- 
pointed Miss  Mary  B.  Frye,  from  the  Heath  Street  Primary. 
This  teacher  comes  to  us  well  recommended  by  the  Principal  of 
the  Mayhew  School,  Boston,  and  we  are  in  hopes  she  will  prove 
as  successful  in  her  new  position  as  we  found  her  at  the  Heath 
Street  School. 

The  Heath  Street  Primary  School  was  found  too  large  and

unwieldy  for  one  teacher,  and  early  in  October  that  School  was 
subdivided,  giving  the  two  lower  classes  to  the  charge  of  Miss 
Mary  E.  Hyde,  under  whose  instruction  these  pupils  compare 
quite  favorably  with  those  of  our  other  Schools. 

Owing  to  the  frequent  changes  of  teachers  for  the  older  pu- 
pils of  this  School,  we  are  not  yet  fully  satisfied  with  their  at- 
tainments. We  are  in  hopes,  however,  that  the  new  teacher. 
Miss  Schouler,  will  accomplish  in  these  scholars  a  vast  im- 
provement. We  were  compelled  by  the  crowded  attendance  at 
this  school,  to  furnish  a  small  and  inappropriate  room  for  the 
accommodation  of  the  younger  scholars.  As  this  is  entirely  in- 
adequate to  their  needs,  as  well  as  that  used  by  Miss  Thomas 
for  the  use  of  her  numerous  pupils,  we  recommend  to  the 
Town  to  enlarge  this  Schoolhouse  by  the  addition  of  two 
rooms. 

The  promotion  of  Miss  Smith  to  the  room  of  Miss  Crowning- 
shield,  resigned,  occasioned  a  vacancy  in  the  lowest  room  at 
the  Ward  School,  which  was  filled  by  the  appointment  of  Miss 
Hardwicke,  of  Quincy.  We  take  pleasure  in  noticing  a  marked 
improvement  in  the  attendance  at  these  Schools.  Last  spring 
the  Ward  Primary  District  was  subdivided  as  will  be  seen  by  a 
reference  to  the  annexed  **  Rules  atod  By-Laws  for  the  Regulation 
of  the  Schools,"  page  1 1 .  Previously  much  confusion  was  caused 
by  the  fact  that  there  were  two  Primary  Schools  in  one  District. 

Drawing : — Miss  Chaplin,  appointed  to  succeed  Miss  Hughes, 
felt  obliged  to  resign  her  position  on  account  of  ill-health,  and 
the  interference  with  her  other  engagements.  In  consequence 
of  her  withdrawal  we  thought  it  expedient  to  introduce  a  new 
system  of  Drawing  (which  is  the  same  as  that  used  in  the  Bos- 
ton Schools,)  called  the  Bartholomew  system.  We  have  tem- 
porarily engaged  Miss  Eliz.  Loring,  to  superintend  the  instruc- 
tion in  this  Branch.  At  present,  this  system  is  experimental, 
and  the  continuance  will  depend  upon  its  success.  We  have 
formed  a  class  of  all  those  teachers  who  desire  It,  and  have  re- 
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mitted  an  hour  of  each  week  from  the  regular  School-Session, 
during  which  they  may  receive  instruction  from  our  teacher  in 
Drawing,  who  has  voluntarily  offered  her  time  and  services ; 
the  object  in  view  is  to  introduce  the  rudiments  of  Drawing  in 
our  Primary  Schools,  under  the  charge,  of  the  regular  teacher 
of  that  School.  We  approve  Highly  of  a  plan  to  give  instruc- 
tion in  Drawing  to  all  the  Grammar  pupils.  Now,  Drawing  is 
taught  only  in  the  Pierce  Grammar  and  High  School.  If  the 
Town  approve  of  this  plan  they  must  increase  our  appropria- 
tion for  this  purpose. 

Sewing :— A  third  Sewing-class  has  been  organized  under  the 
charge  of  Miss  Stevens,  at  the  Harvard  Street  School,  on 
Wednesday  afternoons. 

fVard  SchooUwuse : — At  a  Meeting  held  in  the  early  part  of 
October,  the  attention  of  the  Committee  was  called  to  the  dis- 
graceful and  dangerous  condition  of  the  grounds  (!)  about  the 
Ward  Schoolhouse,  and,  a  vote  was  passed,  asking  of  the  Se- 
lectmen to  place  these  in  a  proper  condition. 

In  order  to  present  a  subject  perhaps  imperfectly  understood 
by  the  Town,  the  Committee  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  we 
have  a  few  children  connected  with  our  Schools,  whose  pa- 
rents do  not  reside  or  pay  taxes  in  our  Town.  This  matter 
was  carefully  considered,  and  a  hearing  was  held  by  certain 
citizens,  and  from  some  of  the  parents  interested.  After  due 
deliberation,  we  considered  it  advisable  to  allow  such  scholars 
as  now  attended  our  Grammar  and  High  Schools  to  continue 
their  course  until  its  completion,  in  the  Schools  with  which  they 
are  connected ;  but  that  hereafter  no  children  be  admitted,  ex- 
cept by  special  vote  of  the  School  Committee,  to  our  Schools 
unless  their  parents  reside  in  the  Town. 

We  call  the  attention  of  the  citizens  of  the  Town  to  the  re- 
vised *' Rules  and  By-Laws  for  the  Regulation  of  the  Public 
Schools  in  Brookline."    The  teachers  are  enjoined  to  enforce 
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these  Rules  and  to  report  their  Infringement  to  the  Board.  It 
is.  supposed  that  sometimes  owing  to  an  ignorance  of  these 
Rules,  some  embarrassment  has  been  occasioned  to  teachers  by 
the  requests  of  parents.  The  teachers  are  responsible  directly 
to  the  School  Committee. 

♦*  The  School  Committee  have  tKe  general  control,  through 
the  teacher,  of  the  order  and  discipline  of  the  School,  and  may 
exclude  any  pupil  for  just  cause."  (G.  S.  Ch.  41,  §10,)  ;  OflS- 
cial  directions  to  School  Committees  by  the  Secretary  of  the 
Board  of  Education,  March  29,  1869. 

As  the  Town  have  not  seen  fit  to  relieve  the  duties  of  the 
members  of  the  Board  by  appointing  a  Superintendent,  it  is 
suggested  that  an.  appropriation  of  $l',500  for  the  salaries  of  the 
School  Conmiittee  be  made.

UKLATVSG  TO  THB 


PUBLIC    DAY    SCHOOLS. 


SCHOOL  TEAR. 


Section  1.  The  school  year  shall  begin  on  the  first  Mon- 
day of  September,  and  shall  be  divided  into  three  terms. 

VACATIONS   AND   HOLIDAYS. 

Sect.  2.  The  vacations  shall  be  as  follows :  Thanksgiving 
week ;  Christmas  Day  to  New  Year's  Day  inclusive ;  the  third 
week  in  February ;  from  July  4th  to  the  first  Monday  in  Sep- 
tember ;  and  the  following  holidays  shall  be  granted  :  Twenty- 
second  of  February,  Fast  Day,  and  the  Fourth  of  July.  Com- 
mencement Day  at  Cambridge,  and  the  day  following,  shall 
also  be  granted  to  the  High  School.  Teachers  actually 
attending  the  sessions  of  the  Norfolk  County  Teachers'  Asso- 
ciation, may  close  their  schools  for  that  purpose,  on  notifying 
the  committee  of  such  intention. 

SCHOOL  HOUBS. 

Sect.  3.  From  the  first  Monday  in  April  till  the  first 
Monday  in  October,  all  schools  shall  begin  at  8  o'clock,  a.  m., 
and  close  at  1  o'clock,  p.  m. ;  and  from  the  first  Monday  in 
October  till  Thanksgiving  week,  they  shall  begin  at  half-past  8, 
a.  m.,  and  close  at  half-past  1  p.  m. ;  from  Thanksgiving  vaca- 
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tioD  till  the  first  Monday  in  April,  thej  shall  begin  at  9  o*clock 
a.  m.,  and  close  at  2  o'clock  p.  m. ;  except  on  Wednesdays 
and  Saturdays,  when  the  school  shall  be  kept  three  hours  only. 

RECESS. 

Sectt.  4.  In  all  the  primary  schools  when  the  session  is 
five  hours,  there  shall  be  two  recesses  of  ten  minutes  each.  In 
the  Grammar  and  High  schools,  tl\ere  shall  be  twenty  minutes 
recess,  which  shall  be  divided  at  the  option  of  the  teacher,  into 
two  recesses  of  ten  minutes  each  ;  but  when  the  session  is  three 
hours,  it  shall  be  equally  divided  by  a  recess  of  ten  minutes. 

ADMISSION. 

Sect.  5.  No  pupil  shall  be  admitted  to  the  Primary 
Schools  who  has  not  attained  the  age  of  five  years.  No  pupil 
not  already  a  member  of  some  school  in  the  town,  shall  be  ad- 
mitted to  any  school  without  the  certificate  of  some  member  of 
the  School  Committee,  that  he  or  she  is  properly  qualified  to 
attend. 

No  child,  resident  in  this  town,  shall  attend,  except  by  a 
special  vote  of  the  School  Committee,  any  primary  school  out 
of  its  district. 

No  child,  resident  in  any  adjoining  town,  shall  be  admitted 
to  any  of  the  schools  except  by  special  vote  of  the  School 
Committee. 

No  pupil  shall  be  excused  from  any  regular  study  or  exer- 
cise, except  by  special  vote  of  the  School  Committee. 

Sect.  6.  The  course  of  instruction  in  the  Primary  Schools 
shall  continue  at  least  four  years.  The  pupils  in  these  schools 
shall  be  taught  Reading,  Spelling  and  Defining ;  Elements  of 
Geography;  Mental  Arithmetic  through  the  first  ten  sections 
of  Colbum,  taught  analytically,  and  the  Rudiments  of  Written 
Arithmetic ;  Penmanship  ;  and  Singing.  Teachers  will  be  ex- 
pected to  pay  especial  attention  to  good  morals  and  enforcing 
discipline  in  the  Schoolroom. 
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.COURSE     OF    INSTRUCrnON    IN     THE     PRIMARY     AND 
GRAMMAR     SCHOOLS. 

No  pupU  shall  be  admitted  to  the  Grammar  Schools  who  has 
not  attained  the  age  of  eight  years,  except  by  special  vote  of 
the  School  Committee.  In  these  schools  the  pupils  shall  be 
taught  as  follows  : — 

The  Fourth  Class  —  Reading,  Spelling,  and  Defining ;  Col- 
burn's  Mental  Arithmetic,  beginning  with  Section  11 ;  the 
Fundamental  Rules  of  Written  Arithmetic;  Geography; 
Penmanship ;  Drawing ;  and  Singing. 

The  Third  Class  —  Reading,  Spelling  and  Defining ;  Col- 
bum's  Mental  Arithmetic ;  Written  Arithmetic  through  Vulgar 
Fractions  ;  Geography ;  Grammar ;  Penmanship ;  Drawing ; 
and  Singitig. 

The  Second  Class — Reading,  Spelling  and  Defining ;  Colbum's 
Mental  Arithmetic  completed;  Written  Arithmetic  through 
Equation  of  Payments ;  Geography ;  Grammar ;  History  of 
the  United  States ;  Penmanship ;  Drawing ;  and  Singings 

The  First  Class — Reading,  Spelling  and  Defining ;  Written 
Arithmetic  completed;  Geography;  Grammar;  Analysis  of 
Sentences ;  History  of  the  United  States  through  the  Ameri- 
can Revolution ;  Physical  Geography ;  Penmanship ;  Drawing ; 
and  Singing. 

In  order  to  secure  greater  accuracy  in  spellings  writing  sen- 
tences from  dictation  shall  be  a  regular  exercise,  at  least  three 
days  in  every  week,  of  all  the  classes  in  the  Grammar  Schools 
and  of  the  first  class  in  each  Primary  School. 

PROMOTION  OF   SCHOLARS. 

Sect.  7.  Pupils  may  be  promoted  annually  from  the 
lower  to  the  higher  Schools,  at  the  close  of  the  School  Year,  on 
passing  a  satisfactory  examination  made  with  reference  to  the 
promotion  by  the  School  Committee  ;  and  no  promotion  from  a 
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lower  to  a  higher  school  shall  be  made  at  any  other  time,  iinless 
by  special  vote  of  the  School  Committee.  No  transfer  of  a 
pupil  from  one  schoolroom  to  another  shall  be  made,  except 
at  the  commencement  of  a  term,  unless  by  special  vote  of 
the  School  Committee. 

ADMISSION    AFTER    OOMMENOEMENT    OF    SCHOOL    YEAR. 

Sect.  8.  Pupils  who  may  become  residents  of  the  town 
after  the  commencement  of  the  School  Year,  may  be  admitted 
to  the  Grammar  or  High  School,  if,  upon  examination  by  the 
teacher  of  said  School,  together  with  some  member  of  the 
School  Committee,  they  are  found  qualified  to  join  any  class 
already  existing  in  said  school ;  but,  if  not  so  qualified,  such 
pupils  shall  enter  a  lower  school  and  there  remain  until  they 
can  pass  the  regular  examination  for  promotion.  And,  fur- 
thermore, every  applicant  for  admission  to  the  High  and  Gram- 
mar Schools,  except  those  passing  from  the  lower  to  the  higher 
schools  of  this  town,  shall  bring  a  certificate  of  good  moral 
character  from  his  or  her  last  teacher,  or  from  some  other  re- 
sponsible source. 

examinations. 

Sect.  9.  There  shall  be  a  public  examination  of  all  the 
schools  at  the  close  of  each  Winter  and  Summer  Term ;  and 
any  scholars  absent  from  these  examinations  shall,  except  in 
extraordinary  cases,  be  examined  by  one  or  more  members  of 
the  Sdiool  Committee  before  they  shall  be  allowed  to  rejoin  the 
school. 

attendance  of  teachers. 

Sect.  10.  Each  teacher  shall  be  present  at  the  schoolhouse 
fifteen  minutes  before  the  hour  of  commencing  school.  No 
substitutes  shall  be  employed  other  than  those  appointed  by  the 
Board,  without  the  written  consent  of  the  Sub-Committee  on 
nomination  of  teachers. 
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OPENING   EXER0I8E6. 

Sect.  11.  The  morning  exercises  of  all  the  schools  shall 
commence  with  the  reading  of  the  Scriptures  by  the  teacher, 
and  the  use  of  the  Lord's  Prayer.  All  teachers  shall  conduct 
these  exercises. 

DISOIFLINEt 

Sect.  12.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  teachers  to  maintain 
a  kind,  firm  and  vigilant  parental  discipline.  They  shall  not 
administer  corporal  punishment,  except  in  cases  of  urgent 
necessity;  and  a  statement  of  all  such  punishment,  and  the 
reason  thereof,  shall  be  kept,  for  the  inspection  of  the  School 
Committee. 

supervision. 

Sect.  13.  The  teachers  shall  exercise  a  careful  supervision 
over  their  pupils  during  school  hours,  both  in  the  schoolrooms 
and  at  recess.  They  shall  prescribe  rules  to  be  observed  in  the 
yards  and  outbuildings,  and  shall  be  held  responsible  for  any 
want  of  neatness  about  their  premises. 

VENTILATION. 

Sect.  14.  The  teachers  shall  give  vigilant  attention  to  the 
ventilation  and  temperature  of  the  schoolrooms. 

register. 

Sect.  15.  Every  teacher  shall  keep  a  register  of  the  name, 
Age  and  date  of  admission,  of ^  every  pupil  in  the  school ;  of  all 
absences  and  tardiness ;  of  all  classes  formed  in  the  school,  with 
the  name  of  each  member. 

REPORT  TO  PARENTS. 

Seot.  16.  Every  teacher  shall  make  a  monthly  report  to  the 
parent  or  goaidian  respectiiig  the  regularity,  deportmeot,  and 
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progress  of  each  pupil.  Thia  report  shall  be  signed  by  the  parent 
or  gaardian,  returned  to  the  teachers,  and  by  them  preserved 
for  the  inspection  of  the  School  Committee. 

DEFIOIENT   LESSONS. 

Sect.  17.  No  excuse  shall  be  received  from  pupils  for  omitted 
or  deficient  lessons,  unless  such  lessons  are  made  up  to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  teacher ;  and  where  the  omission  or  neglect  is 
such  as  to  render  the  pupil  incapable  of  continuing  with  the 
dass,  such  pupil  shall  be  degraded  to  a  lower  class  at  the  dis- 
cretion of  the  teacher,  with  the  approval  of  one  or  more  mem- 
bers of  the  Committee. 

ATTENDANCE. 

Sect.  18.  Any  pupil  absent  more  than  a  week  at  one  time  shall 
be  considered  as  having  left  the  school,  and  shall  not  be  re- 
admitted without  a  written  order  from  a  member  of  the  School 
Committee ;  and,  in  case  any  pupil  be  absent  from  school  more 
than  one  quarter  of  the  school  days  of  any  one  term,  such  pupil 
may  be  degraded  by  transfer  to  a  lower  class.  Any  pupil, 
however,  who,  by  regular  attendance  and  exemplary  diligence, 
becomes  fitted  for  an  advanced  rank,  may,  upon  passing  an 
examination  satisfactory  to  the  teacher  and  at  least  one  member 
of  the  School  Committee,  be  promoted  to  a  higher  class ;  and 
such  promotion  may  be  made  at  any  period  of  the  school  year. 

TARDINESS. 

Sect.  19.  No  pupil  shall  enter  the  schoolroom  during  the 
opening  exercises ;  and,  in  eve^r  case  of  tardiness,  a  satisfac- 
tory excuse  from  the  parent  or  guardian  shall  be  required. 
Teachers  will  see  this  rule  strictly  enforced. 

DISMISSAL. 

Sect.  20.  No  pupil  shall  be  dismissed  before  the  close  of  the 
session,  except  in  case  of  sickness  or  urgent  necessity ;  and  no 
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ponnanent  excuse  shall  be  granted  for  dismissal,  except  by  a 
special  vote  of  the  School  Committee. 

USE    OF    SOHOOLROOMS. 

Sect.  21.  No  schoolroom  shall  be  used  for  any  other  pur- 
pose than  the  regular  school  exercises.  No  subscription  or  con- 
tribution shall  be  allowed  to  be  taken  in  any  of  the  schools ;  no 
shall  any  person  be  permitted  to  enter  any  schoolhouse  for  the 
purpose  of  exhibiting  books  or  other  articles  for  sale. 

AGOIDENTAL  INJUBT  TO  SCHOOL  PBOPEBTT. 

Sbot.    22.     Any  pupil  who  shall  accidentally  injure  any ^ 
school  property,  whether  fences,  gates,  trees  or  shrubs,  build- 
ings or  furniture,  shall  be  liable  to  pay  in  full  for  all  the  damage 
done. 

INTENTIONAL  MISUSE  OP  SCHOOL  PBOPEBTT. 

Sect.  23.  Any  pupil  who  shall,  on  any  part  of  the  school 
premises,  use  or  write  any  profane  or  indecent  language ;  or 
shall  draw  any  obscene  pictures  or  representations;  or  cut, 
mark,  or  otherwise  intentionally  destroy  or  deface,  any  building, 
furniture,  or  other  school  property, —  shall  be  punished  in  pro- 
portion to  the  nature  and  extent  of  the  offence,  and  shall  be 
liable  to  the  action  of  the  civil  law. 

SUSPENSION    AND    EXPULSION. 

Sect.  24.  For  profaneness,  obscenity,  and'  all  other  vices 
dangerous  to  the  moral  health  and  purity  of  the  school,  when 
said  vices  are  habitual,  and  beyond  correction  by  ordinary 
methods  of  discipline,  the  principal  of  any  school  may  swpend  a 
pupil  from  attendance  on  school  exercises.  In  this  case,  the 
principal  exercising  discipline  shall  immediately  report  to  the 
Sehool  Committee  the  fact  of  suspension,  together  with  the 
particulars  of  the  offence  charged :  and,  upon  receiving  said  re-

SCHOOL  TEAB. 


Section  1.  The  school  year  shall  begin  on  the  first  Mon- 
day of  September,  and  shall  be  divided  into  three  terms. 

VACATIONS   AND   HOLIDAYS. 

Sect.  2.  The  vacations  shall  be  as  follows :  Thanksgiving 
week ;  Christmas  Day  to  New  Year's  Day  inclusive ;  the  third 
week  in  February ;  from  July  4th  to  the  first  Monday  in  Sep- 
tember ;  and  the  following  holidays  shall  be  granted :  Twenty- 
second  of  February,  Fast  Day,  and  the  Fourth  of  July.  Com- 
mencement Day  at  Cambridge,  and  the  day  following,  shall 
also  be  granted  to  the  High  School.  Teachers  actually 
attending  the  sessions  of  the  Norfolk  County  Teachers'  Asso- 
ciation, may  close  their  schools  for  that  purpose,  on  notifying 
the  committee  of  such  intention. 

SCHOOL  HOUBS. 

Sect.  3.  From  the  first  Monday  in  April  till  the  first 
Monday  in  October,  all  schools  shall  begin  at  8  o'clock,  a.  m., 
and  close  at  1  o'cloclc,  p.  m. ;  and  from  the  first  Monday  in 
October  till  Thanksgiving  week,  they  shall  begin  at  half-past  8, 
a.  m.,  and  close  at  half-past  1  p.  m. ;  from  Thanksgiving  vaca- 
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tion  till  the  first  Monday  in  April,  they  shall  begin  at  9  o'clock 
a.  m.,  and  close  at  2  o'clock  p.  m. ;  except  on  Wednesdays 
and  Saturdays,  when  the  school  shall  be  kept  three  hours  only. 

RECESS. 

Sect.  4.  In  all  the  primary  schools  when  the  session  is 
five  hours,  there  shall  be  two  recesses  of  ten  minutes  each.  In 
the  Grammar  and  High  schools,  there  shall  be  twenty  minutes 
recess,  which  shall  be  divided  at  the  option  of  the  teacher,  into 
two  recesses  of  ten  minutes  each ;  but  when  the  session  is  three 
hours,  it  shall  be  equally  divided  by  a  recess  of  ten  minutes. 

ADMISSION. 

Sect.  5.  No  pupil  shall  be  admitted  to  the  Primary 
Schools  who  has  not  attained  the  age  of  five  years.  No  pupil 
not  already  a  member  of  some  school  in  the  town,  shall  be  ad- 
mitted to  any  school  without  the  certificate  of  some  member  of 
the  School  Committee,  that  he  or  she  is  properly  qualified  to 
attend. 

No  child,  resident  in  this  town,  shall  attend,  except  by  a 
special  vote  of  the  School  Committee,  any  primary  school  out 
of  its  district. 

No  child,  resident  in  any  adjoining  town,  shall  be  admitted 
to  any  of  the  schools  except  by  special  vote  of  the  School 
Committee. 

No  pupil  shall  be  excused  from  any  regular  study  or  exer- 
cise, except  by  special  vote  of  the  School  Committee. 

Sect.  6.  The  course  of  instruction  in  the  Primary  Schools 
shall  continue  at  least  four  years.  The  pupils  in  these  schools 
shall  be  taught  Reading,  Spelling  and  Defining ;  Elements  of 
Geography;  Mental  Arithmetic  through  the  first  ten  sections 
of  Colburn,  taught  analytically,  and  the  Rudiments  of  Written 
Arithmetic ;  Penmanship  ;  and  Singing.  Teachers  will  be  ex- 
pected to  pay  especial  attention  to  good  morals  and  enforcing 
discipline  in  the  Schoolroom. 
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.COURSE     OP    INSTRUCmON     IN     THE     PRIMARY     AND 
GRAMMAR     SCHOOLS. 

No  pnpil  shall  be  admitted  to  the  Grammar  Schools  who  has 
not  attained  the  age  of  eight  years,  except  by  special  vote  of 
the  School  Committee.  In  these  schools  the  pupils  shall  be 
taught  as  follows  : — 

The  Fourth  Class  —  Reading,  Spelling,  and  Defining ;  Col- 
burn's  Mental  Arithmetic,  beginning  with  Section  11 ;  the 
Fundamental  Rules  of  Written  Arithmetic;  Geography; 
Penmanship  ;  Drawing ;  and  Singing. 

The  Third  Class  —  Reading,  Spelling  and  Defining ;  Col- 
bum's  Mental  Arithmetic ;  Written  Arithmetic  through  Vulgar 
Fractions  ;  Geography ;  Grammar ;  Penmanship ;  Drawing ; 
and  Singitig. 

The  Second  Clast — Reading,  Spelling  and  Defining ;  Colbum's 
Mental  Arithmetic  completed ;  Written  Arithmetic  through 
Equation  of  Payments ;  Geography ;  Grammar ;  History  of 
the  United  States ;  Penmanship ;  Drawing ;  and  Singing* 

The  First  Class  —  Reading,  Spelling  and  Defining ;  Written 
Arithmetic  completed ;  Geography ;  Grammar ;  Analysis  of 
Sentences ;  History  of  the  United  States  through  the  Ameri- 
can Revolution ;  Physical  Geography ;  Penmanship ;  Drawing ; 
and  Singing. 

In  order  to  secure  greater  accuracy  in  spellings  writing  sen- 
tences from  dictation  shall  be  a  regular  exercise,  at  least  three 
days  in  every  week,  of  all  the  classes  in  the  Grammar  Schools 
and  of  the  first  class  in  each  Primary  School. 

PROMOTION   OP   SCHOLARS. 

Sect.  7.  Pupils  may  be  promoted  annually  from  the 
lower  to  the  higher  Schools,  at  the  close  of  the  School  Year,  on 
passing  a  satisfactory  examination  made  with  reference  to  the 
promotion  by  the  School  Committee  ;  and  no  promotion  from  a 
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lower  to  a  higher  school  shall  be  made  at  any  other  time,  unless 
by  special  vote  of  the  School  Committee.  No  transfer  of  a 
pupil  from  one  schoolroom  to  another  shall  be  made,  except 
at  the  commencement  of  a  term,  unless  by  special  Tote  of 
the  School  Committee. 

ADMISSION    AFTER   OOMlklENOEMENT    OF    SCHOOL    TEAR, 

Sect.  8.  Pupils  who  may  become  residents  of  the  town 
after  the  commencement  of  the  School  Year,  may  be  admitted 
to  the  Grammar  or  High  School,  if,  upon  examination  by  the 
teacher  of  said  School,  together  with  some  member  of  the 
School  Committee,  they  are  found  qualified  to  join  any  class 
already  existing  in  said  school ;  but,  if  not  so  qualified,  such 
pupils  shall  enter  a  lower  school  and  there  remain  until  they 
can  pass  the  regular  examination  for  promotion.  And,  fur- 
thermore, every  applicant  for  admission  to  the  High  and  Gram- 
mar Schools,  except  those  passing  from  the  lower  to  the  higher 
schools  of  this  town,  shall  bring  a  certificate  of  good  moral 
character  from  his  or  her  last  teacher,  or  from  some  other  re- 
sponsible source.

Sect.  9.  There  shall  be  a  public  examination  of  all  the 
schools  at  the  close  of  each  Winter  and  Summer  Term ;  and 
any  scholars  absent  from  these  examinations  shall,  except  in 
extraordinary  cases,  be  examined  by  one  or  more  members  of 
the  School  Committee  before  they  shall  be  allowed  to  rejoin  the 
school. 

ATTENDANCE   OF  TEACHERS. 

Sect.  10.  Each  teacher  shall  be  present  at  the  schoolhouse 
fifteen  minutes  before  the  hour  of  commencing  school.  No 
substitutes  shall  be  employed  other  than  those  appointed  by  the 
Board,  without  the  written  consent  of  the  Sub-Committee  on 
nomination  of  teachers. 
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OPENING   EXERCISES. 

Sect.  11.  The  morning  exercises  of  all  the  schools  shall 
commence  with  the  reading  of  the  Scriptures  bj  the  teacher, 
and  the  use  of  the  Lord's  Prayer.  All  teachers  shall  conduct 
these  exercises. 

DISCIPLINE* 

Sect.  12.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  teachers  to  maintain 
a  kind,  firm  and  vigilant  parental  discipline.  They  shall  not 
administer  corporal  punishment,  except  in  cases  of  urgent 
necessity;  and  a  statement  of  all  such  punishment,  and  the 
reason  thereof,  shall  be  kept,  for  the  inspection  of  the  School 
Committee. 

SUPERVISION. 

Sect.  13.  The  teachers  shall  exercise  a  careful  supervision 
over  their  pupils  during  school  hours,  both  in  the  schoolrooms 
and  at  recess.  They  shall  prescribe  rules  to  be  observed  in  the 
yards  and  outbuildings,  and  shall  be  held  responsible  for  any 
want  of  neatness  about  their  premises. 

VENTUiAXION. 

Sect.  14.  The  teachers  shall  give  vigilant  attention  to  the 
ventilation  and  temperature  of  the  schoolrooms. 

REGISTER. 

Sect.  15.  Every  teacher  shall  keep  a  register  of  the  name, 
i^e  and  date  of  admission,  of ^  every  pupil  in  the  school ;  of  all 
absences  and  tardiness ;  of  all  classes  formed  in  the  school,  with 
the  name  of  each  member. 

REPORT  TO  PARENTS. 

Sect.  16.  Every  teacher  shall  make  a  monthly  report  to  the 
parent  or  goardiaii  respeoliog  the  regularity,  deportsieiity  and 
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progress  of  each  pupil.  This  report  shall  be  signed  by  the  parent 
or  guardian,  returned  to  the  teachers,  and  by  them  preserved 
for  the  inspection  of  the  School  Committee. 

DEFICIENT   LESSONS. 

Sect.  17.  No  excuse  shall  be  received  from  pupils  for  omitted 
or  deficient  lessons,  unless  such  lessons  are  made  up  to  the

ure of  the  case  call  for  legal  action,  they  may  enter  complaint 
against  the  offender  before  the  proper  justice  of  the  peace,  in 
order  that  said  offender  may  be  removed  to  the  State  Beform 
School,  or  some  other  suitable  place  of  correction. 

Sect.  25*  Every  teacher  will  keep  a  copy  of  these  By-Laws 
ready  for  reference  in  his  or  her  desk.
